A POLITICAL MUDDLE 


Open War Declared Between Mayor 
and Police Commission. 


BIDDEFORD, ME., THE SCENE 


The City Marshal Refuses to 


Resign His Office. _ 4 


BIDDEFORD, Me., July 1.—After th 
adjournment of yesterday’s meeting of the 
Biddeford police commission, in which 
open war was declared by Mayor Staples 
against the appointmeut of Charles B. 
Harmon as city marshal, Chairman E. H. 
Banks waited on City Marshal Cote and 
asked him to resign. 

Marshat Cote said he had no intention 
of resigning; that he had been elected by 
the municipal officers for a year, had given 
bonds for that length of time, and that it 
would take more authority than the police 
commission possessed to remove him. 

The marshal and Chairman Banks ha 
quite a lengthy dispute over the matter. 

The marshal argued that, under the pro- 
visions of the police bill and the rules 
adopted by the board, the city marshal 

Cannot Be Removed Without Cause, 
and that until the expiration of Cote’s 
term his successor cannot be appointed. 

Commissioner Banks declared that the 
commission would make an appointment, 
and the cours would be appealed to to 
sustain its action. 

After consulting counsel the two Repub- 
lican members of the commission served a 
notice on the mayor announcing that a 
meeting would be held at 10 o’clock today, 
at which time a city marshal and polic | 
force would be appointed. | 

The mayor and his backers declare the, 
are acting under the instruction of emi | 
nent legal counsel, and ‘that the preseu 
marshal and police force shall continue tu 
hold office, even if the commission appoints 
new ones, 

The applicants for policemen’s berths 
under the new commission are not so per- 
sistent, now that they foresee a 

Ritter Political Fight 
ahead of them and some doubt as to their 
ability to get pay from the city for their 
services. 

The Democrat; claim that Mavor Sta: 
ples’ antagonism is based on his spite 
against Mr. Harmon, who wasa few years 
ago a Democratic United States marshal, 
and that had the commission decided on 
the appointment of any other candidate 
the mayor would have joined hands with 
them. 

But Harmon’s friends deny this, and 
claim that the mayor would have rebelled 
against the appointment of any other Re- 
publican. 

The opposition to Mr. Harmon is not en- 
tirely confined to the Democrats,as a num 
ber of Republicans met last night and 
started a petition, in which they declare 
that the appointment of Harmon would 
be injurious to the interests cf the Repub 
lican party. 

Gloucester Fishing Schooner Libelled. 

OTTAWA, July 1. — Instructions have 
been issued to libel the Gloucester (Mass.} 
fishing schooner Lewis H. Giles, which 
was seized eff Prince Edward Island twa 
weeks ago for poaching. This action has 
been taken with a view to the confiscation 
of the vessel, but will not preclude nego- 
tiations for a settlement of the case if the 
owners so desire and the government is 
willing. 


Harrison’s Cousin Missing. 


NEw York, July 1.—Cicero Harrison, 
aged 78, a cousin of ex-President Harrison, 


has mysteriously disappeared. He was 
last seen on board the Old Dominion line 
steamship Guayandotte. He was a pas- 
sengeron the vessel bound for this city 
from Norfolk. Mr. Harrison had in his 
possession when he boarded the vessel 
$100,000 in money and securities. 


Boodlers Censured. 

NEW XorK, July 1.—Mayor Boody and 
the Brooklyn board of aldermen were se- 
verely censured by the Kings county grand 
jury yesterday. That body has been in- 
vestigating the electric railway purchase 
scandal. It considered evidence against 
Mayor Boody and the aldermen who voted 
away valuable franchises. The jury re- 
gretted its inability to indict the mayor. 


The Trouble at Bangkok. 

New York, July 1.—Advices received 
yesterday from Bangkok, Siam, by the 
Presbyterian board of missions in this city 
contain the prediction of trouble with the 
French which recent dispatches have con- 
firmed, by the announcement that the 
French fleet has taken possession of the 
river Meinam and that its gunboats are 
ready to bombard the city. 


Pittsbarg’s Labor Troubles. 


PITTSBURG, July 1.—It is probable that 
there will be about 250,000 or 300,000 idle 
workersin the Pittsburg district today. 
All the glass houses will close for periods 
of five to six weeks and several plate glass 
houses have shut down. In case there is 
no settlement of the iron scale about 10,- 
000 to 15,000 men in the Pittsburg-district 
will be on p strike 


Massachusetis Humane Scciety Rewarded 

OTTAWA, July 1.—The minister of mae 
rine has approved the grant of $1000 to the 
Humane Society of Massachusetts as a re- 
ward for the services rendered by the Rock- 
port, Mass., lifeboat belonging to the 
society in saving the crew of the St. John 
schooner Osseo on May 17 last.

Four [AN EXTRA SESSION, 


Congress Called Upon to Reas- 
semble August 7. 


BUSINESS DEMANDED IT. 


The Sherman Law Will Un- 
doubtedly Be Repealed. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—The president is- 
sued the following proclamation last even- 
ing: 

. EXECUTIVE MANSION, June 30, 1893. 

Whereas, The distrust and apprehension 
concerning the financial situation which per- 
vades all business circles have already caused 
great loss and damage to our people and 
threaten to cripple our merchants, stop the 
wheels of manufactures, bring distress and 
privation to our farmers and withhold from 
our workingmen the wage of labor; and, 

Whereas, The present perilous condition is 
largely the result of a financial policy which 
the executive branch of the government finds 
embodied in unwise laws, which must be exe- 
cuted unless repealed by congress: 

Now therefore. I,Grover Cleveland, president 
of the United States, in perforniince of a con- 
stitutional duty, do by this proclamation de- 
clare that an extraordinary occasion requires 
the convening of both houses of the congress 
of the United States at the capital in the city 
of Washington on the seventh day of August 
next at 12 o'clock noon, to the end that the 
people may be relieved through legislation 
from present and impending dangers and dis- 
trust. 

All those entitled to act as members of the 
Fifty-third congress are required to take 
notice of this proclamation and attend at the 
time and place above stated. 

Given under my hand and the seal of the 
United States at the city of Washington on 
the thirtieth day of June in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
three, and of the independence of the United 
States the one hundred and seventeenth.

The proclamation

Left Directions 

for the issuance of this proclamation be- 
fore his departure for Gray Gables. ‘The 
determination to call an extra session the 
first week in August, instead of the first 
week in September, was only definitely ar- 
rived at in yesterday morning’s cabinet 
session. 

It is inferred from the fact that tke pres- 
ident has done so that he considers that he 
has obtained the assurance he desired. 

Most of the cabinet have followed the 
president’s example and left the city for 
brief vacations. Those who remain say 
the president’s proclamation speaks for 
itself and decline to discuss the situation 
further. : 

The plain facts appear to be that the 
disturbances of values arising from the 
uncertainties of the situation grew so 
alarmingly that Mr. Cleveland was com- 
pelled at last to acknowledge that the 
“unexpected contingencies necessitating 
an earlier meeting of congress,’’ which he 
spoke of in his celebrated interview of 
June 5, hud arrived. The action of the 
British government in India 

Brought Matters to a Crisis. 
Previous to that startling event Mr. Cleve- 
land manifested a firm determination to 
adhere to his plan of calling congress on 
Sept. 1. 

After the suspension of silver coinage 
in India the president resolutely declined 
to speak further about hisintentions until 
he should be prepared to act, and each of 
his cabinet officers maintained a similar 
silence. It may be stated, however, with- 
out violation of confidence, that from the 
day when the announcement of the action 
of India was made the president took steps 
to keep himself forewarned through the 
press dispatches of the slightest approach 
of panic in the money market, prepared 
at any moment to take the course which 
he has now adopted, if it seemed to him 
that his doing so would in any way tend to 
allay alarm and restore public confidence. 

Yesterday when he found telegrams on 
his table not only from the eastern and 
middle states, but also from the south and 
even from some of the 

Silver States of the Northwest, 
urging that congress be called together at 
the earliest day possible to end the uncer- 
tainty, he determined to delay no longer. 
But even in taking this action the presi- 
dent took steps as far as he could to pre- 
vent it being known before the stock ex- 
change closed, so as to avoid any appear- 
ance of exercising any undue infiuence on 
the stock market. 

Cleveland on the Way to Gray Gables. 

New York, July 1.—President Cleve- 
land, accompanied by Secretary Lamont 
and Miss Lamont, arrived here last night. 
The party was met at thestation in Jersey 
City by Dr. Bryant, surgeon general of 
the United States. “I have nothing at all 
to say now,’’ the president said. “I have 
issued a proclamation calling congress to- 
gether on Aug. 7. In that I have given my 
reasons tor doiny so, and thut is all there 
is to it.” 

While crossing the river on the ferry- 
boat Colonel Lamont said to the reporters: 

“T am in favor of the repeal of the Sher- 
man law and don’t favor.free coinage as a 
substitute, and the president holds the 
same opinion on that matter as myself. 
There have not been any personal appeals 
to him fer an early session, or opposition 
to such from silver men, to speak of.” 

“Mr. Cleveland,” continued Secretary 
Lamont, “is going directly on board Mr. 
Benedict’s yacht Oneida, which is waiting 
on the East river off Twenty-sixth street. 
Mr. Benedict is on board, and they will 
cruise slowly along the sound, reaching 
Buzzards bay tomorrow evening or Mou 
day morning. He will remain there about 
three weeks. Dr. Bryant will accompany 
him.” 


South Carolina In the Rum Business. 

CoLumBiA, S. C., July 1.—The state of 
Carolina went into the rum business-at 
midnight last night. Every private bar 
in the state closed at that hour. After to- 
day every bottle of whisky or glass of 
beer bought will be sold by the state for 
its own fprofit. The scheme is Mr. Till- 
man’s and is for profit. He say it will re- 
duce taxation one-half and net the state 
$500,000 the first year.

Harvard Beaten Over Three 
Lengths In a Plucky Race 


IN REMARKABLY SLOW TIME 
Record to Date of Races Be- 
tween the Two Crews. 


2 New Lonpon, Conn., July 1.—The 
great race of the season took place yester- 
| day under fairly good conditions, and Yale 
| again showed her superior ability, win- 
ning by three lengths after a race which 
was exceedingly pretty and thoroughly in- 
teresting from start to finish. The Har- 
vard boys left town defeated, but it was 
by no means a procession down the 
Thames in which they took part. 

New London had seemed full of visitors 
when the sun rose yesterday. What 
was the condition when the excursion 
trains came in from Boston and New 
Haven, each 

Loaded With Passengers? 
Everybody started for the river early, and 
the excursion steamers and launches were 
quickly filled with passengers who waved 
their red and blue flannels, impatiently 
waiting for the start. 

At 10.50 the Yale crew had reached the 
starting point and the Harvard oarsmen

For the 
Harvard men did beautifully, and by the 
time the first half mile flag was reached, 
crimson was ahead by just a trifle. Time— 
Harvard, 2:51; Yale, 2:52: 

Then rose “rahs” from the launches and 
the prospects of a Harvard victory were 
bright; even stronger were the hopes when 
the mile flag was reached and Yale was half 
second more behind. Harvard, 5.57; Yale, 
5.58 1-2, : 

That was the last of Harvard’s lead, for 
Yalecame to the front now, and kept it 
for the balance of the race. Plarvard kept 
pluckily at work, however, and the race 
lost nothing in interest.

and as they went by the mile-and-a-half 
flag the time was: Yale, 9; Harvard 9.03.

UNDER THE NEW LAW. 


How Arrests for Drunkenness Will be 
Considered Atter Today. 

The new law relating to drunkeness goes 
into effect July 1—today. The police 
and the court officials all over the State 
have discussed it at length. The Bruck- 
ton Enterprise says, ‘‘It is a law which, 
if rigidly observed, would make a vast deal 
of work for the police and the probation 
officer, and would not be entirely ad- 
vantageous to the prisoner. 

For example, it provides that after a 
man has become sober he shall have the 
right to make a statement about himself, 
the number of people dependent upon 
him, and the times he has been arrested, 
if ever. Then this statement shall 
be banded to the probation officer, who 
shall investigate and report to the court.: 
But suppose, as is generally the case, 
that the man is arrested in the evening. 
He gets sober and writes out his state- 
ment early next morning, and the proba- 
tion officer gets it about 7 o'clock. Be- 
tween that time and 8,15, when the 
court comes in, the probation officer is 
supposed to make a thorough investigation 
of the truth of the man’s statements. Sup- 
pose there have been ten-or a dozen 
arrests—how impossible the investigation 
becomes ! 

The officer must either take the state- 
ment of the prisbners and the police and 
use his own judgment as to what re- 
port to make to the court, or else the 
court, notified that the officer has not had 
time to do his work, may continue the 
case another day, compelling the prisoner 
in the meantime to stay behind the bars or 
else give bail. 

As in the olden time the arresting offi- 
cers will have to make out formal com- 
plaints and theu appear in court to press 
them if required. This adds to the police 
work, 

It is stated that some judges are going 
to allow prisoners to stay in jail till the 
court gets a statement from the proba- 
tion officer, when the arrested men who 
are pronounced proper subjects for release 
will be ordered released without being

Yale had the best at the start, but it 
was only for a few seconds. For the 
Harvard men did beautifully, and by the 
time the first half mile flag was reached, 

ras ahead by just a trifle. Time— 
51; Yale, 2:52: 

Then rose “‘rahs” from the launches and 
the prospects of a Harvard victory were 
bright; even stronger were the hopes when 
the mile flag was reached and Yale was half 
second more behind. Harvard, 5.57; Yale, 
5.58 1-2, 

That was the last of Harvard’s lead, for 
Yalecame to the front now, and kept it 
for the balance of the race. Harvard kept 
pluckily at work, however, and the race 
lost nothing in interest. Rowers of the 
blue had 

Made a Good Lead, 

and as they went by the mile-and-a-half 
flag the time was: Yale, 9; Harvard 9.03. 
By this time blue banners were waving on 
launches and on the observation train, 
which though late in reaching the start, 
was now abreast. A few Harvard flags 
were in sight, for all had not lost hopes 
but that its shell might come to the front 
by a mighty effort. Inthe next half mile 
Yale had forced ahead a little more, and 
the first half of the race was finished. 
Time—Yale, 12.06; Harvard, 12.10. 

Now the enthusiasm of the spectators in- 
creased, for the crews now approached the 
excursion boats, black with spectators, 
which were anchored along the eastern 
bank of the river. Carriages drove rapidly 
long, trying to keep up with the racers. 

Two and a half mile time—Yale, 15:22; 
Harvard, 15:27. In the next half mile 
Harvard dropped back still more, in 
spite of the best the men could do, and 
when the three-mile point was reached the 
time was— Yale, 18:39; Harvard. 18:50. Then 
came an increase in speed for Harvard, and 
umid terrificdin from the boats along the 
banks. Guns were fired in quick succession. 
Fair spectators become almost frantic in 
waving their banners and the cheers in- 
‘reased.

How Arrests for Drunkenness Will be 
Considered Atter Today. 

The new law relating to drunkeness goes 
into effect July 1—today. The police 
and the court officials all over the State 
have discussed it at length. The Bruck- 
ton Enterprise says, ‘‘{t is a law which, 
if rigidly observed, would make a vast deal 
of work for the police and the probation 
officer, and would not be entirely ad- 
vantageous to the prisoner. 

For example, it provides that after a 
man has become sober he shall have the 
right to make a statement about himself, 
the number of people dependent upon 
him, and the times be has been arrested, 
if ever, Then this statement shall 
be banded to the probation officer, who 
shall investigate and report to the court. 
But suppose, as is generally the case, 
that the man is arrested in the evening. 
He gets sober and writes out his state- 
ment early next morning, and the proba- 
tion officer gets it about 7 o’clock. Be- 
tween that time and 8.15, when the 
court comes in, the probation officer is 
supposed to make a thorough investigation 
of the truth of the man’s statements. Sup- 
pose there have been ten-or a dozen 
arrests—how impossible the investigation 
becomes ! 

The officer must either take the state- 
ment of the prisbners and the police and 
use his own judgment as to what re- 
port to make to the court, or else the 
court, notified that the officer has not had 
time to do his work, may continue the 
case another day, compelling the prisoner 
in the meantime to stay behind the bars or 
else give bail.

It is stated that some judges are going 
to allow prisoners to stay in jail till the 
court gets a statement from the proba-

ASYLUM COMMISSIONERS, 


Their Removal of Chief Architect Tobey 
Criticised—Legality Questioned. 

The building commissioners of the Med- 
field insane asylum, of which H. M. Feder- 
hen of this city is chairman, is again the 
subject of criticism, A few daysago they 
removed the chief architect and have re- 
instated Mr. Wentworth. 

The question is, have the commissioners 
power to remove the architect, whose name 
is in the plans for the buildings, and to 
whom, it is stated, the contractors are 
bound by the terms of their contract to 
look for instructions in the carrying out of 
their work? 

The commissioners claim that there is a 
clause in the contract with the architect 
which gives them the power to remove him 
at any time by stating their reasons; but 
on the other hand the governor has signed 
the contract, which proclaims that the 
architect of the buildings is Mr. Tobey, and 
it is a question whether the commissioners 
have the power to override the action of 
the governor. 

Herbert M. Federhen, chairman of the 
commissioners, who have charge of the 
construction of the buildings, said to a 
Globe reporter: 

‘Yes, it is true that we have removed 
Mr. ‘Tobey, and notified him to that effect 
some time since. I do not care to give the 
reasons for our action, as I do not wish 
to appear as being in antagonism to Mr. 
Tobey, but if he chooses to make them 
public he is, of cou:se, at liberty to do so. 

‘We had not decided to remove Mr. 
Tobey when we appeared before the leg- 
islature in support of a further appropria- 
tion of There is no foundation 
for the statement that any of the commis- 
sioners told the committee of the legisla- 
ture that we did not intend to change the 
architect. That Iam certain of. We feel 
sure that the furthe: suin which the legis- 
lature has voted will be sufficient to com- 
plete the buildings as they ought to be com- 
pleted.” 

The Globe says: A number of statements 
are afloat regarding the letting of contracts 
by the commissioners, and the cheese- 
paring policy which it is claimed they are 
pursuing in regard to the erection of the 
buildings. 

It is asserted by many persons conversant 
with the details that the additional appro-

ings will not be at all sufficient for that 
purpose and that a like sum, or very near 
it, will have to be applied for before the 
buildings are completed, 

Another allegation is that the bids were 
always opened in secret by the commis- 
sioners, and that the public had no means 
of knowing what the amounts of the re- 
spective bids were. 

The commissioners say that this bas 
been their custom from the time the con- 
struction of the buildings was first com- 
menced, although Mr. Federben said he 
was not aware if the custom was followed 
in regard to cther publie works.”

ITS OBSERVANCES IN QUINCY. 


The “Night Before,” Three Fires, 
Bicycle Races and other Sports, 


The Fourth was quiet in this city as far 
as a public celebration, but it was an ideal 
holiday, both as to the weather and in at- 
tractions. There were sports of ali kinds, 
bicycle races, tennis tournament, trap 
shooting, yacht races, base ball, picnics, 
ete., which are reported at length below. 

As usual, flags were displayed on City 
Hall, the school buildings and elsewhere, 
and the bells were ruog at sunrise, noon 
and sunset, accompanied by the usual din 
of guns, fire crackers and horns. 


NIGHT BEFORE FOURTH. 


Firs at West Quincy and Centre Call 


Out Department—Other Blazes. 


The small boy as well as his larger 
brother anxiously waits for twelve months 
for the “Night before the Fourth’’ to 
arrive that he may give vent to his long 
pent up feelings by committing acts of 
deviltry which they call sport. Opinions, 
however, differ as to what constitutes sport, 
some are satisfied if they can parade the 
streets all night exploding fire crackers and 
blowing horns, while others are not content 
unless they can overturn someone’s build- 
ing and unhang gates. The streets were 
full of both these elements Monday night, 
and by the noise made itis very evident 
that each person who was out had their 
wish gratified. 

During the evening about the Square the 
sidewalks were full of people, but all 
seemed orderly and there was not much 
call for police protection.

A JEALOUS INDIAN 


Murders G2 of His Own Tribe at 
a Dance. 


HE THEN iA X53 HIS ESCAPE 


His Immecinie Capture a Mat- 
ter of Uncertainty. 


EAstTrort, Me., July 6.—Pleasant Point 
is an Indian vilage situated seven miles 
from thiscity ard peopled by a remnant 
of the Passamaqno Idy tribe. There, early 


| yesterday morning, occurred a stabbing 


affray, resulting in the death of Joseph 
Ss amember ofthe tribe, who had 
just returned from Bar Harbor The In- 
dians, men a.d women were eujoyirga 

stume dance and having aygood time 


among themselves 

Sopiel was there, and being well dressed, 
good looking and just from Bar Harbor, 
he was in for a good time Captain 
Ross Francis, the murderer, was also in 
and out of the dancing room, which was in 
Edmund Francis’ house. His wife, 23 
years old, 

Nearly Thirty Yeare His Junior, 
was present and, being a good dancer, she 
was apparently enjoying herself, dancing 
much of the time with Sopiel. This fact, 
the members of the tribe say, excited the 
jealousy of her husband, who proceeded to 


| call Sopiel to account then and there before 
| the whole crowd. 


There were some words and then, so the 


Witnesses say, Francis swung his strong 


} 


| right arm an‘ buried his hunting knife in 


the breast of Sopiel. The knife entered 
the right side, glanced across to the left 
side and pierced the Jower end of the 
heart. The wounded man made an effort 
to reach the door, but in a moment he fell 


| to the floor. 


The stricken Indian was carried to his 
own bome, ashort distance away, where, 
from 20 to 25 minutes from the time the 
biow was given, he breathed his last, with- 
out having uttered a word. Dr. Rogers of 


| Pembroke was called, but bis services 


were not necded, the Indian being 
Dead Long Before He Arrived. 

After the stabbing some of the other 
Indians sought to hold the murderer until 
an officer conld be sent for, but Francis 
did rot propose to be interfered with, and 
flourishing his deadly knife and a loaded 
revolver, he warned all to keep their hands 
off him. One of the tribe is a sworn con- 
stable, appointed by the governor of the 
state, and, it so happens, isa half brother 
of Francis, which, some of the Indians say, 
is the reason why he failed to arrest the 
murderer then and there. The marderer 
escaped and is still at large. 

Five Indians came to this city yesterday 
and swore out a warrant before Justice 
McFan! With this warrant Deputy 
Sheriff Martin and two newspaper corre- 

ndents started out for Pleasant Point. 
rough setrch was made, but it was 
‘early evident that Franc's had allowed 
no grass to grow under his feet, having 
y ‘2 hours in which to make 


He Ix an Expert Hunter 
and can get along in the woods better than 
anybody else. 

Sheriff Martin has telegraphed to the 
authorities in the surrounding, towns and 
also to Grand Manan, where Francis has 
often been accustomed to hunt and fish, 
and with every corner of which he is 
thoroughly acquainted, but he can’t hide 
very long, as he is pretty well known. 

He was a man of short stature, thickset 
aud wears » t in mustache. He was al- 
ways ofa pleo ant d sposition, honest in 
his dealings, aud, unless his temper had 
been aroused by feelings of intense jeal- 


ell, studied four years in Montreal. Pre 
vious to that he was idle for a short time 
and was afterwards connected with a 
newspaper, being then in the employ of 
the government. 

Still farther back he was in the furni- 
ture business and accumulated about 
$500, which was spent before he came to 
Lowell. The letter further says that the 
doctor was not married, was not known as 
a drinking man and nothing bad was 
known of him. 


Will Have No Receiver. 

Boston, July 6.—In the United States 
circuit court the case of John R. Foster 
and others against the Northern Invest- 
ment company was settled by agreement, 
and the bill was dismissed without preju- 
dive and without costs. ‘This was the 
proceedings in which the plaiatiffs asked 
for a receiver for the company.

Gundersen followed her to her room at the 
top of the house, and hanged himself with 
the cord attached to the skylight outside 
her room door.

‘*Tnasmuch as I am not in the same posi- 
tion as the five estimable gentlemen who 
are seeking the republicap nomination for 
governor of Massachusetts, it would seem 
that a statement from me as to whether or 
not I would accept the democratic nomina- 
tion would be entirely uncalled for.” 

Mr. Quincy returned to Washington last 
night, but will be back soon and will spend 
the remainder of July at his cottage at 
West Chop, down on the cape. 

While at West Chop Mr. Quincy will run 
up to Boston one or two days during the 
week and be at headquarters to transact 
such business as devolves upon him as 
chairman of the state committee. 

As soon as convenient, as chairman of 
the committee, Mr. Quincy will call a meet- 
ing of the committee, probably the latter 
part of July, when a new chairman of the 
executive committee will be chosen.

The Car House of the Street Railway 
Destroyed. 


WAS STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 


A Heavy Loss for the Q@ & B, John A. 
Duggan and Others, 


Wollaston still holds the record for hav- 

; ing the largest fires in the city. Last eve- 

ning it wads the great wooden car house of 

the Quincy & Boston Street Railway that 
went up in smoke. 

At 10.47 there was a sharp flash of light- 
ning followed by a peal of thunder that 
made doors and windows rattle. This 
stroke of lightning struck the chimney on 
the car house and tore its way through the 
light woodwork, setting the whole building 
on blaze almost before the inmates,—John 
McCarthy and four boarders,—had time to 
grab a few clothes and rush out of doors. 

At 10.57 the fire was discovered by the 
watcbman of Mellen Bray & Co.’s factory, 
and Box 51 was turned in. 

Hose 2, Chemical 2, and the central sta- 
tion apparatus were soon on the scene, but 
the fire had gained such a headway that it 
was useless to throw water on the 
seething mass of flames. 

The Quincy & Boston Street Railway 
had one construction car, two snow plows, 
and a quantity of tools, and John A. Dug- 
gan, one box car in the car house, all of | 
which were totally destroyed. 

Employes of the street railway had cut | 
all the wires leading into the building be- 
fore the arrival of the fire department. 

Many at the Centre were not aware of 
the fire until morning, as the whistle had 
been cutout. It came in loud and clear on 
the First church bell,

THE MAKING OF GLASS 


Interesting and Instructive to 
All People. 


WORLD'S FAIR GLASS FACTORY. 


Visitors to the Midway Plaisance Can See 
How All Manner of Costly and Cheap 
Glass Is Manufactured by Skillful Work- 
men—The Work of Making Cut Glass- 
ware—Spinning Glass. 

Wortp’s Farr, June 30.— [Special.] — 
For some of the most interesting features 
of the fair the enterprise of American 
manufacturers is to be given credit. On 
the Midway plaisance, for instance, where 
there isan assemblage of savage life and 
strange peoples from ali over the world, 
there is no more interesting exhibit than 
that made by a firm of giass blowers, 
They have erected here a complete plant, 
with steam engines, a great furnace, ma- 
chinery of all sorts, and perhaps 200 work- 
men and salesmen, Here they carry on 
the whole business of glass making, blow- 
ing, moulding, coloring, cutting. If one 
may judge by the popularity of the factory 
among the visitors to the fair not many of 


our people have had the pleasure of seeing | 


the glass-making process. Great crowds 
are constantly passing in and out the 
doors. It is not a free show, either, though 
the admission fee is only 10 cents, and this 
is refunded on the purchase price of any 
article you may wish to buy within. The 
proprietors say they charge even this 
small sum not for the sake of revenue, but 
to prevent their place being uncomfort- 
ably crowded as would be the case if there 
were no admission fee whatever, 
Entering this World’s fair glass factory 
you find yourself near the base of a big 


glass furnace, Through the little doo:s | 


which the workmen open now and then 
you may see the mass of molten glass 
within, red and glowing. One of the 
blowers sticks his tube through the open 
door, worms it around in there for a mo- 
ment, and withdraws it with a small 
quantity of molten metal adhering to the 
end. He lifts this in the air, blowsthrough 
the tube with his lungs, and inflates the 


mass of molten stuff to a globule. By | 
rolling it upon a hard, smooth surface he | 
causes the bulb to assume any form he | 


wishes, an electric light globe, a tumbler, 


a vase, a saucer, a flower-holder. He} 


adorns it with glass of various colors 
which is wound upon his globe much asa 


cord is wound on a bobbin inaspinning | 


machine, He fashions the exterior of his 


ulb in various forms by rolling it along | 
patterns, he whole process isso simply | 
ind quickly done, the glowing mass of | 
slass being handled as if it were plaster or | 

| clay, that one is amazed. | 
The cheaper line of work is going on at | 


the same time near by. This is what is 
known as pressed glass. One man reaches 
into the furnace with a long tube, extracts 


superfluous portion with a pair of scissors, 
a lever is pulled and the piston of the 
mould comes down pressing the glass into 
the shape of a butter dislf or cream 
pitcher. Inatrice the bit of molten stuff 
has been converted into a dish that is al- 
most perfect. <A little finishing, a bit of 
polishing done also by machinery, will 
make it ready for the market; and when it 


and glistening, almost as clear and fine as 
cut glass itself, and yet very cheap. This 
is but one of an almost infinite variety of 
methods by which modern manufacturers 
produce the most beautiful articles at 
prices within the reach of the multitude. 

The bowls, pitchers and glasses which 
are to be decorated by hand are produced 
in the same way, though of finer material 
and more careful workmanship. The 
beauty of cut glass consists not so much 


quisite nature of the work put upon it. 
In this World’s fair glass factory you may 
see glass-cutting in all its phases. A dozen 
or more young men sit before emery 
wheels working by steam power with 
streams of water trickling down upon 
their peripheries, grinding and cutting the 
surfaces of the glass dishes according to 
the patterns which have been chalked 
upon them in the pattern room, To pro- 
duce a perfect cut glass rose bowl of med- 
ium size one young man will work fora 
week or more, andthus you may see why 
it is that cut glassware costs so much 
money. He must grind and grind, cut 
and cut, hour after hourto produce the al- 
most innumerable prisms which reflect 
the rays of light like a diamond and make 
this product of the glass-blower’s art like 
the finest precious stones. 

There are single pieces of cut glass in 
this exhibit which represent a month’s 
hard work by the most skillful of me 
chanics in the grinding and polishing 
alone, and perhaps two weeks more of 
workin superintendence, inspection, fin- 
ishing and assistance. The result of all 
this effort is glorious, and costly. 

Some of the most beautiful souvenirs of 
the exposition are made in glass, All sorts 
of articles have pictures of the principal 
exposition buildings within them in deli- 
cate lines. On some you may have your 
name engraved while you wait. These en- 
graved souvenirs are very popular, and 
large numbers of them are sold every day. 

But the most wonderful thing in the 
show is the glass fabric. One of the 
workmen in this concern discovered some 
time ago that he could spin glass into 


threads of even size and texture just as | 


wool or cotton is spun. He talked tothe 
proprietor about it, and the result was 
that the firm decided to make a specialty 
ofspun glass articles in case they could 
find sale for them. They began in a mod- 
est way, but their wares, on account of 
novelty as well as beauty, have attained 
such popularity that glass spinning is now 
an important feature of the business, It 
would be difficult to imagine anything 
more dazzling and curious than this pro- 
cess, The molten glass isspun outintoa 
long thread by the rotation of a spindle, 
and on being cooled is wound around a 
bobbin precisely as one would wind yarn, 


though of course the diameter of the spool | 
is pretty large. The makers say the glass | 
spins out in very even thickness, and | 


runs surprisingly “true.” From the spin- 
ning it goes to the loom. One girl cuts 
the threads into the proper lengthsand in- 
gpects them for faults. Another operates 
the loom. Each glass thread is laid in by 
hand, anda careful movement of the ma- 
chine peshes it toits place in the fabric. 
Then another thread is put in, and so 
thread by thread the metal textile grows, 
Itis slow work, a nimble fingered girl,

DISTURBANCE CONTINUES.

Michael assumed a threatening attitude 
and the police charged upon the crowds 
driving the rioters down the rue des 
Ecoles as far as the Place Maubert. There 
the mob made a ?etermined stand, shower- 
aag stones and every kind of missile on 
the police. A hand-to-hand encounter 
took place and the struggle continued un- 
til the police were reinforced by a large 
force of Repuil.e mn guards, when the riot- 
ers were dispersed. 

Inu the meantime a body of police and 
republican guards had driven off the tur- 
bulent crowJs that had assembled in the 
vicinity of the Labor Exchange.

on the Rue des Ecoles. The republican 
guards charged upon the rioters, with 
drawn swords, and the police opened fire 
with revolvers upon the men.

Lonpon, July 6.—The Standard’s corre- 
spondent at Paris says that three potice- 
men were thrown into the Seine by the 
mcb during the rieting yesterday. It is 
supposed they have been drowned, as they 
have not since been seen.

Revealed by the Arrests of Dynamiters at 
Honolulu, 

HONOLULU, via San Francisco, July 6.— 
has finally executed 
what his been for some time in view, 
namely, the arrest of ascertained agents in 


¢be royalist dynamite conspiracy. On the 


afternoon of Friday, June 23, simultane- 
ous arrests were made of T. B. Walker, 
Archibald Sinclair and F. G. Crick on the 
charge of conspiracy to seize the executive 
building and overturn the government. 
The offense is not bailable, and the prison- 
ers have been hell in confinement, pend- 
ing examination 

Of the arrested persons Walker is the 
son-in-law of a leading half-white royalist, 
Cummings, a mason by trade and a man 
of active measures. Sinclair is a skilled 
mason, but of irregular @‘gts. Crick is 
achemist out of es.ploymeuc. About 20 
prominent w ites and half castes are more 
or less implicated by the evidence in pos- 
session of the government. Nine of these 
persons have !een cabinet ministers. 
More arrests are liable to be made at any 
time, but none without ample evidence to 
justify such action. 

The use of dynamite was the chief 
scheme of the conspirators. Their plan 
seemed to have been bold and extensive, 
but more on an anarchistic basis than 
one of regular warfare. Nearly all 
persons implicated have more or less shady 
records. No .pure Hawaiians appear to 
have been in the affair. It is believed that 
no evidence implicates Paul Neumann or 
Claus Spreckles, although the conspira 
tors had sanguine hopes of pecuniary aid 
from the latter.

Some of Our Representatives on the Way

WASHINGTON, July 7.—The members of 
the United States commission at Paris in 
connection with the arbitration of the 
Behring sea controversy have begun to 
return home. 

John T. Coughlin, one of the state de- 
partment clerks, has already reached here, 
and Major E. W. Halford, United States 
army disbursing officer,and J. Stanley 
Brown, one of the seal experts, sailed from 
Southampton last Saturday. Robert 
Lansing, associate counsel, is expected to 
sail for the United States on the 15th inst. 
The counsel and other attaches will prob- 
ably remain until the arguments have 
been concluded and then start home. Hou. 
J.W. Foster, Justice Harland and Senator 
Morgan, the arbitrators on behalf of this 
government, will of course stay until the 
finding of the board is reached. By the 
terms of the treaty the arbitrators are 
given three months after the close of the 
arguments to agree upon a verdict.

TERRIBLE CALAMITY 


A Cyclone in lowa Carries Death 
and Westruction In its Path. 


MORE THAN 100 LIVES LOST. 


The State of Minnesota Also a 
Great Sufferer. 


Des MoINes, Ju'y 7.—It was reported 
here last night from Jolley, eight miles 
distant, that a cyclone struck Pomeroy 
early in the evening, swept away half of 
the buildings in the town and injured a 
large number of people. 

Information is very meager, as no com- 
munication can be had with Pomeroy or 
other near towns. It is believed that 
Fonda and Manson also suffered from the 
storm. 

Pomeroy isatown of 100 inhabitants 
on the Illinois Central railroad, in Poca- 
hontas county. A railroad message states 
that a special train, bearing physicians, 
has been sent from Fort Dedge to Pom- 
eroy. The storm came from the north- 
east and devastated a wide territory. 

The operator at Tara, Ia., telegraphs 
that 109 are dead at Pomeroy and 200 
injured. Nota building is left standing 
in the town. 

Sixteen Killed In Cherokee. 

CHEROKEF, Ia., July 7.—A cyclone passed 
through the south part of Cherokee county 
last evening. It is reported that 16 per- 
sons were killed and many others injured. 
Houses, barus aud fences in the path of 
the storm were swept away. Crops were 
ruined, and a large number of farm ani- 
mals killed. 

Fourteen Killed, 
ALTA, Ia., July 7.—Meager reports just 


| received indicate that a terrific tornado 


passed about four miles south of this place 
between Aurelia and Newell. Much dain- 
age was done to property. Fourteen per- 
sons are reported killed and a large num- 
ber injured.

LAKEFIELD, Minn., July 7.—A cyec one 
struck here, doing considerable dama.ze to 
buildings. The dwelling of Mr. Thomp- 
son, five miles west of here, was carried 
into the lake and wrecked, several mem- 
bers of the family being seriously injured. 

The dwelling of Andrew K, Ahara, three 
mules south, was wrecked, and Mrs, Ahara 
and one child were fatally injured. Sev- 
eral lives are reported to have been lost in 
the country near here. 


ENGLAN D’s PARLIAMENT. 


Agricultural Depression to Be Investi- 
gated—The Naval Court Martial. 


LONDON, July 7.—In the house of com- 
mons last evening Mr. Gladstone an- 
nounced the appointment of a royal com- 
mission to inquire into the causes of the 
present agricultural depression and to re- 
port tothe house what means should be 
adopted to improve the condition of af- 
fairs in that industry. 

In response to questions asked; the gov- 
ernment conceded the composition of the 
Victoria court martial, Sir Kay Shuttle- 
worth, secretary to the admiralty, stating 
that no officer concerned in the disaster 
that caused the foundering of the Victoria 
would be allowed to sit on the court 
martial. 

Dr. MacGregor, Liberal member for In- 
verness, asked whether the officer next in 
command «f a squadron, seeing that there 
was imminent danger to life, had any dis- 
cretion to decline to carry out orders that 
must result in disaster. 

The secretary to the admiralty replied 
that the question so obviously referred to 
the position of Rear Admiral Markham 
that he must decline to express an opinion 
on the subject. 


Veragua In Straitened Circumstances, 

CHICAGO, July 7.—The friends and ad- 
visers of the Duke of Veragua in this 
country, having learned that his financial 
affairs in Spain are in such a condition as 
to threaten the loss of his entire estate, 
have decided to raise a considerable fund 
for the benefit of his family. Hon. Thomas 
W. Palmer has consented to act as chair- 
man of a committee to secure subscrip- 
tions nof only in the United States, but in 
all the other American republics and the 
West Indies. 


Bright Prospects For the South. 

BALTIMORE, July 7.—From figures com- 
piled by The Manufacturers’ Record it is 
estimated that not less than $25,000,000 
will be disbursed in interest and dividencs 
by southern railways, banks and other 
corporations during this month. Nearly 
all of this money will go into circulation 
in the south, and its effect will be very 
beneficial to the general business and 
financial situation. The southern banks 
make a good showing. 


Movements of Currency, 

New York, July 7.—The shipments of 
currency to Philadelphia, Boston and in- 
terior points by the New York banks yes- 
terday aggregated 380,000, of which $600,- 
000 was obtained at the sub-treasury in 
exchange for large bills. Some of the city 
banks report 2 growing scarcity of small 
bills, large amounts of which have been 
taken during the past few weeks by sav- 
ing institutions.

THE PLAYGROUND order for a loan of 
$50,000, which has passec two readings in 
the City Council without a word pro and 
con, is likely to encounter some objection 
at the meeting next Monday evening. Two 
points are raised and they are entitled to 
consideration. 

One is the condition of the money market 
which makes it impolitic to negotiate loans 
which might be delayed. The item of 
interest is an important one in the passage 
ofthis order. If negotiated at four per 
cent. it would be $2,000 a year but now it 
might be necessary to pay six per cent., 
$3000, or perhaps more. 

The second point is, that the order is not 
explicit enough, that lots contemplated for 
playgrounds are not specified that it is 
contrary to precedent and is conferring too 
much authority upon a board of officers. 
When a school lot was wanted the City 
Council bad not voted the Schoo] Committee 
so much money and told them to purchase 
a lot where they pleased. Neither did the 
Council authorize the Chief Engineer to 
purchase a lot for the central fire station 
ora hose lot in Ward Two. It has not 
transacted business that way and there is 
no reason fora change. We have confi- 
dence in the honorable board of Park Com- 
missioners as at present constituted, but 
business is business, aud this properly 
belongs to the City Council. 

The LEDGER is not opposed to play- 
grounds but an exigency has arisen which 
requires that the order be delayed at least 
a few months, when it can be amended 
and passed.

ITS REPEAL NOW DEMANDED 


By New York’s Most Influential 
Business Men. 


New York, July 7.—Fully 100 members 
were present when the Chamber of Com- 
merce meeting was called to order yester- 
day afternoon by Alexander E. Orr. Mr. 
Orr said they were all business men, and it 
would be better to at once proceed to the 
matter in hand. 

John Claflin immediately arose in re- 
sponse to the chairman’s question, “What 
is your pleasure?” and said that they did 
not need to be told that the strain the bus- 
iness men were suffering from was a severe 
one.

There had been many causes, he said, 
which had contributed to the present 
trouble. Most of them would right them- 
selves in the natural course of business, 
but there was one chief cause which was 
not included in that category, and that 
was the silver purchasing clause of the 
Sherman law. It had caused distrust 
abroad and weakened us while it strength- 
ened Europe. He did not see how any 
sensible man could oppose the repeal of 
that law and rubbing it off our statute 
books. Any laws that might take its 
place should only be enacted after wise 
and lengthy deliberation. 

Mr. Claflin concluded by offering for 
adoption resolutions, calling for the im- 
mediate repeal of the purchase clause of 
the silver act and for the appointment of 
& commissioner to study the currency 
question and report to it ata regular ses- 
sion, Louis Windmuller offered the fol- 
lowing amendment: “That a committee 
of seven members be appointed by the 
chair to co-operate with other commercial 
bodies representing similar interests as 
this chamber in Washington, with power 
to use all legitimate means at our disposal 
for the prompt repeal of the Sherman 
law.” 


SAMOAN ADVICES, 
Warring Factions Uneasy—Von Pilsach’s 
Resignation Accepted. 

APIA, via San Francisco, July 7.—The 
war dogs on these islands have not yet 
been let loose, though there is constant 
fear that the two factions will begin opea 

warfare. 

King Malietoa has informed the counsels 
of the three powers that he is confident of 
being able to effectually subdue the re- 
bellion without much fighting, and a 
council of war will be held by his party to 
decide upon an immediate course cof 
action. It seems impossihJe that actual 
war can be longer postponed. 

Baron Von Pilsach has departed from 
Samoa, his resignation having been com- 
pleted by the powers and the king. The 
councils found the finances of the country 
in a deplorable condition. Drastic 
measures will be necessary to save Samoa 
from hopeless bankruptcy. The result of 
their labors will be set before the king ina 
letter he will receive from them two or 
three days hence. 

The health of Robert Louis Stevenson, 
the novelist, has greatly improved. 

DIED LIKE HEROES. 
The Victoria’s Crew Looked on Death 
With Unflinching Courage. 

Lonpoy, July 7.—Major Smyth, cqn- 
mander of the marines aboard the warslly 
Victoria at the time of the disaster 
Tripoli, has written to the colonel in com- 
mand of the marines at Gosport concern- 
ing the behavior of his men: 

“The non-commissioned officers and men 
behaved splendidly. Words will not ex- 
press all they did. They fell in by watches 
on the quarterdeck as steadily as on 
parade, without the speaking of a word of 
caution until the end came. It was a sight 
one can never forget—so grand, so sad, 
Their behavior may have been equalled; 
it was never beaten.” 

Vice Admiral Sir Michael Culme Sey- 
more, who was appointed to succeed Vice 
Admiral Tryon in command of the Medi- 
terranean fleet, hoisted his flag yesterday 
on the cruiser Hawk for Malta. He car- 
ries with him full instructions from the 
admiralty concerning the court martial. 


Gloomy Outlook For Australia. 

SAN FRAnNcIsco, July 7.—News brought 
by the steamer Mariposa from Australia 
is of a discouraging tenor. The closed 
banks are trying to resume, and business 
isatastandstill. Strikes are imminent, 
and tens of thousands of people are out of 
work. A number of coal mines have shut 
down. The unemployed swarm along the 
docks, seeking a chance to stow away on 
any vessel bound for the United States, 
and the Oceanic Steamship company’s shed 
at Circular quay had to be turned into a 
place for the destitute to sleep in.

THE'ART PRESERVATIVE 


Interesting Exhibitior for the 
World’s Fair Visitor 


TO BE SEEN IN MACHINERY HALL. 


Printing E'resses Which Print and Fold 
48,000 Four-Page Papers Per Hour—The 
Daily Columbian, the Composite Paper, 
Printed at the Fair Grounds—An Old 


Time Relic —Printing Types. 


Machinery is always attractive to tne pop- 
ular eye, but machinery that is in motion, 
and is performing the function which it 
was intended to perform, is doubly so. 
Therefore one need not be surprisedto find 
in what the exposition managers call the 
palace of Mechanical Arts, but which incom- 
mon parlance is Machinery hall,vastcrowds 
of visitors from early morn till lateat night. 
The people cannot be blamed for flocking 
hither, I risk the assertion that nowhere, 
at any time, did any one ever see a display 
of machinery equal to that to be found in 
this vast building, which is one of the 
most beautiful and impressive structures 
on thegrounds. It is like some modern- 
ized and industrial cathedral of Milan, and 
the work which goes on under its roof is 
the highest type of the religion of utility. 
All the great engines and machines are in- 
teresting, but particularly so those which 
are set to work, those which turn out the 
goods and the wares justas they do in the 
great machine shops of the nations which 
sent them here. 

If we take a run through the big hall 
looking for machinery that is at work we 
shall first of all, very properly, come in 
contact with the art preservative of all 
arts, the printing machines. There is 
something very fascinating about the array 
of web perfecting presses here. In all 
there are a dozen of them, I think, repre- 
senting all leading American makers. 
When we say the American makers are 
represented that is as good as saying that 
the greatest presses of all the world are 
here; for ingenious as our friends across 
the sea are in many manufacturing lines, 
this country has always taken the lead in 
printing machinery, and probably always 
will. All the important improvements in 
this class of machines during the last fifty 
years—and in that time the art of news 
paper printing has been revolutionized— 
had their origin in this country. 

One of the most perfect machines in the 
world is < fast printing press. It is not 
very large, nor yet so very complicated, 


considering what it does, but it performs 
a wonderful lot of work. The head press- 
man sees that the plates are properly at- 
tached to the fast-flying cylinders, that 
the tapes are in order and everything 
ready, and then he moves a lever. Behold 
the result. Almost without noise, with- 
out bustle or confusion, without the touch 
of human hands, 48,000 completed four- 
page papers roll out in an hour, printed, 


folded, perfect. It is not necessary for me 
to describe the processtoyou. Itisenough 
to say the paper is fed froma roll which 
contains a sheet about two miles long, and 
that the ste. eotyped plates are attached to 
cylinders which have a very rapid rotary 
motion. 

These presses are used for the actual 
printing of newspapers, The Daily Colum. 
bian is one of the papers printed here, and 
it is also one of the most curious papers of 
the world. Itisa composite paper, being 
made up of three pages of matter prepared 
by the managers of the exposition, and is 
to that extent an official journal. The re- 
maining five pages are the first pages of 
the five English morning papers of Chicago 
ofthatday. This is done by each of the 
papers sending down tothe exposition a 
cast of the stereotype page, while the three

pages of the Columbian itself are put in 
type in one of the newspaper offices and 
sent herein the same way. So that by 
purchasing a copy of the Daily Columbian- 
visitors get not only the official annc.. :e- 
ments of the day, but the first pages of all 
the great daily morning papers of Chicago. 
An odd looking newspaper it makes, sure 
enough, and almost any day one may read 
the same item of news written up in five 
different ways and with widely differing 
statements of fact. Some papers contra- 
dict one day what they printed the day be- 
fore, but here is a paper which often con- 
tradicts on its sixth page what it says on 
its seventh, and reaffirms the original 
statement on its eighth. The afternoon 
papers of Chicago, fivein number, all print 
editions in Machinery hall, each having its 
own press here and supplying a large corps 
of newsboys who atonce goout selling 
copies to the crowds, 

The whole display iscreditable to Ameri 
can press builders and newspapers, and 
visitors seem never to tire watching the 
magic presses turning out their thousands 
of papers. The press exhibit is by long 
odds the most thoroughever made. Jt 
embraces not only newspaper presses but 
presses for commercial work, and some of 
these are new and constructed on princi- 
ples but recently discovered. One press is 
used allthe time for turning out lithe 
graph pictures of scenes in the exposition, 
and these colored prints, which are really 
quite artistic, find ready sale. A striking 
contrast with one of the fast perfecting 
presses is afforded by the exhibitof the 
first press used in New Hempshire, which 
stands near by. Itisan old wooden con- 


| trivance, and was built by Thomas Draper 
| in Boston in 1742. 


That was 150 years ago, 
and you couldn’t expect much of a press 
built in those days. The old-timer is still 
able to turn out a fair quality of wurk, and 
a pressman stands by its side all day, ink- 
ing the form on its ancient bed with a 
hand-roller and striking off impressions of

As fast as he takes these sheets from the 
press he hands them out tothe curious peo- 
ple who surround the relic of printing in 
the old days, and there arealways about five 
times as many outstretched hands as there 
are circulars to put into them. 

The people are fascinated by the print 
ingart. To many of them it is something 
almost uncanny. At any rate,it is mys 
terious. I should judge from watching 
the crowds that not one person in ten on 
an average has ever seen a press at work, 
and fewer still have ever had printing 
typesin their hands. Here are not only 
presses of a hundred kinds, but type-mak- 
ing machinery that is very curious,  lit- 
tle machine, no larger than a sewing ma- 
chine, rattles away at a steady pace, and 
every rattle throws off a perfect, or nearly 
perfect, type. It melts the metal, casts it, 
and turns it overto thefinishers, Girls sit

with incredible dexterity arrange them in 
long lines, the printing ends upward and 
the nicks outward. These long lines are 
then taken to the expert finisher, who 
dresses them down in lathes andevery type

ome hewspaper office to print the day’s 
ntelligence for your reading and mine. 

Type setting machines are a product of 

he past five or eight years. I remember 

it the Centennial exposition there was but 

ne typesetting machine, and it was on 
the principle of throwing a matrix inte 
play that should cast each letter sepa- 
rately. I believe that machine was not a 
commercial success. Now there are sey- 
eral successful typesetting machines. 
They are operated much asa typewriter is 
operated, by a key-board, In one cach 
stroke of « key makes an impression ina 
matrix, and when a line has been finished 
that line is cast in type-metal and shoved 
out to take its proper place in the column. 
In another machine holes are punched 
in asheet of paper and these holes make 
a pattern like the pattern sheet which you 
see in the looms, and the sheet being run 
through a casting machine the letters are 
individually cast and dropped into their 
proper places. 

By the use of these and other successful 
typesetting machines one man is able to 
do the work which three or four were re- 
quired to do under the old plan of picking 
up letter after letter while standing at the 
case. In other words, to set the type for 
this letter is a big day’s work for one man 
under the old plan; under the new he 
could set three or four such letters, or 
from six to cight colums of matter. Type- 
setting machines are rapidly coming into 
use in this country and Europe, and the 
International Typographical union, the 
highest organization of compositors, en- 
courages their use. 

Next to the printin 
the looms attract mofe attention than any 
other process here. There is to the 
layman something so mysterious, so 
unfathomable about a loom that he 
stands before it as if he were in the pres- 
ence of anecromancer in steel and iron. 
I have watched these machines by the 
hour, without asking any questions, deter- 
mined to study out for myself the princi- 
ple on which they are constructed. I 
know no more about it now than I did be- 
fore, and shall have to acknowledge my- 
self beaten and seek explanation the next 
time I go into Machinery hall. They 
weave figures quite as readily as straight 
goods, and here you may see an Adminis- 
tration building towel woven before your 
eyes, and then buy it for 75 cents and take 
it home asa souvenir of the exposition. 
Better still, you may see a silk loom weave 
a beautiful handkerchief, bearing within 
its woop and warfa picture of the build- 
ing in which you stand, a portrait of Mrs. 
Cleveland, Mr. Harrison or of Columbus, 
and they will take this to. another loom 
and embroider your namein it, and thus 
make you a fitting and worthy souvenir. 
So fine is this art of weaving figures that 
in one of thesilk pieces here they place 
both the words and music of the “Star 
Spangled Banner,” and it is almost as 
perfect as if it were printed from type. 

Here you may see all kinds of cloth 
woven, and carpets and great art squares. 
You may see, also, the whole process of 
cotton spinning, from the raw cotton in 
bales to the cloth or thread. One of the 
most wonderful machines in the whole 
display is the apparatus which winds the 
finished thread upon thespools. Itisa little 
machine, but see what it is capable of do- 
ing. It winds exactly 200 yards of thread 
upon each spool—no more, no less. When 
it has done this it cuts thelittle slit which 
you see in the rim of every spool you buy, 
draws the thread therein, and then cuts 
the thread. Now it is ready for more 
world’s to conquer. Dropping these eight 
spools it feeds itself eight empty spools, 
puts them in place on the spindles, fills 
them with thread—exactly 200 yards again 
—and drops them. Thus it goes on for 
hours without the touch of human hand. 

There are so many other interesting 
processes here that the visitor becomes al- 
most bewildered by the multiplicity of 
charms. He may see pepe boxes made by 
machinery, may see eig t ribbons woven 
at once, may see embroidery machines, 
delicate and beautiful; and may see a tail- 
or’s cutter carve out pattern pieces for 
men’s germents from thirty thicknesses of 
cloth at every stroke. When you come to 
the exposition be sure to see the printing, 
the weaving, the spinning and other pro- 
cesses in Machinery hall.

A SEASHORE LOT FREE. 
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A BRUTAL SHOOTING. 


An East Boston Man Meets His 
Death at Fort Douglass. 


A PRIVATE IN THE ARMY. 


The Matter to Be Placed In Con- 
gressman O’Neil’s Hands. 


Boston, July 7.—Word reached East 
Boston yesterday of the brutal shooting 
of Joseph W. Leonard at Salt Lake City, 
on June 12, by the guard at Fort Douglass, 
a n.ilitary port just outside the city. 
Leonard was very well known on the 
jsland, having been brought up there and 
attending the Emerson school. His father, 
a widower, resides at 64 Gove street, and 
when seen by a reporter last evening told 
the following iateresting story about the 
tragedy. 

He first 


was made aware of his son’s 


| death when a telegram was received from 


the coroner at Salt Lake City, shortly fol- 
lowed by a newspaper containing an ac- 
sount of the shooting. 

It seems that Leonard was about Fort 
Douglass on June 12 with a horse and 
buggy. He was driving at a reckless 
pee and was 

Ordered Of the Grounds 
by the officer in charge. Not complying 
with the command Lieutenant B. B. Buck 
ordered Sergeant Frederick Linzie anda 
squad to capture the man. 

Leonard did not obey the command to 
halt, and the sergeant and Private Shef- 
field took aim and fired. A bullet struck 
Leonard, penetrating his lungs. He was 
taken to the hospital, and after two days 
of suffering expired. Public indignation 
Was aroused over the shooting, as it is 
claimed that Lieutenant Buck, who gave 
the order to capture Leonard, was men- 
tally unbalanced and unfit for his posi- 
tion. 

No statement could be obtained from 
Leonard as to his home or relatives, so his 
comrades gave him a soldier’s funeral and 
interred his body near the fort. After 
death papers were found which gave the 
authorities cause to believe that his people 
lived in Boston, and after several attempts 
& message reached the death man’s father 
at East Boston. Copies of Salt Lake City 
papers were received yesterday containing 
a full account of the 

Sitting of the Coroner's Jury. 
In its verdict it finds that death resulted 
from a gunshot wound inflicted by the 
hands of either Sergeant Frederick Linzie, 
company 7, 16th infantry, or Private Shef- 
field of the same company and regiment. 

Mr. Leonard stated last evening that his 
60n joined the army about 10 years ago at 
Boston and that he was 30 years of age. 
He is disposed to investigate the facts of 
the shooting and will place the case in the 
hands of Congressman O'Neil. 


The Result of His Own Carelessness. 

Boston, July 7.—By a piece of careless- 
ness on his own part, Motorman John 
Keniston was yesterday morning dragged 
beneath the wheels of his car, fearfully 
mangled, and will probably dia He 
worked on a Highland avenuecar. Yes- 
terday morning it was standing near the 
Central club, Somerville, when the motor- 
man got down under the car to fix the 
cable chain. He had neglected to shut off 
the power, and the car suddenly started. 
The unfortunate man was dragged some 
50 or 69 feet before the conductor could get 
the car stopped. 


Earthquake Shocks In Blackstone Valley. 

WORCESTER, Mass., July 7.—A slight 
shock of earthquake was felt during the 
storm of Wednesday night throughout 
the towns in the Blackstone valley, south 
of this city, including Millbury, Whit- 
ingsville and Uxbridge. Earth tremors 
were also experienced in Oxford and 
Webster. 

Well-Known Thief In Custody. 

Boston, July 7.—Herbert E. Knights, a 
much-wanted thief, was caught in an 
Eliot street pawnshop yesterday trying to 
dispose of a large quantity of jewelry. 
When taken to the station there were 
found in his possession seven watches, 16 
rings and two charms. Cambridge, Brook- 
line, Waltham and Manchester (N. H.) 
officers also have warrants for his arrest. 


Tried to Cut Her Throat. 

Boston, July 7.—Mary A. Rourke, 26 
years of age, made a deliberate attempt to 
end her life yesterday afternoon by cutting 
her throat with a large table knife at her 
home, 104 Prince street, North End, and 
succeeded in making a serious wound four 
inches long in her throat. 


A Boy’s Serious Mishap. 

Boston, July 7.—Kight-year-old William 
Murphy, whose home is at 455 Dorchester 
avenue, was playing in an ice shed near 
his home yesterday afternoon, when he 
fell to the ground and his head struck the 
wheel of an ice wagon, causing concus- 
sion of the brain. 


Sudden Death of a Professor of Hebrew. 

LEWISTON, Me., July 7.—Thoma; Hill 
Rich, professor of Hebrew in Cobb’s di- 
Vinity school, died on the horsecar last 
night. He was formerly a professor in 
Bangor Theological seminary and was a 
man of great scholarly attainments. 


His Ipjuries Proved Fatal. 
LAWRENCE, Mass., July 7. — William 
Murich, a native of Germany, aged 58 
years, died at the General hospital yester- 
day as aresult of a burning accident caused 
by the overturning of a lamp on June 14. 
He leaves a widow. 


Boston Postoffice Change. 
Bostoy, July 7.—Postmaster Coveney 
yesterday appointed William B. Coppens 
helerk in the parcel distributing depart- 
ment, vice George C. Davis, who was re- 
moved last week for removing stamps 
from mail matter.

CROP PROSPECTS: 


Rain Much Needed In New Envgland—A 
Generally Backward Season. 

Boston, July 7.—The need of rain in all 
sections of New England, especially in 
eastern Maine and northern Vermont and 
New Hampshire, is noted in the report of 
the New England weather service for the 
past week. In some New Hampshire sec- 
tions a large share of grass will not be 
more than half acrop, and farmers are 
selling off all the stock they can dispose of, 
because hay will be short next winter. In 
one locality grain is quite low and at pres- 
ent does not promise very good; the hay 
harvest is over a week late, and not over 
80 per cent of an average crop can be cut. 
Hay will be 25 to 40 per cent less than last 
year on many western farms in Maine. 
Some crops in Massachusetts are behind. 

Strawberry picking is at its height in 
southern parts of New England and peas 
are being gathered. The fruits are pro- 
gressing finely, with the exception of cher- 
ries, which are falling from the trees in 
large numbers. Berries and currants are 
generally abundant. Corn is still back- 
ward. Potato bugs are about as numer- 
ous as ever; but the rose bugs are beyin- 
ning to depart. Cut worms are doing 
considerable damage in many places, and 
fire and span worms are still working the 
cranberry bogs on the Cape. 


Belgian Nobility at the White Mountains. 

Mr. WASHINGTON, N. H., July 7.—Count 
de Rannesse, Baron de Wooth-de Jannee 
and Baron de Lorego of the Belgian nobil- 
ity visited the summit of Mt. Washington 
yesterday. The weather was cloudy, and 
no views could be obtained. The party is 
on its way to New York and the World’s 
fair. 


May Lose His Eyesight. 

SALEM, Mass., July 7.—Warren M. Saw- 
yer, 18 years old, living in North Salem, 
while using a bottle of powder, in some 
manner exploded the bottle, and his face 
was filled with powder. He was taken to 
the hospital, where it is feared he will lose 
his eyes. His face was fearfully lacerated.

MOBS AND MILITARY 


Still Engaged In Fighting In 
Streets of Paris. 


MANY RIOTERS WOUNDED. 


Belief That Still More Serious 
Trouble Is to Follow. 


Paris, Ju'y 8.—Last evening opened 
with the poice apprehensive of riots 
in many parts of the Latin quarters. 
There traffic was stopped in the principal 
streets, Every open space had been 
occupied by mounted police and all the 
side streets were patrolled, 

The street speakers were compelled to 
move on whenever they tried to calla 
crowd. Most of the agitators, therefore, 
retired to the cafes, where they denounced 
the police and exhorted their hearers to 
clear the streets of military. 

Round the Flace de la Republique the 
signs of trouble were especially numerous. 
All the cafes in the Boulevard du Temple 
and the Boulevard Voltaire were filled at 
8 o'clock with workingmen and rowdies 
who were expected shortly to follow the 
chief agitators into the streets and begin 
the attack on police and military. 

Shortly before 9 o’clock the cafes were 
empty and the mobs were again in the 
streets. In the boulevard Voltaire and 
the Boulevard du Temple the rioters were 
armed with clubs and a few revolvers. 
They marched, checring and singing, to- 
ward the Place dela Republique. At the 
corner of the Rue d’Anzouleme the riot- 
ers in the Boulevard Voltaire were met by 
a body of dragoons and lancers. They 
were ordered back, but pressed ahead, Thi 
military charged, but, although man} 
rioters were knocked down and tramplea 

The Mob Did Not Yield. 

The soldiers were received with stone 
and scattering shots. Several were struck 
by clubs. The charge was repeated, and the 
mob began retreating slowly. There was 
no scattering or sign of panic. The men 
backed off step by step, those in fro:t 
wielding their clubs. After six charges 
the military had fore:d the mob back to 
the Boulevard Richard Lenoir, where the 
fighting was suspended. 

Thirty or 40 rioters are known to have 
been seriously wounded. Many others 
received slight injuries. Two lancers are 
said to have been wounded by revolver 
shots. Throughout the evening the police 
treated most brutally the Paris re porters 
who were sent out to describe the riots, 
Several newspaper men were assaulted 
and beaten by the police. All cf them 
have been subjected to as many indiguities 
as the poiice found opportunity to inflict 
on them. 

The fighting between rioters and mili- 
tary at the Place de Ja Republique and in 
the nearby streets continued until 1 
o’clock this morning. The feeling of the 
workmen against the students who refuse 
to participate in the riots is very bitter. 
M. Carreare, chairman of the students’ 
committee, which sent out the proclama- 
tion against the rioters, was attacked on 
his way home last night by two rowdies 
and three laborers, They stabbed him, 
beat him and 

Left Him For Dead. 
Although severely wounded he probably 
will recover. 

The municipal council held a stormy 
meeting last evening. M. Humbert, pres- 
ident, madea bitter speech against the 
government’s action in cl:sing the labor 
exchange. The cabinet, he said, was try- 
ing tostrengthen itself by pandering to 
the reactionaries. It had not scrupled to 
trample on the ltberties of the people for 
the snke of gaining a slight advantage. 
The law of 1884, compelling trad s unions 
to register, was an arbitrary and unjust 
measure, and the workingm n were right 
when they resisted its execution. 

Much uneasiness has been caused by

Rev. Sumantrae Vishnu Karmarkar of 
Bombuiy was the principal speaker’ in the 
tent. La Press,a French newspaper, de- 
clared that Mr. Karmarkar’s speech was a 
deliberate insult to the French people. 

A number of delegates who werecr wded 
out of the tent last night held an open air 
overflow meeting near by on the Champ 
de Mars. A crowd of toughs that sur- 
rounded the square flung some stones at 
the speakers, and severa] Endeavorers were 
struck about their heads and shoulders 
with the missiles. The special reserve of 
police were called from headquarters and 
the stone-throwers sneaked off. This 
hostile manifestation is attributed to the 
speech of Rev. Mr. Karmarkar, when he 
made an attack on Roman Catholicism. It 
is estimated that there are about 13,000 
Christian Endeavor delegates here.

Must Be Taken into the Stomach 
to Have Effect.

Interesting Repert of a Scien- | 


tific Investigation. | 


WASHINGTON, July $.—Dr. Walter Kemp- 
ster, who for six months past has been 
traveling abroad as the accrod’ted agent 
of the United States govern nent for the 
study of cholera and its preventions, is 
approaching the completion of his import- 
ant report, His mission was mainly to 
study the means of preventing the disease; | 
the investigation of its medical aspect was 
only asecondary point. Speaking gener- 
silly of the results of his investigation, 
Dr. Kempster says: 

“The prevention of cholera is not a the- 
ory,but an absolute scientific certrinty. 
To out what the European powers are 
doing was one of my purposes. Another 
and most important object was to investi- 
gate the commerce by which cholera 
germs might be imported to this country, 
to find out so far as possible whence and 
how they might be brought and what pre- 
cautions 

Would Best Prevent Their Coming. 

“Many seaport towns were visited for 
this purpose. I travelled over a large part 
of Europe, went into Ezypt and Turkey, 
and visited the Ionian islands. The su- 
perior system of the European powers for 
dealing with the matter is apparent. Ap- 
propriations which would be considered 
here very liberal, are made to the schools 
and scientists who are best qualified to 
carry on the work. 

“The home of the cholera, as everybody 
knows, isin India. Every seventh year, 
when the Mahomedans indulge in their 
pilgrimage to Mecca, a wave of cholera is 
started abroad, which reaches over an im- 
portant part of the world. If Great Britain 
would restrain the pilgrims from coming 
across the Suez canal to Mecca there 
would be 

Comparatively Little Danger 
of acholera invasion of Europe. But her 
interests oppose such a solution of the 
problem. Her supremacy in India is as- 
sured only so long as she humors the re- 
ligious customs of the natives.” 

Dr. Kempster holds that it is possible to 
keep the cholera from a city when the sur- 
roundings are tainted, or to keep it from 
any house in an infected city. But the ex- 
pense is great, apd the trouble exceeds the | 
expense. An illustration of this, he told, 
was a house in Hamburg, which was 
barred from the outside world | 

During the Plague. 

All provisions were taken in on a 
hooked pole, the food cooked at once and 
the wrappings burned. All inmates of 
the house escaped safely, although men 
were dropping down and dying in the 
streets outside. By proper precautions, 
every physician in the hospital escaped the 
disease. | 

“Cholera must be eaten,” remarked the | 
doctor, putting it ep'grammatically. “It 
cannot be absorbed or breathed. The 
germs must b: taken into the stomach. 
If people realize this and govern them- 
selves uccordingly, they can escape, in case 
the germs should reach this country.”

JUDGE BLATCHFORD DEAD. 
Brief Sketch of the Life of the Supreme 
Court Justice. 

Newport, R. L, July 8.—Associate Jus- 
tice Samuel! Blatchford passed quietly and 
peacefully from earth at 7:29 last evening. 
He retained consciousness until an hour 
or two before his death. There was no 
sudden change in his condition, simply the 
gradual slipping away which has been 
taking place for the last week. 

Samuel Blatchford was born in New 
York city March 9, 1820. He was the son 
of Richard M. Blatchford, a distinguished 
lawyer. He was graduated from Colum- 
bia college in 1837. In 1839 he became 
private secretary of Governor Seward and 
held the position until admitted to the bar 
in 1842. He began the practise of law in 
New York city, but removed three years 
later to Auburn, where he became the law 
partner of Governor Seward. 


In 1852 Justice Blatchford began the 
publication of the decisions of the United 


tates circuit court. Two years later he 
returned to New York, where he practised 
law. In 1867 President Johnson made him 
United States district judge for the south- 
ern district of New York, in which posi- 
tion he served with distinguished success. 
In 1878 President Hayes appointed him 
circuit judge for the second judicial court, 
and in 1882 he was promoted to be asso- 
ciate justice of the United States supreme 
court by President Arthur. 

Justice Blatchford was regarded as the 
highest authority in the United States 
upon questions arising in admiralty law. 
Many of the most important decisions in 
admiralty cases rendered by the United 
States supreme court in the last 20 years 
were written by him. Although he 
passed the age of retirement in 1899, he 
was so Vigorous that he refused to sur- 
render his life work. 


CARAVELS AT CHICAGO. 


Big Crowd Turns Qut to Greet the 
Spanish Navigators, 
CHICAGO, July 8.—The arrival of the 


Spanish ec: Ils at Jackson park was a 
source of great interest to the visitors and 
was the cause of attracting an unusually 
large attendance at the fair. When the 
vessels appeared in sight the news flashed 
along the beach instantly, and, following 
the exultant cheering, came the din of a 
multitude of steam whistles. 

Captain Concas and his officers on the 
Santa Maria were brought in steam 
launches to the landing in the great basin 
on the north side of the agricultural build- 
ing. Asthey passed under the peristyle 
the South Sea Islanders ‘gave their war 
songs, at the ‘same time driving their 
canoes over the water at full speed. 

The Vancouver island Indians, in their 
salmon fishing dugouts, met the Spaniards 
in their characteristic manner; the Esqui- 
maux ranged alongside the launches in 
every bell and 
steam whistle in the grounds clamored, 
Drawn upina line on the terrace back 
f the boat landing was the escort accom- 
panying the Spaniards tothe plaza be- 
tween the Adininistration building and 
the terminal station. 

Director General Davis received Captain 
Concas and his men and presented them 
to the public amid wiid cheering. Senator 
Jobn Shermau then delivered an address 
of welcome. Captain Concas responded 
briefly, and Secretary of the Navy Herbert 
and others made brief addresses.

the Borden Murders. 

ALBANY, July 8 —On Wednesday night 
Dr. G. H. Lloyd, a dentist of Rome, N. Y., 
found a letter addressed te Lawrence Car- 
penter, Albany. It had been forwarded from 
Albany to Rome, and was postmarked at 
Fall River, Mass., June 22. The letter in- 
closed bore the same date. It was in 
substance as tollows: 

My Dear Hvuspanp 
quitted,and I don’t think they can do any- 
thing with you now. I want you to come 
home tospend the Fourth. The papers give 
a description of the man seen over the fence 
on the morning of the murder. Can you 
prove where you were on the morning of the 
murder?

Condition of the Silver Interests May Leae@ 
to Serious Complications. 


LEADVILLE, Colo., July 8.—J. J. Hager- 
man, owner of the Mollie Gibson mine at 
Aspen, has sent the following telegram to 
Fred D. Tappan, president of the Gallatin 
National bank, New York: 

The refusal of the government to purchase 
silver at times heretofore considered certain 
is vastly aggravating the distress in this state. 
Nearly all of the mines are closed, and thou- 
sands of men are thrown out of emplpyment. 
They cannot be paid because the smelters can- 
not pay for ore, having no market for silver, 
and it would be greatly relieved by purchases 
made as usual. The feeling among all classes 
of people is intense and angry and likely to 
lead to great excess. Ifyou have any infiu- 
ence with Secretary Carlisle I beg you to en- 
deavor to get him to order a prompt resump- 
tion of purchases.

Success In Hatching Sturgeon. 

An important step in fish culture has 
recently been made by the United States 
commission of fisheries. Commissioner 
Marshall McDonald will be able to dem- 
onstrate that the artificial culture of the 
sturgeon is as practicable as that of the 
shad or trout. The sturgeon fishery pro- 
duces a most important export in its 
caviare. Itis one of the most valuable 
of the coast industries, and its present 
condition seems to warrant all the efforts 
of scientific fish culture. In 1888 exper- 
iments in the hatching of sturgeon were 
carried on at Delaware City, Del., by the 
commission, but they were so little suc- 
cessful that until the present no further 
efforts were deemed advisuble. 

The results that have just been at- 
tained at the same locality by an assist- 
ant of the commission, Dr. Bashford, 
dean of Columbia college, New York, 
seem, however, to be most important. 
In his trial experiment he has employed 
a floating hatching case of his own de- 
sign and has succeeded in hatching sev- 
eral thousand young sturgeon. The 
floating cases were filled with fertilized 
eggs and moored in a strong, brackish 
current. The eggs were hatched in 94 
hours.—New York Times.

NEAL DOW'S REPLY 


To the Temperance Address of 
Archbishop Ireland. 


EVILS OF INTEMPERANCE. 


The Greatest Enemy of Re- 
ligion That We Have. 


PORTLAND, Me., July 10.—General Neal 
Dow has made the following reply to 
Archbishop Ireland’s address upon tem- 
perance at the recent world’s temperance 
congress at the World’s fair: j 

“At the very threshold of the labor 
question comes this temperance question. 
It is fearful to think of it, but in this 
nation of the United States over $1,000,000,- 
000 annually (the sum is actually more 
than $1,200,000,000) is spent in the direct 
traflic of intoxicating liquors, beside its 
being the cause indirectly of the waste 
of as much more money. Men are unable 
to work because of injury inflicted upon 
their system by drink: Timeis absorbed 
in drinking, and the country*s resources 
are scattered to the wind. Ii would be 
much better if the money given for drink 
were cast into the sea. Atleast it would 
then leave behind it no harm. 

“But here, in this beginning of the 20th 
century in civilization, we ure taking the 
riches of the country and using them to 
purchase tears, mourning and misery. We 
are using itso that our faxilies will be 
demolished, so that the very social fabric 
is endangered. And not only this, but we 
sit still, we look on—we Christians, who 
have an interest in the country and in 
humanity—and we see the armies of the 
liquor interest forming in serried ranks 
defying their fellow men— 

Defying the Very Nation. 
Is it notashame and a disgrace that ir 
any civilized, Christian community laws 
are made and guarded sacredly on the 
statute books, and yet the liquor interests 
throughout the country are able to lauch 


ANN 
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GENERAL NEAL DOW, 
those laws toscorn and to say to other in- 
terests: ‘Observe those laws as you will. 
We, the liquor dealers, are above law,’ 
and yet, deny it as some may, this is the 
case in many places. 

“It is a danger to the whole nation. 
What are we coming to? We may well 
ask in wonderment. Is it possible that 
this nation, for the lifeand preservation of 
which we have made so many sacritices, 
for which we have freely shed our blood on 
battlefields, is to be ruled and dominated 
by the abettors of intemperance? 

““They besiege our municipal council 
halls and our state and national legisla- 
tures. They make no secrecy about it. 
They have their organization in every city, 
in every village, throughout every town- 
ship in the land. They collect large sums 
of money for the purpose of extending and 
fortifying their interests. They control 
our elections. Is it not time today, in free 
America, in the country of liberty par 
excellence, that a cand date for public 
office and public favor is compelled, if he 
} ed, to worship at the shrine 
und vile wine? Is it not

tles and wine kegs. The display in incom- 
plete. They show thedrink to the eyes 
of Americans and the world at large, but 
why show the springtime without the 
autumn? Why show the seed without the 
fruit? Let them go with meto the Cook 
County hospital and see the victims of the 
liquor traffic, dying in delirium tremens. 
Let them go to the jails; let them go upon 
the scaffolds, and, if they would see more, 
let them gothrough the many slums of the 
city and see vice most hideous, fed and fat- 
tening on liquor. 

“Go through the homes of the landgand 
see the woe and terrible suffering in every 
hovel—aye, in every mansion in the land, 
bemoaning some dear friend or some rela- 
tive, ruined and damned because of in- 
temperance. 

“The Greatest Enemy of Religion 
today is intemperance; not that it is the 
sole evil, but it isat the root of so many 
other sins and evils. There are millions 


in America who, if the fact of national 
degradation from intemperance was 


brought home to them, would arise as 
Americans did arise when the republic 
wasin danger and say: ‘We will bare our 
breasts to the battle; we will die for the 
country if necessary, that this infernal 
domination of drink must cease.’ 


“Letus all, aa the cirectlbu which we 
think best, desi the heaviest blows and 
not mind so much the directions that 
others may be following. There is the 
enemy before us menacing cur homes, our 
souls, society and religions, and I say to 
the friends of temperance, goat the enemy, 
one with a gun, another with a Krupp 
cannon, if you like, but hit him. I want 
to call attention to the tone and entire 
drift of the speech of Archbishop Ireland 
upon the tremendous evils and the horrors 
of the liquor traflic, a hundredth part of 
which he did not even allude to, and to 
the manner in which the same matter was 
treated by our legislature of 1593. 

“With the exception of Mr. Shaw of 
Aroostook, there was nota voice reported 
as protesting in any way aguinst the 
proposition of the judiciary committee to 
open the state to the free admission of 
liquors of all kinds for the supply of our 
grogshops, whose only business is to im- 
poverish, pauperize, degrade and brutify 
our people and make miserable and 
wretched thousands of our homes that 
otherwise would be peaceful, prosperous, 
thrifty and happy. The whole drift of the 
grogshops is to change good citizens, 
sober, industrious men, into beggars, 
tramps, thievesand burglars. But for Mr. 
Shaw of the senate the house bill would 
have passed, making the transportation of 
liquors practically free. So far as I have 
seen in any report of the proceedings in 
house and senate, there was, except from 
Mr. Shaw and Mr. Woodbury of Deering, 
no word of sympathy with the temperance 
movement or of disapproval of the grog- 
shop system, whatever its character.”

THE DISPENSARY LAW 


Of South Carolina Declared Unconstitu- 
tional by Judge Hudson, 


CorvumMBIA, S. C., July 10.—The decision 
of Judge Hudson in the Darlington in- 
junction case, declaring the dispensary 
law unconstitutional, renders the saloon- 
keepers jubilant, and row they think that 
they see daylight ahead. 

The main points upon which the judge 
decided the law unconstitutional are that 
the state takes a business from the indi- 
vidual and creates a monopoly in it for it- 
self; that prohibitory laws are constitu- 
tional, but that the Evans law is not such 
a law, but, on the ccntrary, is a law for 
revenue or profit. 

The two privcipal questions that are 
agitating the people now with reference to 
the decision are whether this decision is 
binding outside of Darlington county, and 
whether the liquor dealers may resume 
busines. In answering these questions one 
of the most distinguished lawyers in this 
state, who has been attorney general of 
South Carolina, said the decision was bind- 
ing only in the case heard untilit was 
passed upon by the supreme court.

FOUL PLAY EVIDENT 


The Body of James McCarthy 
~ Found Floating in a Pond 


WITH SIGNS OF VIOLENCE. 


The Victim an Estimable and 
Much Respected Citizen. 


NortTH ATTLEBORO, Mass., July 10.—A 
man’s body was found floating in a pond, 
and a blood-stained club among the bushes 
on the banks is the basis of another mur- 
der mystery. 

All signs point tothe fact thata das- 
tardly murder was committed some time 
Saturday by some one unknown and the 


body cast into the water. 

Excitement runs high, and this quiet lo- 
cality is stirred to its depth over the awful 
discovery. 

The body was found yesterday in Whit- 
ing’s pond and identified as James Me- 
Carthy. 

Mr. McCarthy was a much-respected 
citizen of the town who had retired from 
active business and was living at 6 Circular 
street. He was 65 years old and a widower, 
with one son and two daughters. The son 
is in the jewelry business. 

Mr. McCarthy started for Pawtucket, R. 
I, Saturday morning to visit some friends. 
He did not return when expected, and 
his son became anxious. It was then 
found that he bad not been in Pawtucket, 
upon inquiry, and the police there were 
notified. 

The Missing Man 
was discovered floating face downwards 
on the waters of the pond. He was 
dressed in a cardigan jacket and dark 
trousers. His hat was found on a bush at 
the edge of the bank. 

It was at first thought that he had com- 
mitted suicide, although his family rela- 
tions were pleasant, and he was of 
perfectly sound mind. This idea has now 
been given upin the light of recent dis- 
coveries. 

A club,a heavy stick of woo', was 
found but a short distance away, and was 
covered with blood. A collar was also 
found near by, twisted as thoughit had 
been wrenched from tbe man’s neck ina 
struggle. The stud wasinit. There was 
no collar on the shirt of the deceased. 

When the body was taken ashore the 
face was seen to be discolored and cov- 
ered with blood. One ear was gone, and 
alarge bruise was discovered on the side 
of the face. 

The ear appeared as though it might 
have been eaten off by turtles, but the 
swelling pointed suspiciously towards the 
use ofaheavy weapon in astrong man’s 
hands. 

The Murder Theory 
was then adopted, and the police have 
been working with some success on a clue. 

Whiting’s Pondis iu the North End, 
back of Whiting’s factory, and not very 
deep. The body was floating when found, 
and medical experts declare that it must 
have entered the water Saturday aftern2on 
about 5 or6 o’clock. It takes about 12 
hours for a body to rise to the surface. 

The explanation now is that Mr. Mce- 
Carthy was waylaid, knocked on the head 
after a short struggle and thrown into the 
pond. The motive forthe deed is as yet 
unknown. 

The victim was a most amiable man and 
had no enemies. Robberyis the only so- 
lution given, but, as he carried no watch 
or money at the time, the assassin got 
nothing. 

The whole town, as well as the friends 
and neighbors of the murdered man, is 

Greatly Excited Over the Affair. 
Although he held no office, Mr. McCarthy 
was considered a leading man in that sec- 
tion and belonged to several societies. His 
daughters are nearly prostrated with the 
shock. 

It was rumored that an arrest had been 
mde yesterday, but the police would give 
out no information. 

At the autopsy the medical examiner 
found the man’s death was caused by biows 
on the head by some person or persons un- 
known. 

At the inquest the head and shoulders 
were found to be cut and bruised. A little 
above and back of the right ear was a hole 
twoinches in diameter. The skull was 
crushed in at this point, and the inquest 
showed that the right ear had been re- 
moved by a blow. The nose was split, 
and several deep gushes appeared in the 
shoulder. 


GRAND JURY INDICTMENTS. 
True Bills Found Against Amos Morse 
and Mary McGuinness, 

Boston, July 10.—The grand jury of the 
superior court reported Saturday, Judge 

Richardson on the bench, 

An indictment was found against Amos 
L. Morse forthe murder of Dr. William 
T. S. Wardwell on June 24 last, in Roslin- 
dale, It is asserted that Morse shot the 
doctor three times and then attempted to 
escape. He was captured immediately 
after the murder, and it was intimated 
that insanity would be pleaded, 

Mary McGuinness, the young woman 
who is charged with throwing vitriol into 
the face of William Lally, a fireman, at the 
West End some months ago, is also held 
by the grand jury and will go to trial on 
the charge of “having assaulted with in- 
tent to maim and di-figure.” 

In the case of William E. Mitchell, held 
for an assault with intent to kill upon his 
wife some mouths ago, the grand jury re- 
ported no bill by reason of insanity. 
Mitchell was taken to Taunton.

'and July than in all the rest of the

It isa matter of common knowledge 
|that all or very nearly all the great

HOT WORDS PASSED | 


In the British House of Commons | 
Between Members 


WERE WITHDRAWN LATER. 


Irish Members Cheered for Re- | 
senting an Insult. 


Lonpox, ‘July 12.—The house of com- | 
mons, sitting iu committee, continued last 
evening the discussion of clause 9 of the 
home rule bill. 

The clause concerns the question of 
Trish representation at Westminster. 

Henry Seton-Karn, Conservative, moved 
that the Irish members of the imperial 
parliament be chosen by the constituen: 
cies which would elect the Irish legisla 
tive council. Under this amendment the 
Trish in the house of commons would num- 
ber 48, instead of 80, as proposed by the 
bill. 

John Morley, chief secretary for Ireland, 
replied that this proposal was based on no 
principle of government, and was the re- 
sult merely of a desire to curtail Irish rep- 
resentation in the house, and could not be 
accepted by the government. 

Sir Richard Temple, Conservative, 
said that even 48 Irish members would 
be too many. 

William Brodrick, Conservative, agreed 
with Sir Richard. ‘The Irish, he said, were 
both impecunious and garrulous and 
therein lay two reasons for reducing their 
representation in the house to a minimum. 

Thomas Sexton, anti-Parnellite, inter- 
rupted Mr. Brodrick to say that such lan-

guage was 
Grossly Impertinent 
and oug ht not to be tolerated in the house. 

The Unionists shouted “Withdraw,” 
and the Irish cheered. 

Lord Randolph Churchill suugested that 
Mr. Sexton withdraw his words, as Mr. 
Brodrick’s 
personally. 

The chairman told Mr. Sexton that he 
was out of order and must withdraw his 
expressions concerning Mr. Brodrick’s 
speech. Mr. Sexton expressed his willing- 
ness to obey the chairman in case Mr. 
Brodrick would first express regret for 
his language. 

Timothy Healy, anti-Parnellite, said he 
regarded Mr. Sexton’s attitude as quite 
justifiable. To call the Irish race impe- 
cunious and ygarrulous was to insult every 
Irish member who stood by his country- 
men. 

The Irish cheered, the Unionists shouted 
their protests, and for two or three min- 
utes the house was in an uproar. Chair- 
man Mellor appealed to the members to 
support him and close the incident. 

Mr. Gladstone spoke in favor of the 
chairman’s decision, but added that the 
person striking the first blow ought to 
make the first overtures for a reconcilia- 
tion. 

Mr. Balfour said that, acting under his 
advice, Mr. Broderick refused to apolo- 
gize. The chairman appealedto Mr. Sex- 
ton, who had been conferring with several 
colleagues on the Irish benches. Mr. Sex- 
ton did not respond, as was expected, to 
the appeal. “I am willing to do anything 
consistent with my duty to please the 
prime minister,” he said, “but considering 
the gravity of the insult offered to my 
countrymen, I have decided not to make 
any apology. I submit myself to the 
judgment of the committee.” 

Loud Irish Cheers 
greeted this statement. The chairman 
hesitated and finally ordered Mr. Sexton 
to withdraw. Mr. Sexton shouted back, 
hotly: “Sucha course is unprecedented. 
Why amI not named and my conduct 
submitted to the house.” 

Irish cheers, Unionists’ shouts and cries 
of “Divide” followed this challenge. The 
chairman pulled himself together and 
with more show of spirit than he has 
made before, repeated his order that Mr. 
Sexton withdraw. Mr. Sexton again re- 
fused to do so. The Irish cried “Don’t 
withdraw.”’ Several of them were on 
their feet to speak. The Unionists shouted 
that Mr. Sexton should be compelled to 
obey. In the turmoil the chairman gave 
his third order that Mr. Sexton withdraw. 
Mr. Sexton stuck doggedly to his seat. 
The chairman then explained the stand- 
ing order concerning the suspension of 
members disregarding the authority of the 
chair. His last words were almost taken 
from his mouth by Timothy Healy, who 
exclaimed: “‘This isa shame. It has never 
been done before. It is due to Milman.” 

This reference to Archibald Milman, 
clerk assistant in the house, and the im- 
mediate inference that he had been coach- 
ing Mr. Mellor as to his duties, caused a 
general disturbance. The- Unionists 
shouted derisively: ‘“‘Who is chairman?” 
The Irish replied in chorus, 

“Milman Is Boss.’’ 
Several Liberals called out, ‘Let the chair- 
man alone.” Mr. Mellor sat helpless 
through the tumult. As the disorder 
abated he was again baited by Mr. Sexton, 
who shouted: “Am I to be the victim ofa 
malicious intrusion of the clerk?” 

The inquiry was answered only by re- 
newal of the uproar, above which could be | 
distinguished cries of ‘*‘Put him out.” 

Mr. Gladstone appealed to Mr. Sexton 
to obey the chairman. Mr. Sexton replied 
with evident reluctance that he would 
leave his defense with the prime minister. 
Cheers and counter cheers were given 
when he made this statement. As he re- 
tired the Irish jumped to the benches, 
waved their hats and cheered furiously. 
Afterwards Mr. Broderick withdrew his 
statement that the Irish were garrulous 
nnd impecunious, and order was restored. 
Mr. Seton-Katr’s amendment was then 
rejected by a vote of 251 to 219. 

Subsequently ona motion to adjourn 
Timothy Healy appealed to Speaker Peel 
jgainst Chairman Mellor’s treatment of 
Mr. Sexton. The speaker, however, sup- 
ported Mr. Mellor’s decision.

BOSTON SPEAKS UP. 


Merchants Want the Obnoxious 
Silver Bill Repealed. 


PRESENT LAWS SUICIDAL. 


Strongly Condemned by Unanl- 
mous Resolutions. 


Boston, July 13.—A special meeting of 
the chamber of commerce was held yester- 
day afternoon to consider the silver ques- 
tion as bearing upon business affairs. The 
attendance was large and President Kem- 
ble presided. In calling the meeting to 
order he explained the object of the meet- 
Ing. Alden Speare offered the following 
resolutions: 

Whereas, Since the passage on July 14, 1890, 
ef the so-called Skerman act, this country 
has fairly tried the policy of purchasing sidver 


bullion, and asu result finds its treasury de- 
pleted by the withdrawal of gold, and filled 
with silver which it can neither circulate nor 
sell, and which is rapidly depreciating in 


value, the confidence of the nationand of all 
who deal with itis greatly shaken, and busi- 
ness everywhere checked. 

And whereas, while this policy continues,no 
man feels safe in making contractsinvesting 
capital, undertaking new enterprises, and un- 
less confidence can be restored the gravest dis- 
asters, depriving capitalists of their property 
and laborers of their livelihood, are likely to 
ensue, 

And whereaa, it is the merest folly for this 
country with its enormous natural resources, 
its unexampled credit, it; annual income of 
thousands of millions, its magnificent crops 
which other nations must buy to live, tts 
great and thoroughly organized iudustries, 
and everything that can make it rich and 


prosperous, to allow its whole business life to ' 


be paralyzed by suicidal laws. 

Therefore, Resolved, That the Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce, in public meeting assem- 
bled, hereby calls earnestly upon congress, 
which is soon to convene, for the immediate 
and unconditional repeal of the silver pur- 
chasing clauses of said act. 

The resolutions were seconded, and Mr. 
Speare, in advocating their adoption, said 
that it was remarkable that in a country 
80 prosperous as this was a year ago there 
should now be so much 

Distrust and Depression 

in business circles. He proceeded to give 
a history of silver legislation since the 
formation of the government to the pres- 
ent time. He mentioned the flood tide of 
prosperity of only a shorttime ago. It 
was strange that we should now find our- 
selves in such a financial condition. It 
was owing to no really bad conditions, 
but toa fear of what might come on ac- 
count of the silver crisis. Mr. Speare re- 
viewed the silver legislation in this and 
other countries. He spoke of the effect 
on gold and gold certificates. “If this 
course is pursued we shall soon have no 
gold and silver, which no one wants.” 

W. W. Kimball, president of the 
Fourth National bank, followed, and said 
that thisis not a political question, but 
one thatis measured only by the life, 
health and happiness of 65,000,000 souls. 
He hoped that the great cities of the coun- 
try will do what Boston is about to do— 
appeal to their memgers{of congress to re- 
peal this obnoxious silver law 

Without Compromise. 
He hoped that the business men of Boston 
would hold a mass meeting to insist upon 
the repeal of this legislation. We must 
demaud that every dollar in silver is 
worth $1 in gold wherever the sun shines. 
He said: 

‘I have two propositions to offer. First, 
that our statute books need revising, and 
let us take the steps to have them revised. 
Second, we have in President Cleveland 
an able and consistent and powerful and 
honest hard-money man. In all his po- 
litical career he has based his action on 
the sound-money principle, and within a 
few days he has reiterated, in terms that 
have no uncertain sound, that he still .be- 
lieves in an honest dollar and an honest 
currency; and I ask you to stand by him, 
and by speech and pen assist him in the 
undertaking which he has begun of wiping 
this obnoxious and disastrous law from 
the statute books.” 

Collector Beard followed, reading from 
a speech he made 12 years ago, in which he 
condemned the coinage of silver coins pur- 
porting tobe dollars, but which had no 
such value. He spoke earnestly in favor 
of the repeal of the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman act and expressed the confi- 
dence he had in President Cleveland’s 
honesty, sagacity, integrity and ability. 
He insisted that the people of the conntry, 
irrespective of party, should 

Hold Up the President’s Hands 
and help him in getting legislation which 
will correct the great mistake made when 
the Sherman act was passed. 

President Whitney of the West End road 
said that he believed the battle has been 
already fought and the victory won, be- 
cause we stand in the presence of a national 
public sentiment demanding the repeal of 
the Sherman act from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. And this sentiment will secure 
the wiping out of the law. 

The resolutions were then passed by 4 
unanimous vote. 

Mr. Cressy moved that ‘‘a commit tee of 
three, the president to be one, shall be ap- 
pointed. by the chair to co-operate with 
other commercial bodies representing sim- 
ilar interests in the chamber in Washing- 
ton, with power to use all legitimate 
means for the prompt repeal of the pur- 
thasing clause of the Sherman act.” 

The meeting then adjourned. 


IT RAINED TOADS. 


A Remarkable Sight Witnessed In the 
Vicinity of Olamon, Me. 


BANGoR, Me., July 13.—There have been 
showers and showers, but never has the 
downfall from the heavens been of such a 
startling nature as was reported yesterday. 
The country in the vicinity of Olamon, 


andexvenaing May wiuics CAST, Was Visited 
by a heavy shower, not of refreshing water, 
but of millions of live and kicking toads. 
These creatures were hardly more than a 
an inch in length, but what they 
lacked in size they made up in quantity. 
Two of Penobscot county’s commission- 
ers came upon the curious sight while on 
a trip from Olamon to Grand Falls. When 
in township No. 2 they found in the roads 
an immense number of small moving 
objects, which proved on investigation to 
be live toads. They were jumping about 
in all directions, and for half a mile the 
road was lined with them. They were all 
about half aninch in length. People liv- 
ing in that vicinity stated that they had 
never known of toads in the neighborhood 
before, unless a stray one had been seen. 
Just before the remarkable swarm was 
seen there had been experienced a terrific 
hailstorm which fell so thickly that hail 
could be gathered upin a basket. It is 
thought by those whuouic aware of the 
circumstances that a wuaterspout must 
have burst over the breeding place of the 
toads and swept millions of them and 
scattered them through the airin this 
storm. The storm followed the Passa- 
dumkeag river and the highway through 
the township where the commissioners 
traveled.

PHILADELPHIA SCARED 


By the Arrival of a Vessel With Yellow 
Fever Cases on Board. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 13.—The schooner 
Mystery, from Pernambuco, is lying at the 
Delaware breakwater with several cases of 
virulent yellow fever on board. This 
coming directly after the arrival of the 
brigantine Oderilla, whose crew with the 
solitary exception of the captain died of 
that disease, has created consternation in 
the board of health. 

The Ordorilla’s captain believes the en- 
tire port of Santos will be completely de- 
populated. While the Odorilla lay at 
Santos the death rate daily averaged 810. 
Hundreds of corpses were afloatin the 
river in all stages of decay. The goyern- 
ment has exhausted every means looking 
toward a suppression of the spread of the 
disease. Three gigantic hospitals have 
been erected for the care of those stricken 
with the fever, and they are crowded to 
their utmost capacity.

THE REPORT of the Committee on Fire 
Department of the City Council is just what 
was expected from the minority. That it 
is the majority reportis a surprise. The 
charge of inefficiency will not hold water; 
it is not shown by the evidence as present- 
ed, and insurance men and property 
holders will not sustain it. The Fire De- 
partment was far from being excellent. 
when Mr. Walter H. Ripley was appointed 
Chief Engineer. The improvement since 
has been very marked. The service is now 
prompt and efficient, and the fire losses are 
small, particularly when considering the 
territory covered and the apparatus sup- 
plied. That harmony prevails in the force 
is generally evident, and it finds expres- 
sion in the last report of the Chief Engi- 
neer when he says, ‘‘ there are no better 
workers and none more willing, in my 
opinion, in avy fire department, than in 
that of the city of Quincy.”’ 

The failure of Hose 2 to respond to the 
firein such close proximity to its house, 
was a serious “slip up,’ and yet one for 
which the Chief Engineer was not wholly 
responsibly. The facts are about as pre 
sented in the report. But there were, three 
streams on the fire and one of these was 
manned by Hose 2 men. The Chief very 
naturally thought the Steamer boys had 
laid two as usual, and Hose 2 one. The 
Chief did not understand the foreman on 
his arrival to report the fact that his 
apparatus was not at the fire, and on the 
second visit used more expressive language 
than ‘‘he supposed they had’’ got their 
apparatus out, when he became aware of 
the situation. That the Chief and others 
were negligent on this occasion is true 
without doubt. He was prompt to investi- 
gate the circumstances. He believed the 
experience had been a lesson to all con- 
cerned and that it would not be repeated. 
In obedience to public sentiment he re- 
duced the foreman. 

Had the report stopped here and a 
prompt report been made to the Council, 
the public would have felt that the com- 
mittee was sincere in its efforts to improve. 
the service. But no, the investigation has 
been dragged along for months and doubt- 
less an effort will be made to delay action 
on the report until as near election as 
possible. The investigation was not con- 
ducted in a way to invite confidence. 
Hearings were kept as quiet as possible; 
witnesses were sometimes summoned on 
the day thereof; seldom wereall the com- 
mittee preser*, and the presence of inter- 
ested parties and the press was not wanted, 
And what of the report? 

The houses in Wards Two and Four are 
found “sadly out of repair,’’ but the Chief 
is not responsible because a building is get- 
ting old, and if he were, the finding is not 
news to him. He said in his last report 
they were “‘entirely unfit for fire station 
purposes’’ with a hope that the new Coun- 
cil would replace them. On his recommen- 
dation the Mayor, both last year and this 
year, recommended new houses, and the 
matter was referred to the Committee on 
Fire Department. 

The apparatus in Wards Two, Four and 
Five is said to be too heavy. Possibly, but 
it was in the possession of the department 
when Chief Ripley was appointed, and no 
attention has been paid to his request for a 
new wagon for Ward Two in his last re- 
port. In a recent communication to this 
paper a fireman used the argument that the 
wagon at the central station was too light 
for two horses and would be just right for 
one horse in Ward Six, while a heavier new 
one should be placed in the central station. 

It is not an easy matter to secure outside 
the department just such horses as are 
best to pull a hose wagon. It isa trying 
place for an animal and they are used hard. 
We believe the Chief has done as well as 
possible in all cases, 

The committee give the whole credit to 
the Council for providing for horse in Hose 
2 house, when Chief Ripley asked and was 
refused an appropriation for the purpose 
last year. 

The report says the Chief Engineer made 
no attempt for a month after the Wollaston 
fire to have the Chemical repaired, when 
the facts of the case are that he immedi-! 
ately set about to ascertain the probable 
cost, and then asked for an appropriation. 
He was aware the first of the year that it 
was out of repair and suggested in his re- 
port a “thorough going over.’ The ad- 
visability of replacing it with a hose wagon 
is an open question, As for its being 
“little better than old junk” the city has 
been offered $400 for it as it now is. 

The committee say that at least one or 
two more long ladders were needed, but it 
might have known that the chief had| 
ordered one as he said in his report he 
should, and was only waiting to get into| 
the new central fire station, as there was | 
not sufficient room in the old one. 

Chief Ripley has certainly done all he| 
could to have the fire alarm cireuit divided 
by annual recommendations. To his| 
credit he has made the circuit of over 31 
miles work where others had failed.

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THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


A Continuation of the Committee's Report 
from Yesterday's Edition. 

It appears that Chap. 310, Sect. 1, Acts 
of 1888, requires every city or town having 
a fire department, established and organized 
according to law, to provide and keep, as a 
part of the equipment of such department, 
one or more of each of the following pieces 
of apparatus: 

First, a gun Or other suitable device 
capable of shooting or throwing an arrow 
or other missile, with a cord attached 
thereto, over the top of or into any window 
of any building within such city or town, 
together with all needful appliances for 
properly working the same; 

Second, a ‘‘chute,” so called, made of 
canvas or other suitable material, rendered 
uninflammable, of sufficient length to reach, 
at a proper angle of inclination, from the 
ground to any window in apy such building, 
said chute being provided with proper 
means of fasteningthe upper end thereof 


and having a flexible ladder attached 
thereto; and, 


Third, a ‘life net’’ or ‘jumping-net,” 
so called, suitable for breaking the fall of a 
person jumping from the top story of any 
such building. 

Section 2 provides that the proper au- 
thorities of the fire department shall see 
that the above-named pieces of apparatus 
are kept in good condition, and that a suf- 
ficient number of firemen are periodically 
practiced and trained in the proper hand- 
ling and use of the same. 

Sec. 3 provides that any city or town 
violating the provisions of this act shall be 
subject to a fine of not less than $50 nor 
more than $500. 

It appears that at the time your com- 
mittee started its investigation, the city 
was not provided witha single one of the 
pieces of apparatus above mentioned. One 
life net has since been secured by the 
Chief Engineer. It appears that the 
attention of the Chief Engineer was called 
to a part of thisact in 1888, and that he 
has, for nearly five years, neglected to 
take any steps to provide the city with such 
apparatus, and that the city has been 
liable to the fine above mentioned, on 
account of the apparently inexcusable 
neglect of the Chief Engineer. 

Your committee further investigated the 
conduct of the 

Members and Officers. 

of the different companies, and also the 
enforcement of the rules and ordinances 
guverning the fire department, which were 
made and authorized by the City Council, 
in order to arrive at a more intelligen! 
conclusion as to the management of th: 
apparatus, and the protection of property 
in the city. 

There seems to be a general lack of 
knowledge among the assistant engineers 
of the different wards as to their respective 
duties and powers, and the Chief Engineer | 
seems to have failed to have made clear to | 
these officers the scope and line of their 
duties. 

See. 3 of the Ordinances provides that 
the rank of officers in case of fire shall be | 
as follows: Chief Engineer, assistant 
engineer of the wardin which fire origi- 
nates, the first engineer to arrive, etc. 

It appears that this section has been re- 
peatedly violated by the Chief Engineer} 
not only last year, when his attention was 
called to this section, but also this year. It 
appears that it is the common practice of 
the Chief Engineer when he leaves the 
city to notify the assistant engineer of 
Ward One to take charge of affairs until | 
his return, and that the assistant engineer | 
of Ward One has assumed to take control 
of men and apparatus at a fire by virtue of 
the attempted delegation of authority to 
him by the Chief Engineer, in direct con- 
flict with the ordinances of the city. There 
appears to be an understanding among the 
members pf the fire department that when 
the Chief Engineer is absent, the assistant 
engineer of Ward One takes his place until 
his return, 

Such violations of the ordinances as 
these, on the part of the Chief Engineer, 
tend to create discord among the different 
assistant engineers, a lack of harmony 
among the men and a less efficient fire de- 
partment, It is the Chief Engineer’s duty 
to see that this section of the ordinance is 
enforced as well as others, and he has set a 
poor example for others by being the first 
to commit a breach of the ordinance there- 
of. 

There is testimony also that Section 8 of 
the Ordinances has been frequently broken 
in that the Chief Engineer has not on the 
last day of each week prepared a pay roll 
of all permanent members, and presented 
itto the Mayor for his approval or dis- 
approval. 

There is testimony also that Sectioa 14 of 
the Ordinances has been broken, in that 
an engine of the city has been taken out of 
the city without the permission of the 
Chief Engineer. The foremen of the differ- 
ent companies appear, as a rule, to be com- 
petent men for their positions, and the | 
same may be said of the men. The assis- 
tant engineers apparently fail to understand | 
the duties which they are to perform, and | 
this condition is caused in your committee’s 
opinion, by tbe action cf the Chief Engi- | 
neer in ignoring Secion 3 of the Ordinances, 
which section is the foundation of the as- 
sistant engineer’s authority. 

The enginemen of the fire department are 
apparently competent men, but at the time 
of your committee's investigation had for- 
gotten the signal whistles used in the fire 
department. 

The driver of the steamer is apparently 
competent, but the testimony shows that | 
he assumes too much authority at the| 
Steamer house, and has taken upon him- 
self part of the duties of the enginemen. 
There is also testimony that the driver is 
allowed by the Chief Engineer more leisure | 
time than other permanent men. 

The rules require that a copy of the 
Ordinances, rules and regulations of the fire 


department shall be prominently posted in 
the several houses of the department. 


This rule, upto the time your committee} Liver Pills, 25 cents. 


Started its investigation, had never been 
complied witb. 

In conclusion, your committee desire to 
Biy that Sec. 2 of the ordinances governing 
the fire department provides that the chief 
engineer shall be responsible for the dis- 
cipline, good order, and proper conduct of 
officers and men of the department, and 
for the good condition of houses, engines 
and all apparatus used in the fire depart- 
ment. He has sole power to remove or 
suspend members, and full control over 
houses, engines, apparatus, and all property 
appertaining to the fire department. Where 
such full and complete control and un- 
limited authority is given to any one man, 
it is essential that he should be a man 
efficient in every respect to guard the 
property of the city and its citizens, from 
destruction by fire. Heshould be a man 
capable of enforcing good discipline among 
the men under his control and should set 
the example to his men by conforming to 
the ordinances, rules and regulations pre- 
scribed for the fire department. 

Your committee made a lengthy examina- 
tion of the qualifications and experience of 
the present Chief Engineer, and found that 
his former experience consisted of two 
years’ service, when a boy, upon one of the 
hand engines formerly used in the town of 
Quincy, and that that term of service ex- 
pired in 1868. It appears that his next 
connection with the fire department in any 
capacity was when he was appointed Chief 
Engineer of the fire department of Quincy. 

It appears to your committee, after a 
careful examination of the qualifications 
and capacity of the present Chief Engineer, 
that the discipline and efficiency of the fire 
department of Quincy might be materially 
benefited by the appointment of some man 
as chief engineer who has had a greater 
experience in fighting fires, in the control 
and authority over men, and in the enforce- 
ment of good discipline, than the present 
incumbent.

Norsemen Escorted Inte the White City 
by an Admiring Crowd. 

Cuicaco, July 13.—A gallant fleet, with 
gay banners flying, steamed out of Chi- 
cago harbor to meet and welcome the 
Viking ship and crew and escort it and 
them to the harbor at the World’s fair. 

The fleet sailed north to a point a few 
miles off Evanston. Here they sighted 
the Viking ship. The Andrew Johnson 
fired a salute of 21 guns, and the fleet hove 
to and, forming in line on each side of the 
honored little vessel, started for Jackson 
park. When the fleet arrived off Van 
Buren-street pier, Mayor Harrison and the 
council committee boarded the Viking 
ship, and Mayor Harrison gave Captain 
Andersen and his crew the freedom and 
hospitality of the city.

SIDE OF SILYERITES.

RECOVERED BY BROTHERS. BLAND AGAIN HEARD FROM 


Sherman Law Repeal Would 
Precipitate a Panic. 


Awful Sight Greets Them After 
Their Day’s Labor. 


Wortp’s Fair Grounps, July 13.—Yes- DENVER, July 13.—The silver convention 


terday’s work in the ruins wrought by 
Monday’s terrible affair resulted in the 
finding of one more body, the mass of 
flesh being brought to light, not by the 
men in the employ of the World’s Colum- 
bian exposition management, but through 
the efforts of the two brothers of the vic- 
tim. The body found was that of B. A. 
Drummond, superintendent of the Harter 
Electric company, and the circumstances 
attending its recovery are peculiarly hor- 
rifying. 

David and Robert Drummond were upon 
the scene at 7 o’clock in the morning 
expecting, in the prosecution of the search 
for the body, that it would be found near 
the stairs, but only 12 men appeared to be- 
gin work and these were taken to another 
part of the ruins by their foreman, where 
they worked during the day. Assoon as 
the brothers saw that 

No Efforts Were Being Made 
tosearch the debris near the stairs, they 
threw off their coats and went to work in 
the heat of the boiling sun. 

About 4 o’clock the men who had been 
toiling all day in the midst of an atmos- 
phere of stifling stench lifted a Luge joist, 
under which they perceived parts of a hu- 
man body. One of them reached down- 
ward in an endeavor to extricate the mass, 
while the other called for help. Twoor 
three Columbian guards and a customs 
inspector answered and the party went to 
work, digging under the body and loosen- 
ingitina few minutes, They then en- 
deavored to liftit, but as the body stirred 
the odor became sickening and the men 
stopped and got some fresh air before they 
returned to their task. 

When they resumed they lifted the body 
up, thearms and legs fell off, and the 
trunk of the body, almost bare, split al- 
most across the middle, emitting a fear- 
ful odor. They were charred so they 
would not hold to the body, and the trunk 
wasin afearful state of decomposition, 
while the head was devoid of hair. The 
men who on Monday were rendered help- 
less physically by the sight of the firemen 
jumping from the tower to death, 

Recoiled In Horror 
from this more sickening spectacle and 
summoned assistance. 

Disiufectants were sprinkled upon the 
remains and they were laid on a board and 
taken out of the ruins. Here the two 
brothers, worn out by long anxiety and 
labor, recognized their brother. The re- 
mains of the form were hastily covered 
with a cloth and in ashort time taken to 
the morgue, the brothers leaving the fair 
grounds in a carriage. 

The search work went on until half past 
five without any more bodies being dis- 
covered, when operations were suspended 
for the night. At 1 o’clock director of 
works Burnham sent 13 more men to the 
scene, and the force of 25 man was engaged 
during the afternoon in removing wines 
and fruits from the cold storage vaults. 

Lewis J. Frank of engine company No. 
2, who jumped from the burning tower, 
died in the emergency hospital, where he 
had lain in a semi-conscious condition for 
two days. The listof the known dead 
now number 14 The missing now num- 
ber four. 


Doings of Literateurs. 

Cnicaco, July 13.—The world’s lterary 
congress met in six different divisions 
yesterday. The authors were presided 
over by Walter Besant of London. Mr. 
Besant read a paper on “Author and Pub- 
lisher and the British Society of Authors.” 
The paper was a discussion and the digest 
of the relations of author and publishers. 
In the philology division Professor Rich- 
ard Garber read a strong paper, arguing 
that Greek philosophy was derived from 
India. 


An Indiscreet Preacher.

D. P. Chockley, the new pastor of the 
First Baptist church, who entered a barber 
shop and began a fierce tirade against 
Catholics and Catholicism. Many Cath- 
olics contributed largely to the building of 
the new Baptist church here. 

Whole Family Poisoned 
Ca ARLESTON, July 13.—Isaac Mitchell 
and his entire family, consisting of five 
persons, were poisoned. Mitchell and his 
daughter Ada are dead and the others 
critically ill. The victims died from ar- 
senical poison, which got into their food. 


Sadly Afflicted. 

VINELAND, N. J., July 13.—O. Carrison, 
superintendent of the New Jersey state 
home for feeble minded children, lies at 
home suffering from hiccoughs. It is 
three days since he was attacked and all 
attempts to relieve him have failed. 


A Mine Disaster. 
WILKESBARRE, Pa., July 13.—A_ ter- 
rific explosion of gas occurred on the cop- 
per vein of the Pettibone mine, near here, 
by which two men were instantly killed, 
two fatally injured and two others very 
badly burned. 


Strikers Gave Up. 
BUFFALO, July 13.—The strike of the 


union plasterers, who have been out for- 


the past 13 weeks, for an advance of their 
pay from $3.50 per day, has ended. The 
men have given up the struggle.

NICARAGUA’S TROUBLES 
Increased by the Outbreak of a Fresh 
Civil War. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 13.—Civil 
war has again broken out in Nicaragua. 
The citizens of Leon are in arms again st 
the government established when Sacasa 
was overthrown. Mure important still is 
the fact that President Don Salvador 
Machado and General Avilez, commander- 
in-chief of the army,fare held as sponsors 
by the revolutionists. The president and 
general were paying a visit to Leon, 
Their presence there probably caused the 
rebels to open their fight at a time when 
the president and commander of the army 

could be easily got under their control. 

Having made the president and General 
Avilez prisoners the revolutionists seized 
the military barracks which were yielded 
without opposition. Besides taking pos- 
session of the barracks the revolutionists 
seized three steamers on Lake Managua. 
These were used in transporting their 
troops. 

News of the outbreak reached ‘man- 
agua yesterday afternoon. It is not 
known kow strong the revolutionists are, 
but it is supposed that they are supported 
by the republic of San Salvador. Troops 
have been ordered to march to Leun and 
quell the revolt and release President 
Machado and General Avilez from prison. 


A MASSACHUSETTS MAN 


Chosen to Fill the Place Vacated by 


Naval Constructor Wilson. 

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Secretary Her- 
bert has accepted the resignation of Com- 
modore Wilson as chief constructor of the 
navy and appointed Naval Constructor 
Philip Hichborn to succeed him. Commo 
dore Wilson resigned on account of ill 
health. He prepared the plans of the first 
steel ship of the new navy, the Chicago, 
and froin that time uutil the present, with 
the exception of the plansof the Balti- 
more, Charleston, Texas, Philadelphia, 
Vesuvius, Dolphin and the Cushing, the 
plans of all the other vessels of the new 
navy have been prepared under his super- 
vision. 

Captain Hichborn, who succeeds to the 
position, was born in Massachusetts and 
avpointed tothe navy from California in 
1869, and since 1581 has been prominently 
associated with all matters affecting the 
designing and construction of the new navy 
vessels. He is regarded as an officer of 
the highest efficiency, fully qualified to 
maintain and advance the upward trend 
of the United States navy. 


The Bamberger Tragedy. 

DEVIL’s LAKE, N. D., July 13.—Sheriff 
Fadden of Grand Forks wired Sheriff Me- 
Cune of Cando as follows: ‘Come and 
take Bamberger, people sre getting ex- 
cited and I cannot protect the prisoner 
much longer.” 

LANCASTER, Pa., July 13.--Fifteen thou- 
sand people saw the funeral of Daniel 
Kreidet, his wife and three children, who 
were murderer at North Dakota last Fri- 
day by Albert Bamberger. 


Mrs. Miller Seeks Redress. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., July 13.—A new 
phase of the Bardwell (Ky.) lynching is 
developed by the suit to be instituted by 
Mrs. Bertie Miller, wife of the negro who 
was hanged and burned by the mob last 
week. She will bring an action for dam- 
ages against all those who, in any way, 

rticipated in the actions that caused her 

nsband’s death. 


His Resignation Accepted. 

CINCINNATI, July 13.—The trustees of 
Lane Theological seminary have accepted 
the resignation of Professor Henry Pre- 
served Smith. They also protested against 
the action of the last general assembly in 
criticising Lane seminary. The board 
placed Dr. Morris in charge of the sem- 
inary, with power to employ necessary 
help. 

Will Meet Next Time In St. Louis, 

CHICAGO, July 13.—The National Retail 
Liquor Dealers association adjourned last 
evening to meetin St. Louis at the call of 
the executive committee for the next an- 
nual convention. The day was spent in 
the adoption of a constitution and the 
election of officers. 


Cambria Company Discharges Men, 
PHILADELPHIA, July 13.—The depression 
in the iron trade has resulted in the Cam- 
bria Iron company suspending a large 
humber of men employed in the works at 
Johnstown. A further reduction will fol- 
low, pending a revival in trade. 


Offers Were Too Low. 
WASHINGTON, July 13.—The offers of 
silver for sale to the treasury department 
yesterday aggregated 375,000 ounces, at 
prices ranging from $0.72 to $0.7350 per 
ounce, all of which were declined and 
$0.7150 tendered. 


Twelve Buildings Gone. 
MAXWELL, Cal., July 13.—A fire sup- 
posed to be of incendiary origin started in 
the business portion of this town and de- 
Stroyed 12 buildings, 


This was followed by a 


reassembled, with a large attendance. 
Delegates were appointed to the St. Louis 
and Chicago conventions and to the Gold 
Bug gathering at St. Paul. 

The committee on resolutions then pre- 
sented a report, which was unanimously 
adopted. The report was in the form of 
an address to the people of the United 
States. It asserts that preceding the call 
for the extra session of congress, the 
classes which have struggled for 20 years 
to overthrow the bimetallic money stan- 
dard inaugurated a panic which they un- 
truthfully charged to the existing silver 
law. The report then continues: 

The Sherman law is not the work of the 
silver producing States. It was forced upon 
the country against their will. Their constant 
demand has been that of agricultural states 
of the west- and south and of the working 
masses of the whole country. They have not 
sought to impose upon the country 

Some New Financial Nostram, 
but have asked simply for the restoration of 
the coinage laws as they were from the first 
year of the federal constitution until the 
furtive repeal of 1873, 

The Sherman law was the trick by which 
that restoration was defeated. It was ac- 
cepted by bimetallists as a pledge that the old 
laws should at some future time be restored, 
and they now demand not that the Sherman 
law shall be retained, but thatthe hostage 
shall be redeemed by the re-enactment in its 
stead of the coinage laws under which the 
country grew and prospered for more than 
three-quarters of a century. 

The charge that the bimetallists demand 
that 60 cents be made adollarisalie. It was 
the trick of the single standard conspirators 
that 

Lessened the Value of Silver, 

Had gold been demonetized instead of silver, 
retaining for silver its greatest use and chief- 
est function and depriving gold of its greatest 
and chiefest function, gold would not today 
be worth $5 per ounce, and silver’s value and 
purchasing power would be increased largely 
above its former highest figure. 

What bimetallists do ask, and all they ask, 
is that the law relating to coinage as it was 
for the seventy-five years of the country’s 
greatest glory shall be restored, without the 
addition or expunging of a syllable. If with 
that law re-enacted, and a fair trial of it had, 
silver shall not, without the purchase of an 
ounce of metal by the government, resume its 
former relative value with gold, bimetallists 
will cheerfully submit to any legislation that 
experience will suggest as necessary to make 
every dollar of the United States equal in in- 
trinsic value to every other dollar bearing its 
stamp. 

The convention, after arranging for a 
fund with which to disseminate free coin- 
age literature in the east, adjourned sine 
die. 


A SILVER PANIC 


Would Follow the Repeal of the Sherman 
Law, Says Bland. 

Sr. Lovis, July 13.—The Chronicle pub- 
lishes a long letter from Congressman 
Bland in which he says that in the war be- 
tween. gold and monometallists and bi- 
metallists there is noroom for trimmers 
or doubters. The Sherman law must go, 
but its expiring breath must breathe into 
life legislation on lines of true bimetal- 
lism. Mr. Bland declares that if either of 
the free coinage bills which he introduced 
in congress had been passed, the silver 
question would have been settled. He says 
further: 


EICHARD P, BLAND. 

We are now brought face to face with the 
question of total silver demonetization in this, 
the greatest metallic power the world ever 
knew. The Democratic party promised first 
of all a reform of the tariff. Tariff reform is 
no longer talked of except with bated breath. 

The east proposes to formulate a tariff policy 
on the lines of the original Chicago platform, 
brought forward by the protection element of 
the Democratic party and not in harmony with 
the substitute adopted by the convention. 
They also propose to repeal the Sherman law 
without granting the free coinage part of the 
platform. 

Itis plain to all thatour eastern friends 
played a huge bunco game on the Democracy 
of the south and west by lustily preaching 
tariff reform, a measure so popular here, but 
at the same time intending to spring upon us 
after the election the sole issue of silver de- 
monetization. 

If the Republicans of the west and south 
are true to themselves andthe interests of 
their constituents, his conspiracy will not suc- 
ceed, To repeal the Sherman law outright 
and substitute nothing for it, would precipi- 
tate a silver panic throughout the world, and 
probably cause its universal demonetization. 
If we ever intend to get free coinage of silver 
in this country, we must war for it now.

DEATH ON THE RAIL. 


A Train Runs Into an Open Switch 
With Fatal Results. 


MANY KILLED AND INJURED 


Miss Cooke of Cambridge One 
of the Victims. 


NeEwsura, N. Y., July 12.—West Shore 
day express No. 1, due here at 12:04 noon, 
was wrecked in the West Shore yard in 
the southern part of the city yesterday. 
Six or seven persons were killed and 15 or 
2 injured. The train consisted of an en- 
gine, baggage car, three day coaches and 
a Waguer car. The train was well filled 
with passengers, Car No, 71, in which 
nearly all the casualties occurred, had 
every seat filled. 

The train was a few minutes late at 
Cornwall and made the distance from that 
pluce to the southern limit of Newburg at 
a very rapid rate. It crossed Quassaick 
creek, a mile south of the station, ran a 
few rods further, under the Pennsylvania 
Coal company’s bridge, then 

Ran Into an Open Switch 

Into the West Shore yard. In that yard 
a train was stunding ready to pull out on 
to the main track. The day express en- 
gine struck the freight engine with ter- 
rific force. The engineer jumped, but a 
little late, and was slightly hurt. The 
fireman also jumped and escaped injury.

The dead are as follows: 

Unknown woman of stout build, weigh- 
ing about 199 pounds. Her hair was brown; 
wore an open-face gold watch and chain; 
had on a blue-striped calico dress, 

An ucknown woman, aged about 30 
years, of medium height. 

An unknown woman, elderly, with gray- 
ish hair; wore a blue satin dress. 

The 20-months-old child of Burnham 
Elberson. 

An unknown woman of stout figure, 
about five feet in height; gray hair. 

Unfortunately in the confusion articles 
that might have aided in Cue identification 
of the dead were separated from the bodies, 
and it will be impossible to get the names 
until the coroner shall have made his in- 
vestigation. 

In a purse was found an envelope bearing 
the address, “Miss Jane J. Cooke, 13 
Hilliard street, Cambridge, Mass.” 

A railroad pass bore the same name, and 
visiting cards and other papers also bore 
the pame of Cooke. 

In another lot was found a library book 
belonging to the Working Girl’s club of 
Newark, N. J. On the card inthe book 
was the name Miss Mary Maylander, 

The wounded whose names could be a3- 
certained were: John Phillips, slightly 
cut and bruised; J. L. Moore, baggage- 
master, slightly hurt; F. G. Bunce, the 
messenger, slightly bruised; Frank C. 
Barger of West Haverstraw, severe bruise 
on leg and cut on the head; Jane Cooke’ 
injuries probably fatal. 


~ Refused to Make an Accounting.

THE HOME RULE BILL. 
An Exciting Day I» Parliament—Con- 
servatives Leave In a Body. 


Loanpoy, July 14.—Between 9 and 10 
o’clock yesterday the galleries of the house 
were crowded with persons eager to watch 
the work of the government in forcing 
through clauses of the home rule bill. At 
10 o'clock Chairman Mellor applied the 
closure to the debate on an amendment 
proposing the omission of the in-and-out 
provision, which forbids trish members 
of the imperial parliament to vote on cer- 
tain questions. The closure was carried 
by a vote of 325 to 2498 amid loud opposi- 
tion cheers. Clause 9, which provides for 
the representation in parliament of Irish 
counties and boroughs, was then adopted 
by a vote of 326 to 297. 

As Chairman Mellor proceeded to put 
the question in clause 10, the first of the 
financial clauses, the Conservatives, after 
cheering derisively, left the house in a 
body. The government's proposal that 
the consideration of clause 10 be postponed 
Was then passed by a vote of 355 to 49. 
The votes on financial clauses 11, 17, 20 
and 21 were postponed by almost equally 
heavy majorities. By the time clause 18, 
concerning the powers of the Irish legisla- 
tive asi: ly in matte ‘of money bills 
and votes, ) reached’ i. ¢ bolting Con- 
servatives had rev..:.. © The clause was 
carried by a vote of 328 .o 204. 

The following clauses were then rushed 
through, with majorities varying between 
25 and 30. Clause 19, concerning the Irish 
exchequer judges; clause 22, concerning 
appeals from Irish courts; clause 23, con- 
cerning provisions for the decision of con- 
stitutional questions; clause 24, concern- 
ing the office of lord lieutenant; clause 25, 
concerning the use of crown lands by the 
Trish government; clause 26, concerning 
the tenure of future judges, Today the 
house in committee will begin discussing 
clause 27, which, with the 13 following 
clauses, must be got out of the way be- 
tween 10 o’clock and midnight on next 
Thursday evening, if the government 
program is to be executed. 


GERMAN ARMY BILL. 


The Ministerialists Pleased With the Pro- 
gress Made In the Reichstag. 


BERLIN, July 14.—At yesterday’s session 
of the reichstag Dr. Osann,a National 
Liberal, moved the adoption of a resolu- 
tion declaring that, in consequence of the 
fodder famine, the proposed army maneu- 
vers ought not to be proceeded with. 

General Von Kaltenborg Stachau, min- 


, ister of war, opposed the mction. Despite 


the war minister’s statement as to the 
emperor’s prerogative, Herr Bachern held 


the subject, and to this view the house 
agreed. After some further discussion 
the subject was dropped, and the house 
proceeded with the second reading of the 
army bill. Dr. Lieber, Centrist, made a 
speech against the bill. Chancellor Von 
Caprivi replied to Dr. Lieber’s arguments, 
and concluded by asking the house to pass 
the bill in the shortest time »ossible, 

A vote was taken on the iirst article of 
the bill and it was passed by a vote of 198 
to 187, a government majority of 11. Count 
Herbert Bismarck supported the govern- 
ment. The article fixes for two years the 
peace effectives at 499,955 men. The vol- 
unteers for the year are not included in 
this number. 

Ministerialists are jubilant at this re- 
sult, which practically amounts to the 
passage of the whole bill. 


A NAVAL CZAR. 


No Information Concerning His Depart- 
ment to Be Made Public. 

WASHINGTON, July 14.—Brigadier Gen- 
eral Thomas Lincoln Casey, chief of engi- 
neers of the United States army, yesterday 
planted himself squarely upon the ancient 
Vanderbilt platform and announced to the 
representatives of the press that no in- 
formation would be given to the public as 
to the reports of the engineering officers 
upon river and harbor works. RKepresen- 
tations and estimates have been pouring 
in on the engineering bureau of the war 
department for some time past, covering 
the most important government engineer- 
works in the country. 

Reports have also been received in re- 
gard to the survey ordered by congress, 
expressing the views of the engineer offi- 
cers of the government as to whether the 
proposed works surveyed are of sufficient 
importance to be undertaken. These re- 
ports have heretofore always been made 
public, and the people in the localities 
covered by the operations look forward to 
them with interest, as they naturally de- 
sire to know what progress has been made 
in the works and what further operations 
are contemplated toward the completion 
of tht project. 


Brazilian Offices Closed. 

VALPARAISO, July 14.—The Herald’s 
correspondent in Montevideo telegraphs 
that all Brazilian offices are closed. Rigid 
censorship is maintained uod no messages 
are allowed to be received or sent from the 
River Platte county. This measure was 
taken because the Brazilians believed 
Uruguay and Argentina connived to help 
Wandelkolk. 


Death of a Congressman, 

IRONTON, O., July 14.—General W. H. 
Enrichs died suddenly at his residence in 
this city yesterday from apoplexy. He was 
born near Middlesburg, Noble county, 
March 29, 1842, and was elected to repre- 
sent the Tenth Ohio district in the com- 
ing 53d conyress. 


Sent to an Insane Asylum, 
Mornis, Ill., July 14.—Sarah H. Dodge, 
who in 1887 was arrested but not convicted 
tna charge of killing Colonel Babcock, 
the wealthy Chicago lumberman, was 
committed to the Kanakee asylum, having 
been declared insane by a jury. 


Silver Purchases. 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—The treasury de- 
partment bas had notice of acceptance of 
counter offers for silver to the amount of 
80,000 ounces at 30.7150 per ounce, fine, The 
purchases thus far for July aygregate 
768,000 ounces. 

Maine Schooner Sunk. 

New York, July 14.—Schooner Z. A. R. 
Keene, from Jonesport, Me., collided with 
a tow of mud scows3 just below the statue 
of Liberty. Theschooner began to fill and 
the crew took to the boats.

Made a Business of Getting Mar- 
ried to Commit Murder. 


ANTIMONY THE DRUG USED. 


The Husband of the Woman 
Also Under Arrest. 


New York, July 14.—Police Inspector 
McLaughlin yesterday received a dispatch 
from the superintendent of the police of 
Detroit, stating that Dr. Henry Meyer 
was under arrest in that city. 

Mrs. Dr. Meyer was also arrested when 
her husband was taken into custody. To- 
gether with her 2year-old son, she was 
lodged ia the Woodbridge street police 
station. Later she was removed to Har- 
per’s hospital, as she is in a delicate condi- 
tion. A detective was detailed to keep her 
under surveillance. 

The indictment was found upon the 
evidence of Dr. Simon Minden, who as- 
sisted in the analysis of the stomach. 

Behind this announcement is a startling 
tale, and if the facts now in possession of 
the police are verified, Lucretia Borgia 
has a formidable rival in the person of 
Mrs. Meyer. 

On March 30, 1892, J. Baum of 320 East 
Thirteenth street died after a severe attack 
of intestinal trouble. Dr. Minden of 118 
East Twelfth street, who attended him, 
gave a certificate to 

His Grief-Stricken Wife, 
naming the cause of death chronic dysen- 
tery. He was buried in a Brooklyn ceme- 
tery. 

Baum’s life was insured for $2000 in 
favor of his wife, and, after the usual for- 
mula, the amount was paid. 

Dr. Gillette of the insurance company 
for some reason suspected there was some- 
thing wrong and communicated his fears 
to Coroner Schyltz. Baum’s body was 
quietly exhumed, and Deputy Coroner 
Walsh, assisted by Professor R. Ogden 
Doremus, made an autopsy. 

The stomach was found to contain anti- 
mony in large quantities, which drug had 
produced the intestinal trouble. The cor- 
oner laid the facts before Inspector Me- 
Laughlin, and, after a search, detectives 
found that Mrs. Baum was in reality 

The Wife of Dr. Henry Meyer, 
who was also known under the alias of 
Henry Reuter and Hugo Maylor. 

The woman, the detectives say, made a 
business of getting married, persuading 
her hushand to insure his life,and then ac- 
complishing his death by poison. 

The couple were finally located in De- 
troit, and it is said she has plied her mur- 
derous trade in that city, and that no less 
than five deaths are laid at her door. 

The police feel sure that a further search 
in this city will reveal a greater number of 
her victims. 


WORLD’S FAIR NEWS. 


Chicago's Fire Victims Now Number 17. 
A Fire Corps to Be Established. 
CuHIcAGo, July 14.—The World’s fair 
authorities displayed unusual activity yes- 
terday in clearing away the ruins of the 
cold storage building. The total list of 
dead bodies recovered to date, including 
those who died in the hospital as well as 
those whose who perished in the flames, 
now reaches 17, with three or four persons 
still unaccounted for. The total will not 

exceed 20 or 21. 

The president-of the national commis- 
sion spent a half-hour yesterday in getting 
a quorum together in the commission hall 
in administration building. The special 
committee appointed by the commission 
to report on the facilities for saving life 
in case of fire in any of the exposition 
buildings reported to that body as soon as 
the rollcall was over. They recommended 
the establishment of a corps of men, to be 
known as the life saving corps, to be fur- 
nished with all the modern appliances for 
saving life, this corps to be stationed at 
some central point within the park. The 
report was adopted. 


HOSTILITIES OPENED. 


The French Gunboats Open Fire on the 
Pakham Forts. 

LonDoN, July 14.—The Times corre- 
spondent in Bangkok telegraphs that de- 
spite the most pacific assurances from the 
French minister, who undertook to stop 
the advance of the gunboats, the Comet 
and the Iuconstante slipped across the bar 
last evening and exchanged shots with the 
Pakham forts. 

The two men-of-war then proceeded to 
Bangkok, and now are anchored with the 
gunboat Lutin opposite the British lega- 
tion. One sailor was killed and two were 
wounded in the exchange of shots at 
Pakham. The government is now holding 
acouncil. If it comes to fighting fearful 
scenes will probably be witnessed. 


Malictoa Captures an Outpost. 

AUCKLAND, July 14.—The last Samoan 
mail reports the outbreak of hostilities. 
First blood was shed while Malietoa was 
marching on Malice. He captured a rebel 
outpost after ashortfight. His followers 
now outnumber the rebels five to one. 
Many of the rebels have deserted to him. 
Apia is feverishly excited. 


An American Citizen Knighted. 

NEw YorK, July 14— William Steinway 
received yesterday from Emperor William 
of Germany the insignia of the Order of 
the Red Eagle of the third class, carrying 
with it the honor of knighthood, the first 
order of the kind ever sent to an American 
citizen from the fatherland. 


An Lllinois Judge’s Resignation. 

CaicaGco} July 14.—Judge Lorrin C. Col- 
lins stated yesterday that he had made up 
his mind to resign as judge of the Cook 
county circuit court. Judge Colkns was 
eleeted inj June, 1891, for a term of six 
years. 

Arrival of a Long Expected Steamer. 

New York, July 14.—The long ex- 
pected steamer Red Sea has arrived with 
all well on board; none have been sick, 
none died; in fact, there was one birth 
during the voyage.

Proposed Monumeuts. 

An imposing monument to Robert Burns 
will be erected in one of the parks at 
Chicago. There will be a bronze statute 
of the poet placed on a granite pedestal 
twelve feet high. 

The committee for raising funds for a 
monument to the memory of the unrecog- 
nized dead who perished in the Ashtabula, 
Ohio, disaster on December 29, 1876, has 
issued an appeal to the public for contribu- 
tions. The matter is in charge of the 
Knights of Pythias of Ashtabula. The 
committee now bascn hand about $800, 
and hopes to receive about $1,200 more, so 
as to erect a monument to cost about 
$2,000. 

At a meeting of the ex-Confederate asso- 
ciation, July 6, it was decided to erect a 
mopument in Forest Hill cemetery in 
memory of the Confederate dead who are 
buried in Jackson county, Mo. The mon- 
ument will be twenty-two feet high and 
surmounted by the figure of a soldier in 
bronze. It will cost $2,700. 

Lewis Rice, of Frederick, Pa., bas col- 
lected over $800 fora monument to Fran- 
cis Scott Key, the author of the “Star 
Spangled Banner,’’ whose body lies in 
Fredericksburg, Va. 

The Scranton, Pa., Truth, of last Satur- 
day, says: William Hunter Post, G. A. 
R., of Jermyn, are contemplating the erec- 
tion of a Soldiers’ monument and are at 
present negotiating for the purchase of a 
suitable site. 

The Leader, of Kingston, N. Y., says: 
Edmund Elting, of New Platz, is meeting 
with encouragement in his plan of raising 
a fund to ercct a suitable monument to the 
memory of the early settlers of New Platz, 
all of whom, with the exception of Abram 
DuBois, now lie in unmarked graves. 

The probable cost of the so!diers’ monu- 
ment at Syracuse, N. Y., will be $75,000. 

The question of honoring the memory 
of Gen, John Stark by the erection of a 
state monument was discussed by the New 
Hampshire Board of Trade yesterday and a 
resolution passed to petition the next Cor- 
gress for an appropriation for this purpose,

There are a plenty yet living of the old 
soldiers who can tell you that the ques on 
of “storming” or ‘not storming” the = 
kee works at Petersburg by night was le 
entirely to a vote of the privates. 

I forget dates, it has been so long, but it 
was just a short while before the Confed- 


erates left their trenches and on the 
nine days’ retreat which en at Appo- 
mattox. 

When night approached and the officers 


quietly bid the men to “fall in,” you may 
wonder at the surprise of all privates when 
they were told that all commissioned of- 
ficers would retire from their presence, and 
that privates should decide by t 

themselves as to whether the Yankee workd 
should be attempted by “storm” upon that 
very Sag 

A little incident happened just as the 
commissioned officers retired, and none pf 
us can say to what extent it bore upon the 
action of the privates. The mail had ar- 
rived—letters from home to the brave sol- 
dier boys—an unexpected thing just at that 
one, for it was so early to get the mails 

en. 

The arrival of these letters from home 
stopped all other thought, and the men 
gathered in groups around their orderly 
sergeants anxiously listening to the names 
upon the envelopes to be called out. As 
each man received his letter he hastened 
from the group to some little firelight, and 
down upon his knees he broke the seal and 
read the contents. Soon there were many 
kneeling mea round the fires through the 
camps, and as now and then one would 
reach up and punch up the ghunks you 
could see the tears glistening in his eyes. 

But avote must be takgn—a ballot of 
“no” if the fight was not to be made ora 
ballot of “yes” if it was. Each soldier knew 
that time was precious, and it was a picture 
to watch the soldiers fold their letters and 
place them deep down into the inside pocket 
of their gray jackets, and the ones who had 
received none sadly waiting as they thought 
of their own dear ones far away at home. 

It was under just such circumstances 
that balloting began, and as they were gath- 
ered all in a Liat the time had come for the 
counting. Then came short moments of ex- 
pectaney. The first ballot was: 

“Yes!” 

And the blood thrilled through every sol- 
dier heart. The counting went on, and— 

“Yes.” 

“Ves,” 

“Ven:?? 

For three times the fatal “yes” came, 
with not asingle ‘no.” Buta “no” came 
at last, and then a long column of “noes,” 
with only here and there a “‘yes,’”’ was the 
result. The fight was off. The Yankee 
breastworks would not be stormed that 
night, and they never were, but many of 
these same brave hearts ceased to beat be 
fore the end at Appomattox.

I had the 
youngster carried to the rear and cared fos 
and put the picture of his sister in my 
pocket, where it remained to the end of the 
war.

A few days after the capi 
tion of Richmond I called onthe young 
lady to deliver her picture according tod 
promise, and—well, it was another case of 
‘Held by the Enemy.’ The brother an 
are in business together in Baltimoré.”—St, 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

however, the question involved is simply 


this: —‘‘Does it violate the Sabbath to in- | 


dulge in recreation and harmless amuse- 
ment?’’ In my opinion it does not. If 
simple forms of amusement such as this 
are to be put a stop toon Sundays it will 
be like taking a step backward to the times 
of the ancient Puritans, with all its 
wretched cant and hypocrisy, instead of 
progressing towards higher and better 
conditions, 

The population of this city is mostly com- 
posed of men and women who work with 
either brain or muscle, during six days of 
the week, and when are they to recreate or 
enjoy themselves if not on Sunday? 

Many years ago a great teacher gave 
forth the doctrine ‘‘ that the Sabbath was 
made for man, not man for the Sab- 
bath;’’ but certain disciples of a spuri- 
ous theology would subvert this truth, 
aud leave men to choose between 
flagrant hypocrisy, and total disregard of 
the so-called religious observance of Sunday. 
Let those rabid sabbatarians and notoriety 
hunters who interfere with these things 
direct their surplus energy in other channels, 
and if rumor speaks true they will have 
enough to do even nearer home than Manet 
Beach, Let them do what lies in them to 
put down Sunday street loafing, drunken- 
ness, and immorality, aud leave harmless 
amusements alone. 

It is a noticeable fact that among the 
more advanced of all classes and creeds, 
the true use of the sabbath as a day of rest 
and recreation, is getting to be more uni- 
versally recognized. Occasionally yet, we 
hear some voice raised against Sunday 
newspapers, and the opening of public 
parks and museums on Sunday, but these 
voices are getting fewer as time goes on 
and by and by they will be heard no more. 
I fully recognize the importance of the 
mission of true religion in the world, but 
men and wemen have been too long bound 
by the fetters of senseless custom and 
superstition, and it is now high time that 
they were thrown aside. 

In times past there has been abuses of 
the sabbath day, and doubtless there 
always will be as long as fools and imbe- 
ciles continue to exist ; but the opportuni- 
ties for recreation and enjoyment among 
the working masses, are not to be taken 
away because of the delinquencies of a few 
who cannot behave themselves, and who 
are a standing reproach to their species.

France Regrets the Hasty Incident 
In Siamese Waters. 


EXPLANATION FROM PARIS 


Defending the Commander of 
the French Squadron. 


BANGKOK, July 15.—The French minis- 
ter has informed the Siamese government 
that the commanders of the gunboats 
Comet and Inconstant misunderstood the 
situation when they fired upon the Pak- 
nam forts and ascended the Menam river. 
Their instructions contemplates no fsuch 
ection. The anxiety prevailing through- 
out the city has been partly allayed by the 
arrival of another British gunboat. 

The announcement is made that an 
armistice has been concluded and that 
the incident will probably be explained by 
France as regretable, 

How It Happened. 

Panis, July 15.—A semi-official note 
published today explains the Bangkok inci 
dent thus: France, learning that England 
and other n ations were sending war ves- 
sels to Bangkok, notified the Siamese gov- 
ernment on July 8 of her intention to in- 
crease the French naval force at the mouth 
of the Menam river, where only the gun- 
boat Lutin afforded protection to the 
French residents. 

In accordance with article 15 of the 
treaty of 1856 French men-of-war have the 
right to enter the Menam river and anchor 
off Paknam, but must give the Siamese 
government notice to arrange for the an- 
chorage in case of intention to ascend the 
river at Bangkok. As, however, no other 
than British vessels entered the Menan 
tiver, Siam having objected to the pres- 
ence of more than one foreign vessel. 
France, while reserving her formal treaty 
rights, instructed Rear Admiral Humann 
aot tocross the bar of the Menan river 
and notified the Siamese government ac- 
cordingly. The order was received too 
late by Humann, and the gunboats as- 
sended to Bangkok. 


MISSIONARIES IN SIAM 
Must Not Depend Upon American Ves- 
sels For Protection. 

WASHINGTON, July 15.—There are about 
20 American missionaries in Siam, mos ly 
Presbyterians, and their friends in this 
country have become concerned about 
their welfare now that actual hostilities 
have been started with the French and 
the Siamese. Rev. Dr. Gillespie of New 
York, representing the Presbyterian mis- 
sion board, telegraphed Secretary Gresham 
to inquire what provision would be made 
for the safety of these missionaries and 
the numerous children in their charge. 
In view of the present war outlook, Sec- 
retary Gresham replied as follows: 

Iam informed by the secretary of the navy 
that there is not at present at an Asiatic 
station an American vessel capable of enter- 
ing Siamese water Missionaries should com- 
tmunicate with legation at Bangkok for usual 
diplomatic protection.

BANGor, Me., July 14.—During a heavy 
thunder shower at Orland a dwelling 
house occupied by a family named Saun- 
lers was struck by lighting and com- 
pletely wrecked. Mrs. Saunders was 
prostrated by the bolt and is dying, but 
ter husband and infant in the same room 
were rot seviously injured. 


Should Begin a New Life. 

FITCHBURG, Mass., July 15.—On Monday 
last a tramp, who gave the name of Alfred 
Wilson, was arrested for drunkenness. He 
was flned $ on Tuesday, and being unable 
to pay was sent to jail. He has since been 
informed that he had inherited $50,000 by 
the death of his father, a wealthy resident 
of Blackstone. bee ley

Fatt River, Mass, July 15.—The 
daughters of the late Andrew J. Borden 
have transferred to Mrs. George White- 
head of this city and Mrs. Fish of Hart- 
ford some $4000 worth of property which 
belonged to the late Mrs. Borden.

MONEY A LITTLE EASIER 


But Business Men Are Unusually Cau- 
tious In Their Dealings. 

NEw York, July 15.—R. G. Dun £ Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: 

There is a somewhat better tone in busi- 
ness, because mnoney markets are a little 
less stringent. But it cannot be said as 
yet that there is any distinct improvement. 
In every direction unusual conservatism 
prevails, orders are relatively small, the 
volume of business is restricted, and a 
waiting policy rules. 

New York banks have received some 
money from the interior, but are not yet 
clear that it is best to retire clearing house 
certificates, because there are said to be 
weak spots which may yet require liberal 
extension of credits.

_J8T Oy WARSHIPS 


To Be Maintained ‘by Russia In 
American Waters. 


WILi AID UNITED STATES 


Should Trouble Arise Over 
the Behring Sea Dispute. 


New York, July 15.—It is learned from 
high Russian sources that the Russian 
government has decided to maintain a 
permanent fleet of warships in United 
States waters and that the port of New 
York wili be made Russia’s western naval 
centre. Acting under instructions from 
St. Petersburg a board of Russian naval 
officers has been engaged in making a care- 
ful inspection of the big Erie dry dock tc 
ascertain the exact number of Russian 
warships the docks will accommodate. 

It{is further announced that representa- 
tives ofthe Russian government have made 
overtures to the Erie drydocks establish- 
ment to undertake the care and overhaul- 
ing of all warships maintained by Russia 
in American waters. To a reporter, Gen- 
eral Superintendent Dickey of the Erie 
drydocks establishment intimated that 
the facilities of the Erie basin would be 
soon at the disposal of the Russian govern- 
ment. 

“Already,” said Mr. Dickey, “we have 
undertaken to look out for the Admiral 
Nachimoff, Dimitri Donskoi and Rynda, 
the three Russian cruisers now in port, 
and we are at present overhauling the 
machinery of these vessels.”” Superin- 
tendent Dickey would not say whether an 
imperial dockyard 

Appointment From the Czar 
had yet been received by the Erie drydocks 
establishment. : 

Russia has never before maintained a 
fleet of warships in American waters. 
Russian ships cruising around the world 
have touched at United States ports for 
short periods, but there has never been a 
practiced Russian admiralty of assigning 
war vessels to a three-years’ cruise on the 
American coast. 

In theevent of the Russians making this 
port their western naval center, it will be 
the first instance in the history of the 
United States of a European power hav- 
ing such recourse to an American port. 
Great Britain, Spain, Denmark and France 
each maintain fleets in American waters, 
with headquarters in West Indian waters. 

The opinion was ventured in naval cir- 
cles last evening that in view of the likeli- 
hood of the Behring sea decision going 
against Grevt Britain the proposed action 
of Russia was of great importance to the 
United States. With the Russian fleet 
constantly in and about New York the 
liability of the powerful British fleet on 
the North American station to sally upon 
exposed Ailantie ports of the United 
States will be greatly lessened. 


Charged With Smuggling. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., July 15.—Cadmus S. 
Gates of Hizhgate, Vt., was arraigned be- 
fore United States Commissioner Johnson 
in this city on a charge of smuggling, in 
assisting his daughter, Mrs. Lester H. 
Greene, the wife of a Montpelier druggist, 
in unlawfully bringing drugs across the 
Canada line. They were held in $300 bail 
each for their appearance at the October 
term of the United States circuit cout. 


What We Want Is Money. 

New York, July 15.—Senator Jones of 
Nevaca is in town.

GLEN HOUSE BURNED. 


The Noted Hotel at Foot of Mount 
Washington. 


BUT FEW GUESTS IN HOUSE. 


Was Built in 1885 and Had Accommo- 
dations for 300 Guests, 


Mr. Wasiinctox, N. H., July 17.—A 
fire broke out in the upper part of the Glen 
house, owned by Charles R. Milliken, 
about 6:39 o’clock last evening. 

The fire started over the office and 
spread with great rapidity. Within an 
hour the large structure was in complete 
ruins. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, as 
the telegraph operator at the Glen gave 
notice of the fire to the Mt. Washington 
operator, and then immediately closed the 
office. 

The Glen was built in the early part of 
1885 to take the place of the old house, 
which was burned on the night of Oct. 1 
of the previous year. It was the latest 
built summer house in the White moun- 
tains and was provided with modern im- 
provements. 

Only a part of the structure was built 
in 1855. The next season it was enlarged, 
carrying out the original plans. It would 
accommodate about 39) guests, and, in- 
cluding the furnishings, it cost fully 
$100,000. 

It is not known what Mr. Milliken wili 
do about rebuilding, it being too late to ge 
it ready for this season’s business, should 
he conclude t» build at once. 

The amount of insurance is not known, 
but it is understood that it will fully cover 
the loss. Business had opened light at the 
Glen this season, asit hasin some of the 
other houses ia the White mountains, and 
there were only about 25 guests in the 
house. 

The hotel was managed this season by 
D. L. Frisbie, late of the Oceanic at the 
Isles of Shoals, and Charles T. Wilson. 
Part of the furniture was saved, but the 
most valvable was consumed. Mr. Milli- 
ken was present, having come up from 
Portland Saturday to spend Sunday. 


A BRUTAL MURDER. 


The Body of William Baxter of Holden 
Found Bruised and Mangled. 


WorceEsTER, Mass., July 17.—The quiet 
ef the town of Holden was rudely dis- 
turbed yesterday by the discovery of the 
mutilated remains of William Baxter, the 
keeper of a notorious road house on the 
Winter Hill road, in acow pasture about 
40 rods from his house. 

The man bad been murdered and robbed, 
as his pockets were turned inside out, 
and a gold watch which he was known to 
possess cannot be found. 

His skull was fractured in two places, 
over the left eye and behind the left ear, 
the weapon with which the wounds were 
dealt, a long-handled axe, being found 
lying close to the body. 

Yesterday Marshal Handy of this city, 
from whom Baxter leased the farm, went 
out to the place, and, in looking over the 
premises, was attracted to a hollowina 
cow pasture about 20 rods from the house 
by a foul odor. 

On investiguting he discovered the badly 
decomposed 

Body of the Murdered Man, 
lying on his back, with his arms stretched 
over his head. 

A long-handled axe, lying close beside 
the body, accounted for the clean wounds 
in the dead mau’s head, and a small 
hatchet was found about 15 feet distant, 

Medical Examiner P. H. Keefe of this 
city and Deputy Sheriff Merrick of Holden 
were notified, and a more thorough 
search of the premises was made by these 
officers. 

It looked to them as if Baxter had re- 
ceivel bis death wounds in a clump of 
white birch saplings and the body dragg d 
to the hollow where it’ was found, as the 
bushes and grass were crushed for about 
20 feet in a direct line between the two 
points. 

The blood stains on the bushes might 
have been washed away by the showers 
during the past week. 

A search of the surroundings revealed 
the fact that Baxter kept his beer hidden 
in the pasture, as 38 bottles of lager were 
found partly covered by a blanket about 
40 rods southwest of where the body lay 
and ten feet away from there, behind a 
rock, the officers found 16 more bottles. 

It is supposed that some time Saturday 
night he was visited by a party who 
wanted beer, and he went for it, never to 
return. 

There is no clue to the murderer, but it 
is known that some time ago there was a 
row at-his house and a man fired a pistol 
at him through the door, the bullet nar- 
rowly missing its mark. 

Edward Cunningham, a mill hand of 
Holden, about 22 years old, is under ar- 
rest. 

He is known tobea frequenter of the 
place, and was seen by the officers there 
June 26 and 27. He acknowledges that 
he stayed with Baxter until July 5, when 
he started up through Vermontt looking 
for work. Hesays he was in Hinsdale, 
Vt., July 8, and returned to Holden last 
Thursday. 

Henry Knox says he saw Cunningham 
with Baxter on the 8th.

O'Meara Committed Suicide. 

Boston, July 17.—Medical Examiner 
Harris has decided that J. Edward 
O”’Meara probably committed suicide. This 
opinion has been reached by Dr. Harris 
after a careful examination of the nature 
of the wound and the circumstances ante- 
ceding the death. 


Drowned at Buzzacd's Bay. 
BUZZARD’s Bay, Mass., July 17.- Henry 
W. Bellows of New York, a son of the late 
Rev. Dr. Bellows, the distinguished Uni- 
tarian clergyman, was drowned in the bay 
here Saturday evening. 


Boys Played With Powder. 

New BEDFORD, Mass, July 17.—Three

harles Baxter, ag 10 years, had the 
clothing burned almost entirely off and 
will probably die from his injuries. Eddie 
Allen, 10 years old, was burned horribly 
about the arms and legs. The third boy 
escaped with a scorching. 


Somnambulist’s Fatal Fall. 

Boston, July 17.—Danicl Clearey of 
Newton, a guest of the St. James Hotel 
on Beach street, while walking in his 
sleep, stepped outof the window of his 
room and fell to the sidewalk, a distance 
of 60 feet. It was found he had sustained 
a severe injury to his spine, a broken arm 
and was suffering from concussion of the 
brain, from the effects of which he died.* 


Shut Down In Madison, Me. 

MADISON, Me., July 17.—On account of 
the financial depression, the pulp mill in 
Madison, the largest in the world, has 
thut down. ‘The Madison woolen mill has 
alsoshut down. The thrift and prosperity 
of cue townds dependent on these mills, 
and their shutting down will be a severe 
blow. Five hundred people will be 
thrown out of employment.

SEEKING STATEHOOD. 


The Discharged Agent Says the Indians 
Are Abused and Calls a Meeting. 


Fort Gipson, L. T., July 17.—For some 
time efforts have been made to induce 
somebody of unquestioned standing to 
take the initiative in a movement looking 
toward statehood for the five civilized na- 
tions. This week’s Muskogee Phosnix 
contains a letter from ex-Indian Agent 
Bennett, which goes far toward gratifying 
the wishes of the statehood element. 

Mr. Bennett was recently removed from 
office on account of the brave stand he 
took in preventing the execution of ce 
tain Choctaw Indians, but the letter above 
referred to was written some time prior 
to his removal. 

He thinks congress has the power, re- 
gardless of treaties, to remedy these 
wrongs, and that something ought to be 
done to protect the Indians, as well as 
other citizens. In short, he is an advocate 
of statehood, and recommends that a mass 
meeting be held at Muskogee soon, to de- 
vise ways and means to get at legislation 
that will relieve the people, and give them 
a& government that will protect all citizens 
alike. This is considered as the beginnjng 
of a movement that will result in the dis- 
ruption of the present tribal relations. 


Death of a Famous Scientist. 

ALBANY, July 17.—Dr. Philip Ten Eyck, 
the associate of the famous Joseph Henry, 
is dead, aged 91. At the time of his birth 
Dutch was the prevailing language here. 
Albany then boasted of less than 1000 
houses, and its population7numbered but a 
few thousand. After his graduation from 
Hamilton college, he practiced medicine 
for a while, joining also with Mr. Henry 
inthe study of the natural sciences. To 
their combined experiments are largely 
due the great discoveries in electro-mag- 
netism.

One of the best lessons of this fair is in 
the possibilities of transportation when 
the tracks are elevated and modern ap- 
pliances for speed and safety are employed. 
Chicago is sure to reap an immense bene- 
fit from the exposition in this respect 
alone, besides profiting directly or indi- 
rectly in many other ways. Nearly two

Gilderman 
left nearly $40,000, all going to the widow 
except $6000, which was reserved for the 
children, Twelvedays later, on Nov. 1, 1878, 

Mrs. Meyer Died Suddenly. 

The death of Mrs. Meyer increased the

Dr. Meyer and the widow Gilderman 
were married. 

On Feb, 22, 1879, Stark, who had mar- 
rird a sister of Gilderman, swore out a 
warrant, charging Dr. Meyer and Mrs, 
Gilderman with the murder of Gilderman 
and Mrs. Meyer. The couple were ar- 
rested the next day and held without bail. 
The bodies of the dead were exhumed and 
the viscera given to Professor Haines and 
Dr. J. E. Siebel of the Chicago medical 
college for examination. 

He had a diplomafroma German college, 
the genuineness of which has been ques- 
tioned. In 1877 he boarded with a family 
named Kirchoff on North Sedgwick street 
near North avenue. Among the members 
of the family was a handsome young wo- 
map, Miss Mary Kirchoff. She was 21 
years of age and a universal favorite in the 
neighborhood. Dr. Meyer had an office on 
North avenue, a block from the house, and 
Miss Kirchoff was a frequent caller. He 
paid her marked attention, and the result 
was a marriare ip the fall of 1877. 

Early in 1878 Dr. Meyer was called pro- 
fessionally to attend a child of Henry Gil- 
derman, a grocer and saloonkeeper on 
Sedgwick street. He made the acquaint- 
ance of Mrs. Gilderman, and it ripened 
into an intimacy that 

Resulted In a Triple Murder. 
Gilderman was first put outof the way. 
Mrs. Meyer, the bride of a year, was 
poisoned, and subsequently her child was 
strangled in a bathtub. 

When he first met Mrs. Giiderman and 
learned that Gilderman was worth $35,000 
and carried life insurance, Dr. Meyer be- 
gan pushing himself into the favor of the 
wife. She was a Miss Frankan, whom 
Gilderman met in Antwerp. They livedas 
man and wife in the Belgian city for a few 
months in 18¢6 and, coming to this coun- 

Professor Haines testified that he found 
traces of strychnine and chloroform in 
Gilderman’s body. Witnesses were pro- 
duced who sold Dr. Meyer the chloroform. 
On this evidence the coroner’s jury held 
the pair for murder. Mrs, Gilderman in- 
stantly sold about $30,000 worth of real 
estate and the money was expended in 
securing freedom. Despite the direct evi- 
dence of two eminent medical experts the 
grand jury ignored the bill. 

The pair were released. They lived to- 
gether for two years, Mrs. Gilderman 
bearing Meyer one child, a girl now about 
13 years of age. Early in 1881 the babe 
that Meyer’s first wife had borne him was 
found dead in a bathtub. The coroner 
found dark marks about the child’s throat, 
and the evidence pointed to a murder, 
Meyer was again arrested, but, as no di- 
rect evidence could be produced against 
him, he escaped. 

A year later his wife, the former Mrs, 
Gilderman, was taken suddenly sick. She 
asserted that 

Her Husband Was Poisoning 
her and refused the medicines he pre- 
scribed. Othor physicians were summoned 
and they said she was suffering from 
poison. Mr. Meyer instantly fled to Gar- 
many. He romained abroad until he in- 
duced his wife to withdraw the charge. 
He returned to Chicago, was arrested, but 
his wife would not appear against him and 
he was released. 
=She refused to live with him, and Meyer 
began tolook up other desirable female 
acquaintances, In 1886 he met a Miss 
Dresser, a young German girl who lived 
with her parentson Bissell street. He 
made such progress in her favor that in 
six months his wife secured a divorce. She 
hus since married another physician and is 
now a Mrs. Mullock and lives in the Polish 
section of the city. 
~ Meyer, after his wife’s divorce, devoted 
himself to insurance swindling. It is not 
known that he married Miss Dresser in 
Chicago, Miss Dresser’s father, a retired 
merchant, offered a good mark, and Meyer 
putin execution the scheme that he has 
since frequently worked. He wrote out a 
life insurance policy for $10,000 in the 
name of Mr. Dresser, payable to his 
daughter, who was then living with 
Meyer. He turned in the examination, 
which showed a much younger and vig- 
orous man, 

Mr. Dresser suddenly grew sick. In 
some way the Germania Insurance com- 

ny, the one interested, heard of the 
sickness and began an _ investigation, 
Myer andthe daughter fled and a year 
later both were arrested in Denver and 
brought§ back for trial, The daughter 
prevailed on her father, who had re 
covered from the poisoning, not to prose- 
cute, and they left Chicago at once, and 
have been operating in other cities since.

COMET. 
Professors Frisby and Brooks Report 
Observations of Our Latest Visitor. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—At 10:30 o’clock 
Saturday night, the comet, which is now 
the object of so much search and specula- 
tion, suddenly developed an enormous tail, 
which by the unpracticed eye was taken to 
be a display of the aurora borealis. 

Atthat hour Professor Frisby of the 
naval observatory was studying the comet 
through a nine-inch glass. He noticed a 
long streak of greeni-shwhite light shoot 
out from the comet and extend itself al- 
most to the zenith. 

At first, the nucleus of the comet being 
et that moment hidden by a fleecy cloud, 
it was thongut to be an auroral display, 
but as there was no flickering and as the 
light came steadily from where the comet 
had last been seen, the professor con- 
cluded that he was seeing a comet in pro- 
cess of deyelopment. 

The tail of the comet was 30 degrees in 
length, a distance about 60 times as long 
as the moon is wide, and extended from 10 
degrees above the horizon almost to the 
zenith. It was plainly visible to the naked 
eye and was watched for some time by the 
corps of observers at the institution. 
GENEVA, N. Y., July 17. — Professor 
Brooks yesterday reported the observation 
of a display of the aurora here Saturday 
night, the most magnificent feature of

which was a beam of light of great bril- 
liancy reaching from about the horizon up 
past the zenith toward the eastern sky. It 
resembled in form and brightness a great 
comet, for which it was mistaken by many 
persons. The real comet, he said, wascon- 
siderably to the north of this and is be- 
coming fanter. It was just visible in the 
aurorial glow. 


SUNDAY OPENINGS. 


Judge Stein Says That Mr. Clingman’s 
Injunction Is Stil) In Force. 


CiricaGo, July 17.—By an almost unani- 
mous vote a large majority of the world’s 
fair directors decided last Friday that 
after yesterday the gates of the fair shall 
be closed to the public Sundays. But this 
decision, it appears, does not finally settle 
the question. A temporary injunction ob- 
tained several weeks ago by Charles W. 
Clingman, one of the stockholders in the 
exposition company and a taxpayer of 
Chicago, compelling the gates to be kept 
open, still standsin the way. 

Judge Stein of the superior court of 
Cook county, who granted tha decree, 
said: “The injunction is still in force; 
there is no doubt about that. If the court’s 
attention is officially called to any viola- 
tion of the order it will, after due consid- 
eration, take such action as may appear 
proper.” 

Further than that the judge declined to 
discuss the matter. He said that it would 
not be becoming in him to anticipate what 
will be done. William E. Mason, solicito: 
for the petitioner, said: ‘The gates will 
not be closed next Sunday, unless my 
client backs down.” 

Edwin Walker, who has been the chief 
legal spirit in conducting all the litiga- 
tion on the side of the exposition company, 
said: “The gates will be closed. Unless 
Mr. Clingman consents to an amicable ad- 
justment of the matter relative to the in- 
junction, we will simply go into court and 
have it set aside.” 


A BAD SHOWING. 


Receiver Appointed For the Garwood 
Steel Works by Chancellor McGill. 


New York, July 17.—Chancellor McGill 
of New Jersey has appointed John C. Paul 
temporary receiver of the steel works of 
Garwood, on the representation of George 
Holmes that the company is in financial 
straits. 

Originally a Boston corporation, formed 
to manufacture steel car wheels at a single 
casting, its proprietors were induced to lo- 
cate their plant at Garwood, on the line of 
the Jersey Central railroad. The Garwood 
Land and Improvement company built 
the required plant, and then the Boston 
corporation was reorganized and new cap- 
ital stock tothe amountof $500,000 was 
issued. 

The statement of the company’s finances 
submitted to the chancellor showed that 
the assets are about $14,000 outside of a 
$85,000 contract with the Central railroad 
and the lease of the Garwood plant. The 
liabilities amount to $66,000. 

John C. Paul, who was appointed tem- 
porary receiver, is also president of the 
company, and Chancellor McGill said his 
appointment would be made permanent if 
there was no objection from stockholders. 
The trouble is said to be due to the failure 
of the company’s experiment with the 
patent process for making car wheels. 


A Good Saving Shown, 

WASHINGTON, July 17.~—The special ex- 
amination division of the bureau of pen- 
sions has kept a record since May 1 of the 
amount involved in first payment of every 
case rejected after the special investiga- 
tion. This record shows that for the most 
of May and June last in these prima facia 
cases, Which would have been allowed had 
they not been specially investigated, the 
first payment would have amounted to 
$150,279. 

Interuational Engineering Congress. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—The interna- 
tional congiess, which is to be held in con- 
nection with the fair at Chicago, will open 
July 31. It will cover all the fields of en- 
gineering, except electrical, which is to 
have a special congress. The division of 
marine and naval engineering will be 
managed by Chief Engineer George W. 
Melville of the bureau of steam engineer- 
ing, navy department,

The commission was appointed for the 
purpose of surveys fora railway system 
which should connect the northern and 
southern hemispheres with each other and 
form a continuous line of railroad from 
the United States through the American 
republics of the south. As in the case of 
the bureau of American republics, each 
country interested pays its share of the 
expense in 

Proportion to Population. 

Congress last year failed to make any 
appropriation for the continuance of the 
work on the part of the United States, and 
it will require the greatest economy for the 
commission with the fundsin hand to be 
able to close up its work and printits re- 
ports, which will then be open for the use 
of capitalists who may seek to profit by 
these government surveys and build the 
railroads that are contemplated. The 
field work was pursued by three parties— 
one in Central America and two in South 
America. Thatin Central America was 
under the direction of Lieutenant Mce- 
Comb, U. 8. A., and surveyed a line from 
the southern boundary of Mexico through 
Guatamala, San Salvador, Honduras, 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica to the Savage 
river. This party has just returned to the 
United States, arriving July 8, and is now 
at work upon the reduction of its field 
notes and the preparation of maps and 
charts. 

Corps No, 2, under the command of Mr. 
William F. Shunk, started in at Quito, 
Ecuador, and surveyed a line through 

The Difficnlt Andean Region 

as far as Cartagena on the Caribbean sea; 
also a line from the Savage river in Costa 
Rica through Panama and the isthmus to 
the neighborhood of Antioquie, in Colom- 
bia, where it connected with the other 
line from the isthmus to Cartagena. Mr. 
Shunk’s party returned to the United 
States in June, and are also engaged in 
writing up their final report and preparing 
their maps. 

The remaining corps was under the di- 
rection of William D. Kelly, and surveyed 
aline from Quito, Ecuador, to Cuzzo, Peru. 
The maps of this last party are nearly 
completed, and their reports covering 
their operations are now in preparation. 

Concerning the whole work it may be 
said that the reports of the fielding en- 
gineers demonstrate the feasibility of 
building these railroads to connect the 
systems of North America with those of 
South America, and that there are no in- 
surmountable engineering difficulties in 
the way of a successful prosecution of 
such work. The whole number of miles 
surveyed aggregate 4500. It is expected 
that all the reports will be made to con- 
gress some time this winter.

For the Loss of the British War- 
ship Victoria. 


A MISREADING OF SIGNALS 


Given ais a Possible Cause of 
the Disaster. 


VALETTA, July 18.—The court martial 
appointed to try Captain, the Hon. Maurice 
A. Bourke, Staff Commander Hawkins- 
Smith and the surviving officers of the 
British battleship Victoria, which was 
sunk ip collision with the Camperdown, 
off Tripoli, Syria, opened yesterday upon 
the Hibernia, the flagship of Rear Ad- 
miral Richard E. Tracey. All the sur- 
vivors were on board the Hibernia. 

The trial opeued with the 
Judge Advocate Rickard of the first dis- 
patch sent by Rear Admiral Markham, 
whose flag was on the Camperdown at the 
time of the accident, announcing the loss 
of the Victoria to the admiralty, and the 


reading by 


subsequeut dispatches forwarded by the 
rear admiral. A letter written by Rear 
Admiral Markham ou July 1 was; also 
read. 


In this letter minor points in the dis- 
patches were corrected and the statement 
made that, in reply to Vice Admiral! 
Tryon’s question: 

“What Are You Waiting For?" 
signalled after the vice admiral saw that 
his order for the fatal maneuvre was not 
being obeyed, Rear Admiral Markham had 
signalled that he did not quite understand 
the vice admiral’s order. The judge ad- 
vocate also read a letter addressed to Rea 
Admiral Tracey in which Captain Bourk 
sai¢ that in his opinion the engines of bot: 
the Victoria and Camperdown were pu 
three-quarters instead of full speed aster: 
before the collision. 

Captain Bourke in this letter said he 
concluded that the telegraph indicators in 
the engincer room deviated from the in- 
dicators on the bridge, and thus the signal 
from the bridge had been misread by the 
engineer on watch. 

Constructor Newham of the Malta dock- 
yard testified that the last time that the 
Victoria was in the dockyard her water- 
tight chambers and scuttles were all in 
perfect order.

He 
was shabbily dressed. His face is deeply 
marked and lined. He has a heavy mous- 
tache that defies cultivation and a large 
tquare lower jaw. Meyer trailed along 
theepishly with the detectives and was 
taken before Inspector McLaughlin. 

“What is your name and residence?”’ in- 
quired the inspector. 

Tothis the prisoner promptly replied: 
“Carl Shaffer, 55 years old, of 123 Clifford 
street, Detroit, Michigan.” 

“Ts that your right name?” 

“Yes.? 

“Were you also known as Dr. Henry C. 
W. Meyer?” asked the inspector. 

“I would rather not answer that ques- 
tion until I see counsel.” 

Meyer Refused to Answer 
other questions. He ssid he would say 
nothing about his case until he had con- 
sulted counsel. 

The inspector ordered Meyer to be locked 
up. The detectives: said that nothing of 
importance occurred between themselves 
and the prisoner on the trip from Detroit. 
He would talk about nothing but common- 
place matters, except that he occasionally 
said that he had never been in New York, 
and he knew nothing of the man known 
as Gustave Baum and the man Ludwig 
Brandt. 

The train on which detectives with their 
prisoner first started from Dé@troit would 
have carried them through Canada. This 
would have resulted in complications, and 
they were therefore obliged to rest fora 
few hours in Toledo, where

Give Astronomers Stil] Another Item to 
Ponder Over. 


SAN Jose, Cal., July 18.—An important 
discovery regarding the comet has been 
made at Lick observatory. Photographic 
plates reveal the fact that the celestial 
visitant has a companion. The second 
comet is enveloped in the tail of the first 
one, shows distinctly, andits tail merges 
into that of the other. The second comet 
cannot be seen through the telescope. It 
appears to move in the same orbit as the 
main one, or an orbit exactly parallel, and 
at the same rate of speed, ‘The discovery 
makes more certain the theory that the 
original force which throws out comets 
sends out more than one at a time.

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An Undergreund Trolley System. 

An underground trolley system, the 
invention of Malone Wheles of Tennes- 
see, is being tested on a three-quarter 
mile section in Washington. Briefly 
described, the road is laid with 40- 
pound T rails, yokes of 180 pounds 
each and 40-pound slot rails. The con- 
duit, midway between the rails, is 16 
inches deep by 17 inches wide, and in- 
side isa loose wire on insulated brack- 
ets. This wire is cut in 200 feet lengths 
and carries a current only when the car 
is moving over one particular section. 
The copper feeding cable is laid parallel 
to the trolley wire. Without going into 
details, the car is fitted with two ordina- 
ry 20-horsepower motors, and a pair of 
trolley wheels passing through the slot 
connects the motors with the trolley 
cable. 

In each 200-foot section is an iron 
switch box containing an electro mag- 
net, and as the cars enter a section a 
storage battery of several cells on the 
car vitalizes the magnet and lifts an iron 
armature and connects the trolley and 
the feed cables, and thus supplies power 
to the motors, while the main line cur- 
rent cuts out the local battery. On 
reaching the next section the current is 
again automatically switched on and is 
also cut off from the rear section. When 
the car stops, the current is instantly re- 
leased from the trolley wire, and the 
same is the case when going down hill. 
The car can travel in either direction by 
turning a reversing switch. The cost 
for a single track is said to be $30,000 per 
mile.—Engineering News. 

Training For the Sickroom. 

The Massachusetts Emergency and 
Hygienic association has just prepared a 
class of young women for a new occupa- 
tion—that of trained attendants for con- 
valescents, chronic invalids, elderly per- 
sons and little children. It often happens 
that members of a family are either un- 
fitted, unwilling or unable through busi- 
ness engagements to care for their own 
sick or feeble. The trained nurse is too 
expensive a luxury to be kept through 
weeks, perhaps months, of weary con- 
valescence, and the patient, who perhaps 
was doing well at her departure, begins 
to suffer for proper care. The trained 
attendant, who has been instructed by 
competent trained nurses, is then pre- 
pared to take her place. 

She has been taught how to ventilate 
the rooms, make beds, bathe the patient, 
serve and prepare attractive food and do 
the many other things necessary to make 
life as pleasant as possible for the sick. 
The young women admitted to the Bos- 
ton classes must be at least 20 years of 
age and be possessed of good antecedents. 
The course of 30 lessons, for which $3 is 
paid, is followed by an examination, 
which if creditably passed entitles the 
pupil to a diploma.—New York Post.

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THEBAXTER MURDER 


Is Very Likely to Forever Re- 
main a Mystery. 


HE HAD BEEN DEAD A WEEK. 


Cunningham Is Not Suspected 
by His Neighbors. 


Worcester, Mass., July 18.—Did Ed- 
ward Cunningham murder William Bax- 
ter of HoldenY Noone living can answer 
the question but Cunningham himself, 
and he denies it and has proved an alibi. 

He was held in custody about two hours 
by the police, and his release has left the 
murder as mysterious as some others that 
have occurred in thgs state of late. 

Baxter was murdered in a most foul 
manner, the first blow of the four evi- 
dently being given from behind, the im- 
plement used being one of Baxter's own 
exes, The murderer has had over a week’s 
ttart of the police, and ample time has 
Jotervened to-cover his tracks, 

The motive of the crime was without 
doubt robbery. The spot in the bushes 
where the dastardly crime was committed 
is an 

Ideal Place For a Murder, 
if such a term may be applied to so foula 
thing. It is 300 or 400 feet from the house 
{whichis about three miles from Holden 
Center), and about the same distance, or a 
little more, from the Winter Hill road 
that runs past the premises. 

It isa lonely place, and but few people 
pass, so thatthe chance of detection was 
smallindeed. Thecrime must have been 
committed in broad daylight, for Baxter 
was cutting young birches for peapoles, 
aud he probably would not select night for 
doing such work. 

Baxter was last seen alive July 8, but 
whether in the morning or afternoon is 
not certain. 

An old man named Connor, who lives 
next house to Baxter, and in the same 
house with Knox, says he was at the Bax- 
ter house on Saturday morning, July 8, 
and had a drink of cider there 

With Baxter and Cunningham. 
He left the house and Cunningham and 
Baxter went off together down the lane, 
and he says he saw them disappear through 
fue bar way in the direction of the birch 
patch where the body was found. Connor 
says they started off together to cut some 
birch limbs, and this story is corroborated 
by the circumstances of finding the birch 
limbs and also finding the body in the 
spot where Connor saw them walk toward. 

The story as told by old man Connor is 
combated by the story of Cunningham, 
which seems to be backed up by another 
witness, making out a complete alibi. 

Connor is certain that he saw both Cun- 
ningham and Baxter go out together to 
cut down birch boughs on the Saturday 
morning in question, each carrying an 
axe, and that the one carried by Cunning- 
ham, in the opinion of Connor, resembles 
the one which the oflicers think did the 
awful work. 

Cunningham says he was in Ashuelot, 
N. H., July 7, and in Hinsdale, Vt.. July 
8and 9. Hesays he travelied from there 
to Burlington, Brattleboro, Rutland, 
Mass., Fitchburg, Leominster, Clinton and 
Oakdale, back to Dawson’s, where he ar- 
rived last Thursday night. Edward 
Downey, another mill hand, says he was 
with Cunningham all through the trip. 
Detectives left for Hinsdale yesterday 
tolook up the story, and, of course, if 
Cunniggham and Downey are telling the 
truth it 

Can Easily Be Verified. 
The autopsy shows that four blows were 


inflicted. It was held by Medical Exam- 
iner Keefe, assisted by Drs. Carroll and 
Conlon. 


‘hey examined the body as it lay in the 
barn, where it was placed Sunday night. 
They found four different blows on the 
head. One was at the base of the skull; 
another wasin the left side of the eye, 
also crushing in the skull; another was 
over the right ear, and the other was back 
of the head. The blows, in the opinion 
of the doctors, were made witha heavy 
axe. They are of the opinion that the 
man has been dead a week. They found 
the body ina terrible state of decompo- 
sition. 

It was the stench arising from the de 
composed body that directed the search- 
ing party to the place where the vic- 
tim lay. 

The Murdered Man 

was not very well known inthiscity. He 
has lived here for about eight years or 
since he came from Sheffield, Eng., in 
1884. He was’a married man and lefta 
wife and son at home, but he has always 
told that he was not on the best of rela- 
tions with his family and had ceased to 
live with them long before he left Eng- 
land. 

He lived with Mr. Anderson, the cook 
in Trulson’s saloon, Anderson speaks 
very highly of Baxter. Mrs. Briggs, who 
keepsa boarding house, knew him and 
speaks inthe highest terms of him, but 
says she has not seen much of him of late. 
The sentiment in Holden is that it is best 
to let the matter drop, as the town is clear 
of a bad house. 

Cunningham is not looked upon with 
suspicion by the people of Holden who 
know him, even thou-h he isa sbiftless 
fellow. His actions while undergoing ex- 
amination were straightforward, and gave 
the impression that he was telling the 
truth. 

The police apparently have no clue to 
work on, and with the indifference of the 
people, the case is likely to remain a 
mystery until someone gives forth a dying 
confession. 


THE DANFORTH TRAGEDY. 


fhe Dead Man Had Been Heard Threat- 
ening Bela Noyes. 

DANFORTH, Me., July 18.—This town has 
been in a fever of excitement and all busi- 
hess suspended, the occasion being the 
preliminary examination of Bela Noyes 
for the murder of John Edgar last Satur- 
day before Trial Justice Carleton, 

County Attorney Campbell appeared for 
the state, and Messrs. Hanson and Hewes 
for the prisoner. 

It appeared from the testimony that 
Edgar had been drinking during the day 
and had some trouble with Noyes, who 
runs the stable in connection with Foss’ 
hotel, and sells rum. Edgar wanted more 
liquor and Noyes refused to let him have 
it. Edgar said Noyes called him hard 
names and he was going up to have it out 
with him. 

It was ia evidence that he was in a state 
of beastly intoxication when he went to 
the stable and was no match for Noyca,

They had a fight 
in the stable, and when witnesses arrived 
Edgar was unconscious on the floor. He 
was taken to the hotel, where he aied five 
or 10 minutes after the arrival of the doc- 
tors. 

The autopsy made by Dr. M. L. Porter 
and witnessed by Coroner A. K. Lincoln, 
revealed several bruises on the head and a 
hemorrhage of the brain, which pro- 
duced death. : 

The defence cons dered that if anything 
had been shown it was a case of man- 
slaughter, and justifiable at that, as the 
dead man had been heard to threaten the 
prisoner. On this, Counsel Hanson asked 
that the prisoner be admitted to bail. 

County Attorney Campbell said that he 
could not consent to bail, as it had been 
shown that Noyes literally pounded his 
victim to death, while he was pleading for 
his life. 

Justice Carleton decided that the prob- 
able cause had been shown, and ordered 
the prisoner committed to jail to await the 
action of the grand=jury at the October 
term of court.

FAMILY POISONED. 


& Case Which Has Attracted the Atten- 
tion of Nashua Police, 

Nasuva, N. H., July 18.—A sad case of 
fysterious poisoning was reported last 
hight in the family of Theophile Des- 
champs, residing on Tolles street. The 
family consisted of a father, mother and 
six children. One of the latter was taken 
sick Friday and died at 8.30 the next morn- 
ing. Another was taken sick and died 
Sunday morning. Another girl, 13 years 
old, was taken sick and is dying, and now 
the mother is not expected to live. 

They all have symptoms of poisoning. 
They are taken with vomiting and severe 
headaches, and the bodies of those who 
have died are covered with black spots. 
It is claimed that they have eaten nothing 
but rice soup, bread and meat and their 
deaths have created much excitement. 

It is feared that the whole family will 
die. A post mortem examination will be 
held. An investigation was begun at a 
meeting of the police commissioners yes- 
terday atterncon.

of matter which gradually grew larger. 
After a short time Leake began to suffer 
acute pains in the region of his stomach 
and applied to a physician, who diag- 
nosed his trouble as indigestion and pro- 
ceeded to treat him for it. 

But the pains increased, and it soon be- 
came a matter of impossibility for the 
sufferer to retain any food except such 
as was administered in a liquid form, 
and the doctor began to suspect that the 
cause of the trouble lay beyond the ordi- 
nary phases of indigestion and declared 
an operation necessary. It was with 
difficulty that Leake was prevailed on to 
submit to this, but he finally consented. 

The surgeons thoroughly explored the 
abdomen and intestines, but without 
finding any disturbing object, though it 
was observed that the stomach was dis- 
tended to nearly twice its normal size. 
Leake suffered the greatest agony, with 
repeated efforts to vomit, which con- 
tinued until death ensued. A_ post- 
mortem examination revealed the fact 
that the seed had sprouted from the mass 
surrounding it, and putting out shoots 
had actually attacked the walls of the 
stomach as a creeping plant does a wall.

The Cause of the Backward Spring. 

Dr. M. A. Veeder of Lyons, N. Y., who 
has devoted much time and attention to 
the weather and kindred phenomena, 
and whose reputation as a meteorologist 
is international, has advanced a theory 
to account for the general disagreeable- 
ness of the present spring.

The final argument in the great water 
case were made Tuesday morning at the 
old Court house, Boston. 

Mr. Morse made the argument for the 
city, which in substance was as follows: 

In openimg, he read the several acts 
passed by the Legislature and the law in re- 
gard to the purchase of this property by the 
City of Quincy. 

He enlarged upon the clause which pro- 
vided that the city should first purchase the 
property of the Water Co. The city was 
therefore in a position of doing nothing to 
supply its citizens with water and it was 
compelled to buy the property of the Water 
Co. It was a case where one party wanted 
to sell and the other party was obliged to 
buy. The city did not want to buy, but 
was compelled to do so as a proper step to- 
ward supplying itself with water, which 
allows us to criticise the Company. Should 
not discuss the expert testimony. Assumed 
the city should pay forits visible property 
and its franchise. They are entitled to fair 
compensation and in determining this the 
commission are to consider the elements, 
such as cost of construction, maintenance, 
income, etc. 

Called attenton to the tenth sectiou of 
chapter 162 of Acts of 1883, where the town 
is authorized to issue bonds to the amount 
of $250,000, which indicated a limited power 
and indicates that it was the amount the 
town should pay for the property. The

The Supreme Point, 

as it is essential to heve water safe for the 
people to drink, and it has been clearly 
proven unfit fur domestic purposes. It 
is true it can be improved at a great cost. 
That it is unfit for use is evident as it is not 
used largely for drinking purposes. Re- 
ferred to the analysis made by Prof. 
Sharples, every sample of which is pro- 
nounced poor, except that taken from 
the well, about which no question bas 
been raised. 

He referred also to reports cf State 
Board of Health, testimony offered by 
| Prof. Bennett, Dr. Ertz and others, He 
then referred to testimony of citizens who 
did not use the water and that the Water 
Company had produced no testimosy to 
show that it was extensively used for 
drinking purposes. If they could have 
found a single person to show that it was 
good for domestic purposes they would 
have produced him, 

He also referred to the fish testimony. 
These things must be taken into considera- 
tion, as no grown city would acceptit as 
it nowis. It is not very funny this dying 
of the fish if you have to drink the water. 
This must be refined and purified before 
it can be good. 

The next subject was the supply and 
distribution system which looking to the 
immediate needs of the city was inadequate, 
as 50 per cent of the entire system is 4 
inch pipe and under. 

The pipe is of itself of a 


Novelty Character, 

Which is still an experiment whose life is 
not known. We have had the testimony 
of the best hydraulic engineers in the 
country, and not one of them bas used it 
as yet, and the only reason it was used 
here was because Mr. McClellan had an in- 
terest in the pipe. 

Referred t» Gleason’s testimony, who 
admitted he had patched the pipe but de- 
clined to tell where, because he said it was 
his capital in trade, This is very suspici- 
ous, 

It has also been testified to that the 
stand-pipe and foundation were poor and 
that the conduit pipe from the reservoir to 
the pumping station was insufficient, and 
the system is a third rate system at the 
best. 

The next point in Mr. Morse’s argument 
was the cost of construction, This case is 
without a precedent as it is without trust- 
worthy data. He charged that this com- 
pany was conceived to make a big sale to 
the city of Quincy, to manufacture bogus 
contracts, false affidavits, and a peculiar 
system of bookkeeping. The contracts say 
the works cost $237,000 but it is certain 
that they did not cost that amount. He 
thought Dr. Faxon must have imagined 
some of the things that he testified to,

CHARLES BRECK DEAD. 


The Good Old Man, Mason, Historian and 
ex-Town Official Passes Away. 

The death of the veteran, Charles Breck 
of Milton, on Tuesday, came suddenly to 
bis many friends who hoped and expected 
he would become a centenarian. He was 
in his usual health up to a week ago Satur- 
day, when be began suddenly to fail and 
took to his bed. He retained his intellect- 
ual powers, however, up to the day before. 
He was in bis 96th year and was a remark- 
ably smart man up to the last, holding town 
office until 90 years of age and retaining 
all bis faculties, being an authority on 
matters of local history, particularly of 
Quincy, and for many years of his life kept 
a valuable weather record. 

Mr. Breck was one of the earliest sub- 
scribers of the Quincy Parrior and 
always paid his subscriptions promptly 
often in advance. On June 8 last he 
visited the cffice unattended and took a 
receipted bill to date. We then com- 
mented on his smartness.

The Water Case Now in Hands of 
Commissioners. 


GOV. ROBINSON'S ARGUMENT, 


Compensation Wanted for the Franchise 
—Common Sense to Determine Value, 


Ex-Goy. Robinson commenced his argu- 
ment for the Quincy Water Co., at 1.30 
Tuesday. 

Prior to 1892 he said the city owned none 
of this property. The city was before 
that entirely without a supply. There 
was a city of 10,500. people dependent for 
water supply from wells and had taken no 
steps whatever toward a supply. These 
people were drinking water from wells 
near cesspools, Was this water pure? 
There are now 18,000 people having at 
their door water that is free from the 
contamination of cesspools and sink spouts, 
The Quincy Water Co. has made this 
change and given to the city what it never 
had before and now would not part with. 

He told of the charter granted the 
Water Co. He could not see in sect. 10 
a limitation of $250,000, as he found if he 
read the two sections there was $500,000. 

The actual capacity of the reservoir is 
180,000,000 gallons. ‘There are 35 miles 
of piping. We find this work was finished 
in June, 1884, and done by a contractor 
who was accustomed to deal with large 
contracts, A man who handled a great 
deal cf work. The first inference would 
be that the Company were dealing with an 
honest man. There was a dam built by 
Mr. Taylor and there is not a single ex- 
pert who says it was not of the best 
work. It stands for itself and 

Speaks for Itself 
as all the works do. There is nothing 
better in the way of machinery. 

Nobody finds fault with the stand pipe, 
outside of Mr. Blake, whom he should 
leave out of his consideration, as no one 
has shown so much purpose to find fault as 
he. 

The pipes have been laid nine years. 
These pipes were examined on the 
visitto McKeesport. It has a complete 
record and stands well to this hour. If 
there was anything wrong the city would 
have found it out as they have had charge 
of itovera year. There is nothing delete- 
rious to the health in the alloy tsed in this 
pipe. Nothing can be said against it ex- 
cept by these gentlemen who say they have 
not used it, The word calamine means 
beautiful and durable. The water is not 
absolutely pure, yet they have used it 
since 1892 and have done nothing to ex- 
clude these piggeries. You will find this 
water of as good quality as Boston is using, 
if you will look through the report of the 
State Board of Health. ‘There has been a 
complaint from twenty or more places in 
Massachusetts during the past year as to 
its poorness, 

After all the objections to this water the 

Mayor EFecommended 

For the city te own it. Those who attend- 
ed the nearings at the State House are per- 
fectly familiar with them as they are the 
same ones. Show us a single Quincy doc- 
tor who has been brought here to testify 
against it. The two physicians who are 
here have not been contradicted which is a 
demonstration that it is free from any 
qualities that make it injurious to the peo- 
ple who take it. 

Common experience is that reservoirs 
improve in cleanliness as they grow older. 
In 1883 there were between 20 and 30 ap- 
plicants for water. In 1892 there were 1445, 
Does not this demonstrate what the people 
of Quincy think of it? No word has been 
said in the argument about the fire service, 
It is well believed that if there was any de- 
ficiency in the fire service the Chief En- 
gineer would have been here. There has 
not been in the history of this evidence a 
single failure in the fire service. Mr. How- 
land says there are very few things to be 
done to make the water shed a good one. 
He says better iron was used in the stand 
pipe than called for. Why will the city go 
against its own engineer. The distributing 
system was planned by Mr. Howland to the 
best of his ability. Is there any ground for 
the statement that these works 

Were Made to Sell? 
Here is the man from the city proving that 
the works were built first-class. Every iach 
of the 2-inch pipe and the 4-inch pipe is in 
use today, and more 4-inch pipe has been 
put in by the city. Sueh property as the 
company owned, the city took. 

The company also had corporate proper- 
ty, rights and privileges. It is important 
to understand the meaning of the statute. 
This commission must make this com- 
pany whole. It must fairly compensate the 
company. 

The word franchise has a meaning and 
calls for a compensation. Franchise is 
a special privilege vested in certain per- 
sons by the government. The value is not 
merely the price for which it may be sold

All These Things, 


When this company were ready to com- 
mence work they offered it to the town, 
to goon and do this work and they would 
give up their charter. But no, the town did 
not want it. They put their stock on sale 
but not a dollar was subscribed. Mr. 
McClellan did not take that contract for a 
charitable purpose. Everything was done 
open and in daylight. No matter how the 
water smells or how many fish there were 
in it, it will quench fire and the city paid 
for a few hydrants. 

The books of the company show that the 
cost of the works was $443,251.32. The 
books of the Water Co. are open and 
have been. They have been kept by Mr. 
Stickney, a thoroughly competent map, 
and not a word has been said about his 
honesty. His sickness and death pre- 
vented his coming here. With all Mr. 
Howland’s work on the bovks he can 
only find a difference of $16,000 which is 
not large for a business like this of 9 years 
standing. Mrs. McClellen brought here 
what she swore was the only thing in her 
husband’s books that refered to the Quincy 
Water Co. 


There is no Proof Here 


that there were two accounts af Spring- 
field, a true and a false account. The 
figures on the kooks at Quincy and on those 
on Mr. McClellan’s private account are 
alike and therefore must be correct. Waat 
books the Water Co. had were bought here 
and because they compared with Mr. Me- 
Clellan’s they were called false. He gave 
all the estimates that had been made 
during the hearing except that of Mr. 
Blake. There are things the Water Co, 
could not do, the city can. 

The value of franchise must be deter- 
mined by common sense it is not in the 
power of a human being to get at the value 
to a cent. 

Quincy has this property and all that is 
possible with it. Suppose ten years hence 
the city of Boston wanted to take the 
property the city would not say it was uot 
worth anythivg as they donow. There is 
a debt of over $400,000 before a dollar 
can go to anything else. In making award, 
interest at 6 per cent. should be allowed 
from the time the city took possession as 
well as the rentals collected of the Com- 
pany. They are entitled to have just com- 
pensation and award.

A FREIGHT STATION. 


A Strong Petition Presented to the 
N.Y, NH & H. 


BY QUINCY BUSINESS MEN, 


Union Station With Spur Tracks Wanted 
Between Quincy and Quincy Adams, 


It now looks as though the long felt 
want on the part of the grocery and granite 
firms of this city for better freight facili- 
ties would soon be remedied. Wednesday 
a petition containing the signatures of 131 
business firms of this city including all 
branches of business was presented to 
third vice president Kendrick of the N. Y., 
N. H. & H. railroad, asking that a 
central freight station be establisked with 
sufficient side tracks and facilities for 
loading and unloading freight. They 
also suggest as a suitable location a lot 
midway between the Quincy and Quincy 
Adams stations. 

Mr. Kendrick in receiving the petition 
gave the committee to understand that one 
of the reasons nothing has been done be- 
fore was that he had understood that it 
was a scheme on the part of some real 
estate cealers, 

Mr. Kendrick promised to consider the 
matter and look into it and it is more than 
probable that the railroad officials will vis- 
it Quincy within a few days to look over 
the ground. 

Should the railroad build a freight sta- 
tion between the two depots mentioned 
above it will prove of great benefit to all 
business firms of the centre and south dis- 
tricts, who have been seriously hampered 
in the past by the want of sufficient side 
tracks and facilities for loading, especially 
in the granite business, as in some 
instances teamsters have been obliged to 
wait hours before they could reach the cars, 

The grocers have also been more or less 
bothered as cars containing freight for 
them have been side tracked at Braintree 
fora few days. As this was sometimes of 
a perishable nature it entailed not only an 
inconvenience but a loss.

‘‘ Everybody can see that the whole thing 
isa shallow political trick, Anything to 
discredit the administration, anything to 
wrong faithful officials, so that others who 
want their places, may obtainthem. Chief | 
Ripley has brought the fire department to a 
high state of efficiency and receives due 
credit from all unprejudiced citizens. With | 
the small means which the Council grudg- 
ingly allows him, it is a wonder that his 
work is as good as it is. 

“Some of these fresh and turbulent 
Councilmen ought to read frequently and 
carefully in the pages of the City Charter,

Oddly enough, the 
longer they are kept the better they be- 
come, as the passage of years lendsa 
yellow tinge to the wax, which causes 
the pearls tolook at once more lustrous 
and more real. The pearls prepared for 
embroideries, dress trimmings, ete., are 
merely small beads filled with wax 2:

inner coating of fish scale liquid that 
make the pearls manufactured for necls- 
laces and earrings so perfectly deceptive,

Comptroller Eckels’ Words of Com- 
fort to Danver’s Banks. 


WILL DO ALL IN HIS POWER. 


He Has Faith In the Ability of 
the Banks. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—James H. Eckels, 
the comptroller of the currency, immedi- 
ately on his retura from New York yester- 
day, addres .ed to the national bank exam- 
iner at Denver a dispatch defining the 
policy of the administration witb refer- 
ence to insolvent national bankivg insti- 
tutions generally as follows: 

Frank Adams, national bank examiner, 
Denver, Colo.: 

“I wish you would announce? to the offi 
cers of the banks which have failed ia 
Denver that it is my intention to lend 
them every aid possible lcoking toward 
speedy resumption on their part, and that 
I shall 

Grant to Them Sufficient Time 
to enable them to not only collect in such 
accounts a3 are speedily collectable, but to 
get together such amounts of money as 
will enable them to open upon asmall 
basis. 

“Itseems to me that such citizens as 
have, by a foolish course of conduct in 
withdrawing deposits from banks which so 
long enjoyed their complete confidence 
and brought about this condition, ought, 
in view of the damage they have done their 
city, as quickly as possible repair it by 
standing ready to deposit with them. 

“T fully appreciate all the circumstane:3 
of the situation, and that no unnecesaat y 


loss may be entailed you are authorized to ; 


employ as assistants to protect paper and 
collect in moneys the most competent and 
trustworthy employesin such institutions. 
I have also erdered Examiner McHugh of 
Iowa to report at once to assist you. 

“TI desire that this telegram be given to 
the press at Denver, evidencing as it does 
that the comptroller has 

Faith In the Ability of the Banks 
of Denver to resume, and of his desire “to 
lend them every assistance consistent with 
his official duty.” 

When asked to express more fully his 
views on the condition of affairs, Mr. 
Eckels said the failures in Denver, like a 
number of other national bank failures, 
were caused by no fault of the bank offi- 
cials, but through a foolish and uncalled- 
for] ck of confidence on the part of the 
depositors. 

“It is my intention,’ he said, “where a 
bank has becn properly conducted, and 
under ordinary circum- 
would have permitted it to re- 
main solvent, to give the institution every 
opportunity to resume business. 

“All the Denver banks that failed were 
well co mducts -d, and every opportunity 
will be given them to reopen, The people 
who have caused the Denver disaster by 
foolish runs should do all they can to help 
the banks resume.”

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TO HEAD THE TICKET 


Matthews and Carroll to Be the 
Democratic Candidatrs. 


THE SLATE MADE IN SECRET 


Will Stand on Last Year’s 
Campaign Issues. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., July 21. — Tha 
Kpringfield Union says this merning: 

“The Morning Union can say authorita 
tively that the Democratic state ticket in 
the fall will be headed by Matthews and 
Carroll, and that both will accept the 
nominations. 

“An agreement was reached by the Dem- 
ocratic leaders at a secret conference held 
Tuesday in Goveraor Russell’s room at the 
State house. 

“John H. Clune of this city, member of 
the state central committee from western 
Massachusetts, was presentut the meeting, 
and four other members of the state cen- 
tral committe were called into the ccuncil. 

At this meeting it was decided that Na 
than Matthews, Jr., and James B. Carroll 
of Springfield were the men to 

Lead the Forces of the Democracy 
in the battle next November, and the 
issues on which the campaign will be 
fought were outlined. They will not differ 
materially from the plan of campaign 
which Governor Russell followed last 
year. 

“Mr. Clune wes seen by a Union repre- 
sentative lust night, but declined, as a 
member of the state committe>, to say 
anything for publication, although he ad- 
mitted that the conference was held, with 
the result stated above. 

“James B. Carroll was also seen, but 
preferred not to speak of his own candi- 
dacy at this time. Mr. Carroll said that 
he had not given the subject any thought 
up to the present, and at any rate did not 
care to say anything about his accepting a 
nomination until it had been officially 
tendered him. He was ignorant of the 
fact that the conference had been held, 
but when made acquainted with its doings 
thought that they were satisfactory. 

‘*Mavor Matthews will be a strong can- 
didate,’ said Mr. Carroll. ‘Heis of a strong 
and. courageous personality and a close 
student of affairs. As mayor of the largest 
city in the state he has made a splendid 
record, and his course in attacking the gas 
ring, not only proved his courage, but 
brought him more prominently than ever 
before the people of the state. As to the 
issues on which the campaign will be 
fought, I see no reason why they will be 
any different from those upon which Gov- 
ernor Russell carried the party to victory 
during the past three years.’ 

“The question of Mr. Carroll’s accept- 
ance was settled bya statement from a 


member of the state central committee, | 


who not only stands high in the state 
councils of the party, but is a close friend 
of Mr. Carroll. He refused to be quoted, 
but said: ‘You can state positively that 
Mr. Carroll will have the second place on 
the ticket this fall. The place will be 
unanimously offered him, and he will ac- 
cept.’’

THE STOCKHOLDERS of the Old Colony 
railroad at a special meeting have author- 
ized the directors to issue stock to ‘‘carry 
into full effect’’ acts passed by the last leg- 
islature calling for the abolishing of grade 
crossings and other improvements. This 
should include the Water street crossing, 
acknowledged to be the most dangerous on 
the Old Colony division. 


Lynn Is the third city to report its tax 
rate for 1893. It is $16.20 against $15.60 
last year. Both Lawrence and Pittsfield 
were higher. That of Quincy will be lower 
than all of these if the gain in valuation is 
as large as last year. The amonnt to be 
raised in Quincy this year is about $265,000 
and an increase of $1,200,000 in the 
valuation will make the rate $16 as last 
year. A smaller increase will increase the 
rate, where a larger increase will reduce it. 
It will not vary much either way from $16. 


THE EVIDENCE in the water case of 
the city has been concluded and the argu- 
ments made, and the supreme court com- 
missioners are now to pass on the value of 
the works, rights and privileges of the 
Quincy Water Company at the time pos- 
session was taken by the city. There were 
very few new points developed in the 
arguments of the learned counsel, either 
for the city or the company. No one 
wants to see the Quincy Water Company 
get anything but a fair value for its works; 
a price that will return to them a good in- 
terest for the actual money invested. 
Neither should the city be bled by the pay- 
ment of any sum approaching a million 
dollars, and we don’t believe it will. 

Governor Robinson argued that the city 
had done nothing to remove the contamina- 
tion since it came into possession, but it 
would be inexpedient before the award is 
made, Then the reservoir and water shed 
will receive prompt attention. Because no 
doctor appear to testify against the water 
it is not a fact that all consider it health- 
ful, and it is not a fact that there have been 
no failures in the fire service. Of course 
the earning capacity should enter in deter- 
mining the value, and if the common sense, 
of which the counsel speaks, prevails, 
Quincy will have no cause to regret having 
voted to purchase,

RUROPE'S WARCLOUD 


French Demands on Siam Dis- 
cussed by England’s Cabinet. 


AGITATION IN THE HOUSE. 


Immediate Preparation to Be 
Made by Great Britain. 


Lonpox, July 21.—A_ special 
meeting was summoned in 
street yesterday afternoon. There wasa 
full attendance, and France’s demands on 


ually 
Dafferin, Britis ambassador to France, 
were formulated and approved. 

After the meeting the Earl of Rosebery, 
secretary of state for foreign affairs, com- 


municated with the admiralty as regards 


the disposition of the fleet in Asiatic 
waters. Late in the afternoon 

Special Orders Were Dispatched 
by the admiralty to Vice Admiral Fre- 
mantle, commander-in-chief of the Chinese 
division of the fleet. 

These facts, together with the sudden 
canceling of the Marquis of Dufferin’s 
leave of absence, is regarded as hardly in 
harmony with the official predictions of a 
perfectly amicable settlement with France 
of the Siamese difficulty. Even if not 
alarmed by the course of France, the gov- 
ernment is believed to realize that the 
Siamese affairis fraught with the most 
serious possibilities, for which immediate 
preparation must be made by Great 
Britain. 

Further questions were asked in the 
house of commons yesterday in regard to 
the Siamese troubles, Sir Edward Grey, 
parliamentary secretary for foreign office, 
replied 

In Behalf of the Government. 

He rehearsed the events that have oc- 
curred in Siam since the relations between 
that country and France had become 
strained, and said that the British govern- 
ment had neither such sufficient nor pre- 
cise information as would enable it to 
force a couclusion as to the merits of the 
conflict. Sir Eiward added that the only 
part of the French uttimatum to Siam 
which concerned Great Britain was that 
relating to territorial arrangements be- 
tween France and Siam. 


SIAMESE DISPUTE, 


Belief Prevalent That Russia Will Assist 
France—Siam Alarmed. 


PAkISs, July 21.—The statement that 

Russia had signified her intention to sup- 
port France in her dispute with Siam, and 
tnat Russian warships were nowon the 
way tothe Gulf of Siam, was published 
in The Petit Journal, a Liberal Republican 
paper. A similar statement appeared in 
The Nation, a Radical newspaper. 
— A dispatch received here from Bangkok 
states that the Siamese court is greatly 
agitated. Preparations are apparently 
under way for the departure of the king 
and his court from the capital. Reports 
of the intention of the king to leave Bang- 
kok have spread among the populace, and 
have caused the excitement. The dis- 
patch adds that it is stated in Bangkok 
that a popular agitation in favor of France 
has been started in the province of Bat- 
tambang, some distance to the southeast 
of the capital, and that troops have been 
sent to put down the sedition. 


Intimidating the Siamese. 

BANGKOK, July 21.—The belligerent at- 
titude of the French gunboats Forfait, 
Inconstante and Comete opposite the 
middle of the city is causing great anx- 
iety among the people. All three gun- 
boats have steam uy and are cleared for 
action. The men are continually beaten 
to quarters, and they train the guns on 
any Siamese zunboat that happens to pass 
them on its way up or down the river day 
and night, although, in accordance with 
an agreement with M. Davie, French min- 
ister resident, the Siamese government en- 
deavors to allay suspicion by warning in 
advance the French commander of the 
passing of every Siamese man-of-war. 


Ex-Governor Still In Custody. 
HACKENSACK, N. J., July 21.—Ex-Gov- 
ernor Prive is still in the custody of Sheriff 
Dogert of Hackensack. Anderson Price, 
one of his former bondsmen, visited him, 
butdid not qualify as his bondsman. The 
ex-governor will say nothing about his 
case, and, despite the action of Chancellor 
McGill in demanding no more bonds, he 
thinks the case will eventually be quashed. 
He is a civil prisoner and enjoys his liberty 
with Justice Heath. 
Lost Both Legs and Will Die. 
Fort WAYNE, July 21.—Charles Dew 
nells of Manchester, N. H., a young man 
who lost his money while attending the 
World’s fair, was stealing a ride through 
this city, over the Pittsburg, Fort Wayue 
and Chicago raiiroad enroute for home, 
when he fell beneath the cars and both 
legs were cut off. He cannot recover. 


Guilty of Manslaughter. 

New York, July £1.—The trial of Mrs. 
Margaret McCabe, who was charged with 
killing the 2-months-old child of Mrs, 
Rose Finch of 8 Amsterdam avenue on 
Jan. 2 last, has resulted in a verdict of 
manslaughter in the second degree.

4 BIT OF BANGKOK. 
Great Britain informed Siam yesterday 
that she could not recognize any obliga- 
tion toassist her. It is evident, therefore, 
that the Siamese government must patch 
up as best it can most of its difference: 
with France. In the territorial arrang: 
ments, however, Great Britain will have . 
voice. The exact nature of her demand: 
cannot be ascertained before France shal’ 
specify more particularly than she has 
prefaced in her ultimatum the 
Boundaries of the Territory 
to be brought under the French control. 
The ultimatum is notably indefinite as 
regards this point. 

Even Siam is still in the dark and her 
efforts to obtain light from M. Davie bids 
fair to remain vain for several days. The 
vital part of the French demand for terri- 
tory may include the whole left bank of 
the Mekong river. 

This territory Siam will not surrender 
without a struggle. France has given 
Siam a month in which to withdraw from 
the ports on the lower Mekong. Siam 
manifests all willingness to pay France 
the indemnity demanded for injuries to 
French citizens and property, although 
the indemnity specified by France is far 
in excess of the damages. 


Export of Rice Stopped. 

Paris, July 22.—A dispatch from Saigon 
says: The Siamese government has issued 
a decree prohibiting the export of rice from 
Battambang and Angkor. The Fluvial 
Massageries company of Cochin China, 
therefore, fearing a rebellion in those 
provinces, has suspended its service op the 
lakes. Admiral Humann bas made a 
requisition on the Fluvial steamer Bat- 
tambang to replaca the Jean Say, which 
was sunk, ani carry the mails between 
Saigon and Bangkok. 


Siam Will “Pony Up.” 

Lonpon, July 22.—The Bangkok corre- 
spondent of the Daily Chronicle says: The 
concession of the French demands is prob- 
able, although a section of the Siamese 
cabinet council are defiant. The French 
gunboats are making special preparations 
for the event of a refusal. 


To Reinforce French Troops. 
Paris, July 22.—A dispatch from Saigon 
to The Temps says that 350 men have been 
sent to reinforce the French garrison on 
the island of Kong in the Mekong river. 


Sound For Siam 
ALGIERS, July 22.—Five hundred of the 
foreign legion of the French army have 
sailed from Oran for Marseilles, whence 
they will be conveyed to Siam.

GENERAL DULLNESS 


Prevails In Business Circles 
Throughout the Country. 


MONEY MARKETS EASIER. 


Result of the Strain Not So Bad 
as Expected. 


NEw YORK, July 22.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: 

This week the country has withstood 
surprisingly well an extraordinary strain. 
The failure of many banks and firms, ofa 
great iron syndicate and other companies, 
the remarkable fall in stocks and the closing 
of some manufacturing houses have come 
in spite of real relaxation in eastern and 
some westesn and southern money mar- 
kets. 

Even while cotton and woolen mills are 
working over-time on past orders, the 
scantiness of new orders was noticed, and 
the great frequency of cancellations. Close 
observers also saw evidence of decreasing 
distribution to consumers, so that dealers 
were left with part of their stocks unsold, 
and wholesale dealers found less en- 
couragement to buy. The steady increase 
in this state of things has brought such 
well-known mills asthe Amoskeag cotton 
and the Slater woolen and many other 
textile and shoe works to stop operation 
for a time 

Until the Prospect Is Clearer. 

In dry goods cancellations are still 
numerous, sales of men’s wooleps are 
notcommensurate with stocks prepared, 
and orders are small and mainly for low 
grade goods. Some improvement is seen 
in dress goods, but cottons are still dull 
and print cloths and brown goods lower. 
Sales of wool are reasonably small, and 
shipments of shoes fall far behind last 
year. 

Wheat has fallen 2 cents, corn 1 cent. 
Pork products and oil are lower. West- 
ern receipts of wheat are moderate and ex- 
ports fairly large, but unprecedented 
stocks press for sale. 

The stock market closed last week hope- 
fully, but by Wednesday had reached the 
lowest average of pricessince 1884. Lon- 
don and short sellers then bought, and 
some recovery has followed. 

Reports From Trade Centres. 

Boston reports no improvement and 
hand-to-mouth buying. Dry goods back- 
ward, woolen orders limited, and the 
clothing trade slow. Shoes are quiet, with 
buying slender. Wool is more steady, but 
sales small. Trade in furniture and_hard- 
ware is moderate, and building a little 
more active as, local money markets are 
easier. 

At Philadelphia dry goods are un- 
changed. Liquor, tobacco, and chemicals 
are quiet, with slow collections, and wool 
lower, textile manufacturers buying lit- 
tle, and carpet mills generally running 
short time. Banks are holding currency 
and strengthening themselves. 

Chicago reports 19 per cent decrease iu 
clearings, 25 in real estate and 9 in east- 
bound shipments, active demands for 
loans, but more freedom in lending and 
better feeling. The strong position of 
Chicago banks is shqwn by reports. The 
jobbing trade has fairly satisfactory or- 
ders, and collections are easier. Retail 
houses are doing a heavy business, 

At Milwaukee the closing of some man- 
ufactories and reduction of wages in 
others and the failure of the great iron 
syndicate are noticed. 

At St. Paul trade is restricted. 

At Minneapolis lumber sales are re- 
duced and sales of flour below the output. 

The treasury has been paying gold to 
the banks, but, on the whole, increasing 
its holdings. 

Exports of products are a little larger 
than a year ago, but imports are also 
large. 

The Failures 

during the past week number 467 in the 
United States against 168 last year, and 
25 in Canada against 19, two of the fail- 
ures being of capital exceeding #2500,000 
and 101 others of capital exceeding 25900 
each. Last week the failures in the 
United States numbered 374, and the 
previous week 324. 


WAS ONLY TEMPORARY, 


The Trouble Among National Banks Is 


Now Nearly Over. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—Mr. Eckels, the 
comptroller of currency, is still of the 
opinion that the worst is over, and that 
the failures of a majority of the national 
banks that are involved represent nothing 
more serious than temporary inability 
to pay out unusual sums of money that 
could have been provided had panic- 
stricken stockholders given reasonable 
notice. 

Reports received from nearly all the na- 
tional banks in New York city show them 
to be in excellent condition, notwithstand- 
ingthe great demands that have been 
made onthem. A statement of the condi- 
tion of the Brooklyn national banks 
shows that their reserve amounts to 27.01 
per cent and resources 
Twenty-five per cent is considered an ex- 
cellent showing.

THE COLDEST LIVING MASON. 


Friends and Business Associates Gather

Prayer was cffered at 2 rp. M, in the 
presence of the relatives at his late 
residence, at the the junction of Canton 
avenue and Centre street, by Rev. D. M. 
Wilson of Quincy, chap'ain of Rural lodge. 

The bocy was then taken to the First 
Congregational church where were assem- 
bled a large number of friends, seemingly 
including all the old people of the town, 
and also the town officials and business 
associates, and 200 or more Masons, repre- 
senting the Grand Lodge, Old Colony 
commandery of Abington, St. Andrews 
chapter, Union lodge of Dorchester, Rural 
lodge of Quiney, and Macedonian lodge of 
Milton. There was also a delegation from 
Neponset lodge of Odd Fellows, of which 
Mr. Breck was a charter member. 

The Forty-fifth Regiment association was 
also represeated. 

Among well known Quincy peop!e pres- 
ent were: Charles Francis Adams, George 
L. Gill, Char'es A. Howland, Edwin W, 
Marsh, Charles H. Poiter, W. G. Prescott 
and others.

AN ASSURED FACT. 


Connecting Link in the Quincy-Brockton 
System to be Built. 


The Braintree Observer of today says : 

It would seem from announcement 
recently made that an electric line of road 
connecting our town with Quincy on the 
north, and Holbrook and Randolph on the 
south is an assured fact. On Monday 
evening last, a large and enthusiastic 
meeting was held in Holbrook, to act on 
the peti ion of the Directors of the Brain- 
tree Company for an extension of its 
line tiongh that town, connecting with 
the Grockton Street Railway Company, 

and also the proposed line of the Randolph 
Steet Company at the Randolph and 
Holbrook line. 

The meeting was presided over by the 
Selectmen, and upon invitation, Mr. F. A. 
Hobart of the Braintree Company fully 
explaiued the situation, and gave a history 
of the efforts he had made during the past 
three years to secure the building of the 
road. His statement was quite interesting 
and his explanation of the proposed action 
was very favorably received, and after re- 
marks by several citizens of the town, and 
also statements by Mr. Beaty of the 
American Railroad Improvement Compa- 
ny, with whom, we are informed, a con- 
tract has been made by the Braintree 
Company to build and eguip the road. 
The meeting voted unanimously in favor 
of the granting of the petition of the 
Braintree Company. 

We understand that the Braintree Com- 
pany and the Randolph Company are to be 
consolidated, and that the contracts pro- 
vide, after consolidation, for a belt line of 
road, starting at the Quincy line, run- 
ning through Washington and Hancock 
streets to the Holbrook line, thence to the 
Randolph and Holbrook line, through 
Randolph to the Braintree line and thence 
to South Braintree village. 

As the franchise in Braintree expires on 
Oct. 15th, work on that section will be 
commenced at an early date, but it is hoped 
that the entire line will be built and in 
operation within a few months, and we are 
assured that this will be done unless the 
present financial difficulties prevent it. 

The consummation of this result will be 
gratifying to our people, and be of great 
benefit to the town. Mr. Hobart, although 
he has been subjected to severe criticism, 
seems to be entitled te congratulation and 
much credit for bis final success. He has 
persevered under difficulties which would 
have discouraged others, 

We understand from Mr. Hobart that the 
next movement will be the building of a 
road to East Braintree, the only obstacle to 
success being the grade crossing at Brain- 
tree. Our friends in East Braintree ought 
at once to interest themselves in an enter- 
prise so vital to their interests, All hands 
up pow for a road to East Braintree, thus 
binding together all sections of the town. 


The Fresh Air Fund. 


The story of the “‘ Fresh Air Fund” will 
never be told enough until the cities of the 
world have become the cities of the Great 
King, ‘where all the world is sweet.” It 
was fifteen years ago that this question ap- 
peared in a paper, ‘‘ Have you helped any 
one this week?’ and by it a new plan of 
usefulness was suggested — Ten cents will 
give a tired mothera ride and a chance to 
spend the day in green fields. Like the 
grain of mustard seed this has grown into 
a wide-reaching charity which shelters 
multitudes of weary ones during the long 
summer heats, 

Many are so fettered by work that they 
can leave their close, crowded homes for 
not more thana day. Wor these, a succes- 
sion of picnics is provided in Franklin 
Park, with plentiful dinners and pleasing 
entertainment, at an expense of only thirty- 
five cents for each person. Ovhers are per- 
mitted to enjoy a day at Cresent Beach or 
Nantasket. The best of its gifts is Rose- 
mary Cottage, iu Eliot, Maine, which was 
given in memory of alittle child, where 
poor children, tired mothers, and over- 
warked shop girls are sent for two weeks at 
acost, including transportation, of less 
than seven dollars per person. Forty-three 
are now at this ‘haven for weary ones dis- 
tressed.”’ 

The children tell with delight of treading 
the hay, of swinging all they wanted to, 
and of the stories read to them on Sunday 
afternoons, while all have climbed the bill 
to see Mount Washington in one direction, 
and in the other the Isles of Shoals, ‘‘look-

WASHINGTON, July 22.—Mr. Thatcher of 
Colorado, who is reported by Denver tele- 
grams to have furnished President Cleve 
land and Secretary Carlisle with a com- 
prehensive financial policy, including free

try for an unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law. 


BAD FOR MEYER. 


Evidence Which Gives the Government 
a Sure Case Against Him. 

New York, July 22.- District Attorney 
Nicoll has in his possession a letter 
written by Dr. Meyer to his wife, inviting 
her to commit suicide. In the letter Meyer 
promised to commit suicide also. It is be- 
lieved tbat Meyer wished to induce his 
wife to commit suicide so that there 
would be no possibility of her turning 
state’s evidence against him. The letter 
will be used at the trial. That Carl Mul- 
ler, alias Jacob Wimmers, will turn state’s 
evidence and testify against Dr. Meyer 
there is thought to be little doubt, 


Forget His Own Youthful Days. 

New York, July 22.—Jacob Werner, a 
butcher of Forty-fourth street, was with 
difficulty saved from the fury of a mob of 
excited men, women and children last 
evening. Some small boys built a bon- 
fice in front of 425 West Forty-first street 
and danced about it, much to the disgust 
of Werner. Finally the butcher rushed 
out and seized Angelo Corrona and threw 
him into the bonfire. Lhe boy was badly 
burned about the arms. 


Gotham’s Smallpox Cases. 

New YORK, Jaly 22.—A health in- 
Spector stumtled over a nest of smallpox 
in the big tenementat 25 Pell street. In one 
filthy room he found a whole family sick 
With the disease. Constantine Trabaco, 
his wife and three children were huddled 
together in two beds. The family could 
not afford a doctor. Louis Gabana, a 
homeless man, was sent to riverside hospi- 
tal, suffering from smallpox. 


Deserves a Pension, Surely. 

DEtrRoIT, July 22.— The most sensa- 
tional thing that has yet come to light 
relative to the socalled purging of the 
pension list, is the suspension of Justice 
Charles Dean Long of the Michigan su- 
preme court. Atthe battle of Wilming- 
ton island, Ga., he lost his left arm and he 
was also shot through the hips and abdo- 
men. This latter wound has still to 
be dressed twice a day. 


Firemen Overcome. 

BROOKLYN, July 22.—The big furniture 
warehouse of John Stevenson at Java 
street and Manhattan avenue, Greenpoint, 
was partly destroyed by fire this morning, 
causing a loss of $150,000. Firemen Mc-

found unconscious in the burning build- 
ing.

Ardor Cooled by Law. 
ATLANTA, July 22.—Dr. Westmoreland 
and Attorney Rountree were tried yester- 
day upon charges that they intended to 
violate the peace of the state. They have 
been bombarJing each other in the papers 
and a duel was feared. Both were required 

to give a bond to keep the peace. 


Prominent Man Charged With Robbery. 

BELVIDERE, N. J., July 22.—Aurelius J. 
Swayze, a prominent citizen of this place, 
was arrested, charged with embezzling 
$10,000 belonging to Alfonse Lemioux. 
The money had been given to Swayze, it is 
alleged, to purchase iron ore, but he ap- 
propriated it to his own use. 


A Mine Disaster. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., July 22.—An awful 
explosion took plac: in No. 4 shaft of the 
Kingston Coal company at Edwardsville. 
The shock of the explosion tore away 
timbers, smashed mine cars and horribly 
burned three men and one boy, who are 
not expected to recover.

People Who Met Scott. 

Under the caption of Scottiana a cor- 
respondent of London Notes and Queries 
records in that journal the further snap- 
ping of links which bind the present to 
the living} nality of Sir Walter Scott 
himself by death, within the past 
few months, of four individuals who 
were more or }a@s essociated with him, 
The correspondent states that last Au- 
gust there died at Selkirk an old mason 
who, in his youth, helped to build ,Ab- 
botsford. He used to relate that fre- 
quently, while engaged in his work on 
Abbotsford, Sir Walter came and con- 
versed with him and his fellow work- 
man. ‘For, seid he, “the shirra’ had 
nae pride aboot *im.” 

And then toward the close of last year 
died Dr. Skene, historiographer royal of 
Scotland, who was the son of Scott's old 
friend Skene of Rubislaw, and who had 
actnally resided in Abbotsford as the 
guest of Scott. Next there was the late 
Dr. Wordsworth, bishop of St. Andrew’s, 
who it is Lelieved accompanied his illus- 
trious uncle, the poet, and Dorothy 
Wordsworth on their tour through Scot- 
land, when they visited Abbotsford and 
saw Scott before he set ont on what 
proved to be his last excursion to the 
continent. Lastly, there died during 
February William Haldane of Earlston, 
who was personally acquainted with 

scott and was present at his funeral. 
He had many recollections not only of 
Scott, but of Hogg, Lockhart, Willie 
Laidlaw, Andrew Gemmel (Edic Ochil- 
tree) and Tom Purdie. 


The Nizam's I’icasure Boat. 

There has just been completed by’ 
Messrs. Messum, the well known boat 
builders of Richmond, to the order of the 
Nizam of Hyderabad, a pleasure boat 
peculiar in shape and for its size ex- 
ceedingly costly in construction. Two 
boats of, the size of a large skiff have 
been joined side by side by a deck, upon 
the extremities of which rise a number 
of finely carved pillars supporting a pa- 
goda shaped roof. The whole of the 
woodwork is of teak, a wood which ig 
not warped by heat. As an instance of 
the great expenditure of labor upon the 
boat, which is only 28 feet long by 14 
feet wide, it may be stated that the tiles 
of the roof are composed of some 8,000 
small pieces of teak, most of which hare 
had to be specially cut. 

There are no windows, but all four 
sides of the barge will be hung with pure 
silk of the richest quality, while the deck 
will be cushioned in the same costly w: 
to a height of some feet. The barge Witt 
be propelled by two feathered paddles 
placed between the bows and sterns of 
the two supporting boats and turned b 
handles after the manner of a aaa 
canoe. The barge is intended for use on 
a lake near to which the nizam hasa 
summer palace.

WILL GIVE SATISFACTION. 


Siam’s Reply Considered Un- 
satisfactory by the French.

The Cow Barn of John R, Graham 
Totally Destroyed, 


COW STRUCK BUT NOT KILLED, 


Three Boxes Pulled and a Mixed Alarm 
the Result—Loss $1000, 


It was a heavy shower that passed over 
this city Saturday evening, and for three 
hours the sky was lit up with sharp flashes 
of lightning, and there was plenty of thun- 
der, As these two grew nearer together 
many a faint-heart«d one shook with fear. 

During the heaviest of the storm a bolt 
entered an old building situated back of the 
residence of John R. Graham and used as 
a stable for cows. One of the cows was 
struck, having a piece of flesh torn from 
her side, but she was got out of the build- 
ing, which the lightning had fired. 

Parties who saw the fire ran to give the 
alarm, one party to Box 75 and another to 
Box 71, and a few minutes later a third 
party had pulled Box 34. The whistle on 
the electric light station had been cut out 
by the storm and no sound came from that. 
At the central fire station the alarm came 
in first as Box 62, was shown on the indi- 
cator, and the department tore down Han- 
cock street toward Atlantic. When they 
had reached Butler’s brook they saw the 
fire back of them and realized that some- 
thing was wrong, and back they turned and 
started for Washington street, Engineer 
Packard leading the way. 

When the department arrived a line was 
run from the corner of Washington street, 
and a stream was soon thrown on the 
burning building, There was but little 
force to the stream and the line was cut 
and Jet into two streams one of which was 
taken each side of the building. The work 
of these two streams soon began to tell on 
the burning building, and when the Point 
Hose arrived a line was laid for the steamer 
and the fire was extinguished, aaving been 
confined to the main part of the building. 

The Quincey Point Hose was drawn to 
the fire by hand, as no horse could be had. 
There was considerable talk on the part of 
the bystanders at the failure of Box 71 to 
work and of the lateness of the central 
station apparatus in arriving, but as the 
men got box as 62 they cannot be blamed. 

Something like thirty-five miles in the 
tire alarm circuit is teo much, and if any- 
thing happens to it, as is very liable at any 
heavy storm, the whole circuit is out and 
the city without proper attention. When 
the new circuit repeater, which is being 
put in, is completed, this will be done away 
with for if one circuit is cut the next 
nearest box will be on another circuit which 
will save all this trouble. Then again with 
the new repeater, while one box is working 
it will be impossible to pull another and 
have it work. The pulling of two boxes 
about the same time Saturday night was 
doubtless’the cause of the wrong box being 
struck at the central station. 

In the matter of the horse for Hose Two, 
there seems to be a difficulty of providing 
one that is handy to the engine house. 
Councilman Drake while at the fire Satur- 
day night said that Patch & Son had not 
been applied to fora horse. ‘This may be 
true but as Patch & Son stable is over half 
a mile away it does not seem as though 
that would be a very good place to keep a 
horse that is wanted for the service. 

The only reasonable remedy for Ward 
Two seems to be for the city to purchase a 
horse which shall be kept either in the 
Hose house or near there, so as to be ready 
at all time in case of an alarm of fire.

Squalls on Saturday and Sunday Made It 
Lively for Yachtsmen. 

Those boats of the Q. Y. C. which 
participated in the Hull race Saturday had 
a very exciting experience.

About three o’clock a squall from the 
North caused boats large and small to drop 
anchor and sails, One or two boats out in 
the West way tried to scud for a lee. 


One little boat containing three or four 
occupants capsized off the spit on Pig Rocks 
So many boats were anchored around and 
so many were willing to put off in small 
boats to help them, that they were 
rescured and carried to the pile of rocks 
near by, where they stood shivering and 
waiting antil the storm should pass. 

The yacht Halycon was capsized off Hull. 
The five on board clung to the bottom of 
the boat and were rescued. 

Sunday on shore was a lively one, each 
side of the shower. The cars were literally 
jammed. A larger crowd would never 
have visited the beach, had the squall held 
off for a few hours longer. 

All the hotel keepers wore a very pleased 
expression. There was little driving, ow- 
ing to the threa'ening look of the heavens. 
Taken as a whole, the day was a success.

THEY WILL BE GUESTS OF HONOR. 


A World in Itself To Be Seen in the Agri- 
cultural Building—Most of the Nations 
of the Earth and Our Own States and 


Territories Represented at the Colum- 
bian Exposition, 


_WoRLp’s Fair, July 21.— (Special.] — 
Now the harvest isabout finished through- 
| out the country, Soon the threshing will 
| be done and marketing of the golden 
| Stain begin. Then the farmers will 
| come to the fair. Not only will they be 
| welcome, but a royal reception awaits 
them. The man who feeds us, the man 
| whose prosperity is the prosperity of all of 
us, Whose ill-fortune hurts us all, has not 
been neglected in this exposition, On the 
contrary, he and his contributions to the 
world’s industries—the foundation of al) 
| industries and source of all wealth—have 
afrontseat. They will be guests of honor 
here, 

It is the fashion among some of the peo- 
ple one meets here to sneer at the agricul- 
tural display, to say it is not worthy their 
time or attention, that it is dull and com- 
monplace. I pity these people. They are 
thoughtless. Their horizon is narrow. Tc 
my mind the Agricultural building is one 
of the most interesting of all the great 
departments of the fair. It is more than 
| interesting—it is fascinating. It takes us 
nearer to the heart of the people, not only 
of our own country but of all countries, to 
the mass of humanity everywhere, than 
any other feature of the exposition, ex- 
cepting not even the Fine Arts gallery, 
which surely is next to it. 

The creator of this fair builded wiser 
| than they knew when they gave the Pal- 
| ace of Agriculture the proudest position 
jin their marvelous landscape—running 
from the lake by the side of the splerdid 
central basin to the canal—and made that 
palace the most beautiful of all the expo- 
sition buildings. There are just five really 
noble structures in this exposition assem- 
blage. Oneis the Administration build- 
ing, a merely ornamental, crown-like 
structure, a vestibule, its only practical 
use being for offices; the Manufactures 
building, noble in proportions, magnifi- 
cent in dimensions; Machinery hall, ca- 
thedral-like, ornate, impressive; the Pal- 
ace of Fine Arts, which would be a note- 
worthy structure if taken up bodily and 


set down in Versailles, Rome or Athens; | 


|andthe Palace of Agriculture, classical 
| in its form and decorations, perfect in pro- 
portions, the most beautiful of all in the 
dpinion of many whd are competent to 
judge. 
| Itwilldothe hearts of the farmers of 
this country good when they come here 
and see that they have not been assigned 
to the back yard of the fair; that a rude 
and hastily-constructed shell was not 
deemed good enough for them; but thot 
they are received in a veritable palace, a 
structure worthy its uses and too glorious 
| a creation to be suffered to disappear from 
the face of the earth when the exposition 
shall have closed its gates. 
This Agricultural Puilding is a worldin 
itself. In point of size it is the fourth 
| structure of the exposition. Let the 
| farmer imagine fifteen acres of ground 
floor under one roof, with several acres 
|morein the galleries. That gives space 
equal to the average farm in Franco 
und England, and larger than the 
|average farm of Belgium and Hol- 
land. The space is well used. Not a 
square foot of ithas been wasted. If there 
| were no building in Jackson park but the 
Palace of Agriculture, no display but that 
|ofthe products of the soil and the ma- 
chinery and processes used in their propa- 
| gation, harvesting and manipulatiun, the 
World’s fair would still be worth taking a 
long journey to see. 
| Shall I tell you what is in this building? 
|I wish Icould. I should like to write a 
| book about it. But it would be like writ- 
ing a book on the world—you would never

would take a pretty big book to do the

subject justice. Therefore in the space of 
| a single letter I can hope only to point out 
to you some of the most interesting things, 
to give you a few samples from the mighty 
whole. When you come to the fair set 
apart at least one whole day for the Agri. 
| cultural building. Make it two days if 
| you have the time to spare. It will not be 
time wasted. This applies with even 
greater force to the city man, to the pro- 
fessional man who comes from his desk or 
office, than to the farmer himself. The 
man from the city can learn more here 
that is worth his knowing than in any 
other department of the exposition. 

Let us now take a rapid run through 
this world of the farm and briefly mention 
he most interesting things that fall un- 
erour eye. Passing through the great 
rotunda we arrive at the center of the vast 
building. It is a wonderful scene that we 
arein the midst of. Here are most of the 
nations of the world and states and terri- 
tories of our Union with little palaces of 
their own, showing therein their farm 
products. As far asthe vision extends the 
facades of these little palaces—and some 
f them not so-very small, either—greet 
heeye. In the broad galleries which run 
through and around the great structure 
are thousands more, the property of firms 
and individuals engaged in the manufact- 
ure of foods and prepurations. Away to 
the south is seena wide vista of mowing 
| machinery, and thence comes a rumbling, 
| a clicking, whirring sound. There tens of 


thousands of farm machines are in mo 


At the very center of the building two 


eTlcall States, Al eastern ang & western, 
ennsylvania and Iowa, and two foreign 
nations, Great Britain and Germany, have 
posts of honor. A single glance suffices to 
show us they are worthy the distinction. 
England proper is largely confined to fine 
food products, such as pickles and tinned 
goods; but hercolonies, each an empire of 
itself, make wonderful displays, Canada 
shows in graphic form the results achieved 
by scientific agriculture, which has been 
pursued with great energy under govern- 
ment protection, Australia, especially 
New South Wales, handsomely illustrates 
the wonderful development of her farm 
industries which is making of that Pacific 
tmpirea dangerous rival to the United 
Btates. In the year'’91 the wool product 
alone of New South Wales was valued at 
§05,000,000. Cape Colony shows her farm- 
ing methods, which are highly pictur- 
esque. 

The richest and most costly structure in 
the building is that of Spain, in which 
Cuba joins and where the display of Ha- 
vana cigars delights the eye of every 
smoker. South erica is well repre 
sented. Brazil, Uraguay, Paraguay, the 
Argentine Reputlic show their wools, cof- 
fees and grains. Mexico has.a splendid 
exhibit, and other Central Americanstates 
are not far behind, Some of the most in- 
teresting features come from Africa. Be 
sides Cape Colony, already mentioned, 
Liberia, the little republic of the west 
coast, surrounds her products with a

pl easing array of birds, of stuffed animals, 
f native fancy work. She shows us pho- 
tographs of her farms and houses, her peo- 
ple and officials. 

These are features of nearly all the ex- 
hibits. In addition to the agricultural] 
products the natural history of the coun- 
try is represented. Liberia shows us 
hippopotami, leopards,and the vampire bat. 
British Guiana mixes tapirs and jaguars, 
great birds and giant ant-eaters with her 
sugars and carved calabashes, The skin 

f a boaconstrictor, thirty feet long, drapes 

he pavilion of Johore, No better use of 
shotography was ever attempted than 

hat which we find here, for the pictures 

hroughout these forelgn exhibits show us 
more of the world in a day than we could 
see by travelina year. Theart of photog- 
raphy has conquered the globe, and here 
the pictures alone form a vast exposition, 
admirably supplementing the articles and 
products. 

My advice to every fair visitor is to care- 
fully study these foreign displays in the 
farm palace. See how little Curacoa pro- 
duces the liquer for which she ts famous. 
See the macaroni and vermicelli products 
ofItaly. See Siam’s quaint rickles and 
funny bread and crackers. See Japan’s 
infinite variety of farm products, all put 
up like bon-bons; her teas and tea planta- 
tions, and her Shinowarata or long-tailed 
fowl, with feathers touching the ground 
from a hight of thirteen feet. See France’s 
scientific agriculture, especially its great 
veterinary college and hospital, with a 
clinic or operating room as fine as that of 
any medical college in America, See Ger- 
many’s exposition of the art of brewing 
beer, of bottling, of clarifying, and thé 
model brewery. See the model of a horse 
farmin Great Britain’s section, with the 
green grass growing in the paddock. See 
France’s model of a farm in the suburbs of 
Paris and learn how the thrifty French 
tickle the soil quicker and easier than you 
could learn by a trip across the water. 
See Russia’s magnificent display of grains 
and read, if you can, some of the Russian 
agricultural reports. 

Of course the American states are here 
in all their glory. Iowa, proud of her posi- 
tion, gives a notable example of the decora- 
tive possibilities of grains and grasses, 
In this feature Illinois, Pennsylvania, 
Kansas and other states are not far behind, 
while New York and Ohio are severely 
simple, though effective. In Nebraska 
“corn and sugar wear thé crown,” and the 
beet sugar industry, newest thing in the 
west, fs fully illustrated. New Mexico 
shows growing alfalfa, and Mississippi 
growing cotton which is picked and made 
into boutonnieres. Kentucky “leads in 
hemp, tobacco and horses,” while Squth 
Dakota filngs out her banner, “We lead 
all in hogs, pigs, ¢attle, mi 1892." 
Wyoming shows grain grown by irriga- 
tion, while California displays a shock of 
porn thirteen feet high.

Prospects That They Will Run 
Through The Summer. 


EMPLOYES WANT TO CLOSE. 


What Labor Leaders Have to 
Say on The Matter. 


FALL River, Mass., July 24—The situa- 
tion in the cotton trade in this city is in- 
dicated pretty clearly by the talk resulting 
from the statement of the condition of the 
sloth market. y 

There are 25,000 pieces of gools held 
here, The contracts extend int» Marc] ef 
next year, but most of the mills have sew 
or no contracts that will amot.t *o anv- 
thing as a factor in determining tuef 
action of manufacturers. Eigh* co 
tions have contracted ahead into Se, 
ber for about half of their production 

These mills are in an excellent i+ 
condition, as indeed are all the KF a! . +e 
mills, as compared with any previous ° 
in their history. 

They Will Cont! 
until their contracts bave expired, as cust 
because of the desire of their owuers to 
make money as from the force of another 
cause, growing out of a plan recently 
adopted. Heretofore it has been possible 
for mills desiring to shut down to pur 
chase and deliver tne goods of other mills 
in fulfilment of their contracts. This 
practise is not allowable now, owing toa 
rigid rule established by printers to the 
effect that all contracts must hereafter be 
filled with goods made by the mills sign- 
ing the contracts. 

There are some factors at work at tue 
present time which will induce business 
men and others to think seriously before 
shutting down at the present time. For 
some time print works in various parts of 
the country have been shutting down 
The curtailment of output that will result 
from this cause between June and Sep- 
tember will be between 709,000 and 80),090 
, or nearly four weeks’ production 
in the Fall River mills. 

Again, last year there was a great call 
for bunting and cheap material for deco- 
rative purposes, perhaps 700,000 pieces or 
more. This year the demand for these 
purposes is nothing and the production of 
the mills has been turned into regular 
channels again. 

Ths withdrawal of the output of 1,590,- 
000 pieces must have its effect, and manu- 
facturers and brokers agree that the 
weaker and older mills must feel the strain 
first. There are other minor causes to 
which manufacturers attribute the pres- 
ent dull trade, but unquestionably the 
great cause in their minds is 

The Financial Situation, 
Money is not very tight with them, but it 
is tight with their customers and the cus- 
tomers of the converters to whom they 
sell, 

The New Bedford mill which, a short 
time ago, offered 7 per cent to the Spin- 
vers’ union for $25,090 or any part of it 
for six months will not b+ accommodated, 
because the spinners think their money is 
worth a higher rate of interest. Knowing 
all these conditions, the talk after the is- 
suance of the statement became clearer and 
more pusitive. 

Secretary Howard of the Spinners’ 
union and Secretary Whitehead of the 
Weavers’ union are both in favor of a 
shutdown. 

The former said in an interview: ‘The 
manufacturers should shut down at once 
for two weeks, and if that isn’t suffi t 
then let them shut down againin Sep - 
ber. When talks of a shutdown go abroad 
it gives croakers a chance to talk cut- 
down. The operatives have been working 
steadily and hard for the last two years, 
and from what I know of the spinners 
they would not be averse to it. Talking 
of acutdown always angers men, and a 
shutdown will cause a continuation of 
good feelings, and 

Will Materially Benefit the Market. 
We are producing too much just now, and 
we ought to shut down and give the de- 
mand a chance to catch up with the sup- 
ply.” 

Secretary Whitehead has always been in 
favor of ashutdowa in August if it could 
be accomplished. He says he cannot speak 
for all of the weavers, but those with 
whom he talked favor shutting down as 
early as possible and in the hot mouths. 

Although the operatives are in favor of 
a shutdown at once there is no uuanimity 
of feeling among manufacturers. There 
were manufacturers who said that they 
would euter into no agreement to shut 
down as long as there was a dollar in 
sight. They say their mills were made to 
run, and if the older and weaker ones can- 
not run at a profit they should not look 
for help from others. In any case they 
will not shut down when nearly 59,000 
pieces of goods are sold in a week, and 
when only 236,009 pieces of goods are in 
sight. A shutdown, therefore, will not 
take place here before September, and 
maybe not at that time,

FRENCH FLAG DOWN. 


Minister Pavie Preparing to Depart 
From Bangkok. 


COAST TO BE BLOCKADED. 


Military Operations Are Also to 
Be Opened. 


BANGKOK, July 25.—M. Pavie, French 
minister resident, has lowered the flag 
over his offices and notified the Siamese 
government that he will leave the city to 
go aboard the French warship Inconstante 
tomorrow. He has requested the govern- 
ment to provide pilots to conduct the 
Lutin and Comete down the river. French 
subjects in Bangkok will be placed under 
the protection of the Dutch consul, 


Action In France, 

Paris, July 25.—The government has 
notified the powers that it intended to es- 
tablish a blockade of the Siamese coast 
without prejudice to the other measures 
that may be taken, with the object of se- 
curing to France the guarantee to which 
she is entitled. A council of the ministers 
will be held at once to decide what addi- 
tional measures shall be taken to insure 
the obtaining of guarantees from Siam. 

The Liberte, newspaper, says that France 
will seize and hold Battambang and Ang- 
kor as guarantees that her demands will 
be satisfied. 

The Temps says that the beginning of 
the blockade will be deferred until Thurs- 
day or Friday to enable France to take the 
steps prescribed by international law. Be- 
sides the blockade, military operations 
will be opened shortly, ‘ 

Thedetails of these operations will be 
settled at a cabinet council within a day 
or two. Steps will be taken in Indo- 
China 

Toward Serious Action 
immediately after the arrival of the bat- 
talion of the foreign legion. The second 
portion of this battalion sailed from Mar- 
seilles yesterday. The native militia will 
be reorganized, and with the imported 
companies of the foreign legion will co- 
operate with the force already in active 
service in the Khong district. 

The Soir comments thus in an extra edi- 
tion on Siam’s reply: Siam concedes only 
the least important ofthe conditions put 
by France. Her resistance is due obvi- 
ously to English influence, M. Develle 
would do well to speak clearly and firmly 
to Lord Dufferin. 

All the other Faris newspapers are con- 
ducting a vigorous campaign in favor of 
the government’s full demand and are 
warning Great Britain against any inter- 
ference in the present complication. 

Cracking at England. 

The papers devote as much space to de- 
nunciations of England as to the matter 
at issue between France and Siam. Eng- 
land is reproached by them with support- 
ing the Siamese in their opposition to 
France’s just demands, and with planning 
to give the Siamese secret aid when hos- 
tilities begin. The extreme combative 
and radical newspapers alone abstain from 
discussing the situation. They are hold- 
ing back so as to denounce the government 
in case the Siamese venture prove a fizzle. 

A dispatch from Rome says that Italy 
has asked England to protect Italian sub- 
jectsin Siam. The Siamese minister in 
this city has not received his passports 
from the French government. Immedi- 
ately after M. Pavie’s departure from 
Bangkok, however, he will go to Lisbon 
and Madrid, as he isa minister to Spain 
and Portugal as wellas to France. The 
minister still hopes fora peaceful settle- 
ment of the trouble. 

The Siamese secretary of legation said 
last evening that no further news had 
been received at the legation yesterday 
from Bangkok. Upon seeing M. Pavie 
embark, he added, the Siamese govern- 
ment might decide to accept the terms of 
the ultimatum. This supposition, how- 
ever, was merely personal and did not 
reach any definite information. 


How England Feels. 

Lonpoy, July 25.—The Franco-Siamese 
complications have been the one absorbing 
topic in the lobbies of the house of com- 
mons. The situation is regarded with ap- 
prehension by all parties, and the last 
news from Bangkok and Paris is read 
with asmuch anxiety as eagerness. On 
all sides regret is expressed that the Brit- 
ish warships in Siamese waters were not 
reinforced a month ago, as the British in- 
terests in Siam outnumber the French 100 
to one. 

Acouncil of ministers was summoned 
yesterday afternoon at the instance of 
Lord Roseberry, secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, to meet in the prime min- 
ister’s room of the house of commons. 
The only subject discussed was the situa- 
tion at Bangkok. 


Uncle Sam Not Worried. 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—Sofar as the 
state department is informed there are no 
American citizens residing in Siam, ex- 
cept about ascore of missionaries. It is 
not believed to be necessary to take any 
special measures for their protection. The 
United States has no diplomatic represen- 
tative in Siam, and the consul-general at 
Bangkok, Mr. Boyd, isin this country at 
present, leaving the office in charge of his 
son, the vice consul, 


Bavaria’s Crazy King, 

Monicu, July 25.—The condition of King 
Otto of Bavaria is daily becoming worse. 
The paralysis is increasing. The mental 
sfflictions of the king are such that it was 
found necessary to place him under re- 
straint several yeaas ago. King Otto is 
now about 45 years old. 


Lynn Man Missing. 

Lynn, Mass., July 25.—James C. Scan- 
lon, 69 years of age, residing on Barker 
Court, this city, has been missing from his 
home since July 18. His wife has had no 
idea of his whereabouts, and has brought 
the matter to the attention of the police.

Mrs. Emery of the Loretto | 


Reasonable Living at the Fair. 

While so many people are hesitating 
over a visit to the World’s fair on ac- 
count of the expense, the testimony of a 
tolerably experienced and sagacious man 
of this city may help some to make up 
their minds. He went with his wife and 
spent something over a week at the fair, 
paying out about $80 besides railway fare. 

The hotel where they had expected to 
stop was so recently finished that the 
plaster was still damp, and they wisely 
declined to sleep there. They had no 
trouble in getting suitable quarters, pay- 
ing $2.50 a day for a large double cham- 
ber with a bathroom attached. They 
took their meals at a restaurant and 
found the prices about the same as at the 
most expensive of the restaurants in this 
city. For 50 cents one could get a fair 
ineal. Their midday meal they took at 
the fair grounds, where the prices were 
higher, but not extortionate. In the 
opinion of this yisitor there is no reason 
why any one should fail to get comfort- 
able accommodations as easily and as 
cheaply as in other lerge cities. He gave 
enthusiastic pictures of the fair, and es- 
pecially of the German and French ex- 
hibits, the unity and skillful arrange- 
ment of which contrasted singularly 
with the go-as-you-please methods of the 
English.—Svringfield Republican. 


Imprisoned Miners Syam Out. 

Fifty-eight miners dripping wet and 
much the worse for a very singular and 
remarkable experience underground, 
crawled from the mouth of the eld slope 
of the Marshall mine and seemed to be 
generally satisfied that they had been 
able to find a way out. The men were 
threatened with imprisonment, and but 
for the old workings would have had a 
siege. 

The engine at the Marshall broke 
down suddenly, stopping the cages about 
the middle of the shaft, which is 200 feet 
deep, and imprisoning all of the 58 men 
at work. They had no way of exit with 
the exception of walking a mile anda 
half under ground to the old slope 
which had very fortunately been con- 
nected with the Marshall by an under- 
ground tunnel about a year ago. 

This they all set out to do, and upon 
emerging from tha mouth of the old 
slope they were very much ‘‘drowned 
out” from having been obliged to wade 
and swim through water and mud four 
to six feet deep.

A TERRIBLE BEATING 


Administered to a Woman Mis- 
sionary In Turkey. 


SATISFACTION IS SOUGHT 


But Government Officials Show 
No Sign of Compliance. 


New York, July 25.—Letters to the 
Presbyterian Board of Foreign Missions 
in this city contain news of an unprovoked 
attack upon Miss Annie Melton, an 
American missionary who was stationed 
at the time of the outrage ina little vil- 
lage among the Nestorian mountains in 
Turkey, Miss Melton escaped with her 
life, but was mercilessly beaten by her 
assailant. The letters are dated from 
Amadia, Turkey, June 14, last. 

A little more than a week before that 
date Rev. E. McDowell with his family 
and Miss Melton left Mosul, a missionary 
station in West Persia, to go to Amida, 
Turkey, a journey of five days duration. 
Having reached therein safety, Miss Mel- 
ton proposed to continue on to the moun- 
tain village of Duree, some miles away. 
She had received an invitation from the 
people there to make them a visit. 

Although the route was a somewhat 
dangerous one, Miss Molton wept unat- 
tended, save by her servant and a native 
preacher who was considered to be wholly 
trustworthy. On the night of her arrival 
she pitched her tent on the roof of a house 
in the village, as is the™tustom of the 
country. The preacher slept on the roof 
about 10 feet from her tent, and the fam- 
ily of the house also occupied places not 
faraway. There was no indication at any 
time of a hostile feeling on the part of 
anyone against the American, on the con- 
trary her reception 

Having Been Most Friendly. 

In the middle of the night, however, she 
was awakened froma sound sleep by the 
appearance of a man in her tent. The in- 
truder was armed with a heavy stick. 
With this weapon he began to attack the 
defenseless woman, who screamed loudly 
for assistance. No one came to her aid, 
however, and she was compelled to defend 
herself single-handed. In some way she 
was able to break away from her assailant 
and ran bleeding from the tent. The man 
followed, but in the darkness missed his 
footing and fell to the ground. At the 
same time forms were seen running about 
and the sound of firearms was heard from 
the distance. 

No trace could Miss Melton find of the 
preacher or of the others who had occu- 
pied the roof with her. They had all fled 
in terror without giving her any help. She 
was brutally cut about the head and body 
and blood was flowing from her wounds 
to sucha degree that her night clothing 
was saturated. When all had become 
quiet again some of the people of the 
house, and others who had fled at the first 
intimation of danger, appeared on the 
scene. Miss Melton managed to dress her 
injuries herself, and the following day was 
carried to Amida, where the others of the 
missionary band were staying. 

A subsequent examination of her tent 
showed that a few of her effects had been 
stolen, but robbery was evidently not the 
purpose of the attack upon her. Mr. Me- 
Dowell laid the case before the autborities 
but was 

Unable to Obtain Satisfaction. 
They said that Miss Melton should not 
have gone through comparatively unpro- 
tected, but should have asked for some 
soldiers. They cluim that the outrage 
was perpetrated by the Koorda, a tribe of 
robbers and thugs that infest the Nestorian 
mountains, of which tha villagers are in 
abject fear. 

After much inSistance on the part of Mr. 
McDowell an inquiry was instituted by 
the authorities, but with little satisf.c- 
tion. The matter has been c}tied to the 
attention of the state departmes’ at W «&h- 
ington. 

Miss Anna Melton, the victim of the 
outrage, has been a missionary of tho 
Presbyterian church for many years, ‘he 
was appointed from Bairdo‘nh, Ta.

SEVEN LENGTHS. 


Gaudaur Defeats Hanlan and the Latter

Her husband is not a man addicted to 
the use of liquor, but is pronoanced by 
iis townsmen a brutal man. Complaints 
against him are a common thing. Dr. 
Newton has attended his wife in repeated 
sickness brought on by the want of food 
and clothing. Repeatedly has Welch 
thrown away the medicine prescribed by 
the physician, and once he said he would 
bury his wife this fall. 

Last winter he kept her in ashanty too 
small furadecent habitation and so ex- 
posed tothe blasts that the frost stood 
upon the walls, aud there the poor woman, 
too ill to notify anyone, suffered. 

His cruelty reached the climax Satur- 
day, when he

for his son feared to say anything against | 
him, and Mrs. Welch’s two sisters, who 
were at the house, disliked the notoriety — 
attending the affair -if they appeared 
against the prisoner. 

He had just commenced his sentence of 
80 daysin the Tolland jail when his wife 
died. Nonew charges, if any are made, 
can take effect until this term has expired.

British Government Denounced For 
Truckling to the Nationalists. 


GLADSTONE’S WARM ATTACK 


He Roundly Scores Chamber- 
lain’s Attitude. 


LONDON, July 26.—In the hause of com- 
mons last night Joseph Chamberlain, 
leader of the Liberal-Unionists, moved to 
make permanent the provisional arrange- 
ment that Irish taxes should be collected 
for six years by the imperial government. 

In speaking to his motion, Mr. Cham- 


berlain denounced the government for 
truckling to the Nationalists. These 


gentlemen, he said, would be masters of 
the situation after six years, and would be 
tble to do pretty much as they pleased, 

Thelrish government would then con- 
duct Irelanad’s finances soas to give a good 
pretext for wringing still more favorable 
terms from the imperial government. 

The financial plan as now presented by 
the government put a premium on ex- 
travagant administration under the Irish 


‘egislature. 
The house filled rapidly during che 


Chamberlain speech, as it was known Mr. 
Gladstone would reply at length. When 
the premier rose few seats were vacant. 

Mr. Gladstone began by comparing Mr. 
Chamberlaiu’s attitude with the proverbial 

Attitude of the Devil's Advocate, 
whose function it was, he said, to seize 
2agerly on every human failing, and to 
misconstrue everything capable of mis- 
construction. 

After repelling the charge that the Brit- 
ish might eventually do as they pleased 
under the provisions of the bill, the pre- 
mier turned toward Mr. Chamberlain, and 
Ir a voice of anger and indignation, said: 
“The right honorable gentleman has 
brought into public life the mischievous 
practice of continually and deliberately, 
with the utmost confidence in his own in- 
fallibility, ascribing to men who have the 
right to stand on the same level with him, 
who were at one time his colleagues and 
supposed to be his friends, motives for 
their acts which they indignantly dis- 
alaim. 

By What Gift of Infallibility 
{s the right honorable gentleman enabled 
to pronounce on the state of things in Ire- 
land six years hence? The Irish members 
In the house now number 105, yet nobody 
will contend that they are omnipotent. 
They will return in diminished numbers 
after the passage of the bill, yet we hear 
the argument that they will prevail 
against 500 English and Scotch members. 

After describing Mr. Chamberlain’s ex- 
aggeration of facts as “gross and habit- 
ual,” Mr. Gladstone closed his speech with 
the declaration that the government felt 
satisfied that their proposals would meet 
the approval of the taxpayers of the coun- 
try. As soon as the cheering and counter - 
cheering subsid:d, Mr. Balfour rose to the 
defense of Mr. Chamberlain and hisspeech. 

Not another man in the house, he said, 
would have been permitted to diverge 
from the subject as the premier had done. 
The term settled, in reference to the pro- 
visions of the bill, was hardly appropriate. 
The normal course in the house was to 
debate and divide on a measure. 

The prime minister had seen fit, how- 
ever, to omit the first of those processes, 

The offices of ‘“‘devil’s advocate,’ to 
which the prime minister had referred, was 
performed only in refation to the defunct. 
Did the prime minister wish the house to 
understand that the home rule bill was 
defunct?

JOSIAH QUINCY SPEAKS. 


Not Seeking the Nominations—Mayor Mat- 
thews for Governor. 

The Globe today says: Mr. Josiah 
Quincy was seen at his office yesterday bya 
representative of the Globe and asked 
whether he was willing, in view of the use 
of his name in the press in connection with 
the democratic nomination for Governor or 
for Mayor of Boston, and of the report that 
he intended to resign shortly his position 
at Washington, to make any statement in 
regard to his political intentions. 

Mr. Quincy replied as follows : 

“T highly appreciate the kind spirit in 
which my name has been mentioned in 
the Globe and some other papers in con- 
nection with offices of such importance and 
dignity as the governorship of Massachu- 
setts and the mayoralty of Boston, but I 
am in no sense of the word a candidate for 
the nomination to either of these positions, 

** Ever since discussion of the matter first 
began I have, in conversation with those 
who have spoken to me on the subject, dis- 
couraged the use of my name in connection 
with the governorship, and expressed my 
strong reluctance to go into the contest for 
this office. 

“While the newspaper talk of mysterious 
conferences at which the democratic nomi- 
nation for the governorship is settled is 
merely the product of the silly season, it is 
tolerably clear to everybody that unless 
there is a marked change in the sjtuation 
Mayor Matthews is altogether likely to be 
the choice of the democratic state conven- 
tion, If he will consent to accept the nomi- 
nation for governor. 

**So far as J am aware, he has not au- 
thorized any statement that he will do so, 
or come to any decision about the matter. 

**Only one thing seems to be certain, 
and that is that there will be no contest 
over the Democratic nomination, and that 
the action of the convention will be taken 
with substantial harmony and unanimity. 

‘* While it is an open secret that [ do not 
mean to remain at Washington through 
the present administration, I have fixed 
upon no time for resigning, and have no 
present intention of doing so. 

“T shall return to Washington when 
congress meets and resume my duties there 
and am not giving aay thought whatever 
to future political preferment.

Mosqui- 
toes will not bite so long as they smell the 
peppermint. If I ever get bittenI don’t 
irritate the part by scratching it, but sim- 
ply rub the mentholine pencil over it and 
the stinging sensation disappears in short 
order.”

Petroleum For Diphtheria. 

In the village of Neuville-Champ-d'Oi- 
sel, about nine miles from Rouen, a ma- 
lignant type of diphtheria broke out last 
year. The country doctor, M. Frederic 
Flahaut, treated the cases in the usual 
way, but the deaths were numerous. 
Remembering, as he says, that the Eng- 
lish use petroleum as an antispasmodic 
and an antiseptic, he determined to try 
it as an experiment. His first trial was 
in the case of a little girl 7 years old. 
He had already given her up and pro- 
posed to the parents to make the experi- 
ment, which consisted in swabbing the 
throat with common petroleum. He had 
little hope of the success of his new 
method, but to his astonishment he no- 
ticed an improvement after the very first 
application. He continued the treat- 
ment, and the child recovered. Then he 
tried it successfully with his other pa- 
tients. 

This year he had 40 cases of diphtheria 
to treat, and he was successful in every 
one. In order to be perfectly sure that 
the cases in question were genuine ones 
of malignant diphtheria he had the ex- 
pectorated matter submitted to the anal- 
ysis of Professor Francois Hue of the 
Rouen College of Medicine, and the pro- 
fessor reported that he had clearly dis- 
covered the presence in it of numerous 
bacilli of diphtheria. Moreover, his di- 
agnosis was confirmed by Drs. Deshayes, 
Lerefait and Ballay of Rouen, the last 
named being the physician in chief of 
the hospital of that city. 

The treatment presents little difficulty 
or danger. The swabbing is done every 
hour or every two hours, according to 
the thickness of the membranes, which 
become, as it were, diluted under the ac- 
tion of the petroleum. The brush, after 
being dipped in the petroleum, should 
be shaken to prevent any drops falling 
into the respiratory channels. The pa- 
tients experience relief from the very 
first application. The disagreeable taste 
of the petroleum remains for a few mo- 
ments only.—Normandie Medicale. 

From Beggary to Wealth. 

Simon Oppasich, a millionaire who has 
been sentenced in Vienna to seven years’ 
hard labor for repeatedly perjuring him- 
self, was born without feet or arms. His 
father and mother were professional 
beggars, and in his twelfth year he was 
put on the street by them to solicit alms. 
His physical defects brought him an ex- 


ceptional amount of sympathy and 
guldens. He saved his money, and in 


1880, at the age of 47, he had accumula- 
ted $60,000, With this sum he began 
business as usurer and real estate specu- 
lator. In 1888 he had increased his for- 
tune to $125,000 in cash, and some $200,- 
000 in Trieste and Parenzo real estate. 
Since then he has quadrupled his wealth 
by trading on the Boerse. His miser- 
liness led to his present troubles. 

He had promised to marry a woman, 
but eventually threw her over to avoid 
incurring the expense of a wedding. 
When she threatened him with legal 
proceedings, he bought her forbearance 
for 4 centsa day. This expenditure was 
impoverishing him, he told her after a 
few months, and so he discontinued it. 
In the trial of the case which she then 
made against him he swore that he had 
never contemplated marrying her, had 
never promised to do so, and had never 
paid her 4 centsaday. After all this 
had been proved false, he was tried and 
condemned for perjury.—Boston Jour- 
nal, 


Eat Bananas and Turn Brunette. 

Those who eat heartily of bananas may 
run some risk of becoming tawny or 
copper colored. This may be inferred 
possibly from the peculiarities of plum- 
age in the turacos of Africa. As long 
as the weather is dry these birds are gay, 
the primary and secondary feathers be- 
ing gorgeously crimson, but when rain 
comes the color is washed out, and the 
birds seem to be humiliated and ashamed 
at the transformation. But the color 
returns in dry weather. The cause of 
the coloration has been traced to copper 
ina very pure state. A single feather 
burned gives the characteristic indica- 
tion. The source of the turacin has now 
been traced to bananas, on which the 
turacos feed chiefly. All the aborigines 
who make bananas a diet are very deep- 
ly tinted, but the color is sooty rather 
than red. The North American Indian 
cannot owe his coppery hue to bananas. 
He has only known of this fruit on reser- 
vations and chiefly by the peelings.— 
San Francisco Call. 


Making Marble Out of Chalk. 

In nature marble is made out of chalk 
by water, which percolates through the 
chalky deposits, dissolves the chalk par- 
ticle by particle and crystallizes it, moun- 
tain pressure solidifying it. It has been 
found that similar results may be ac- 
complished by chemical means. First, 
slices of chalk are dipped in a color 
bath, staining them with tints that will 
imitate any kind of marble known. For 
this purpose the same mineral stains are 
used as are employed in nature. For 
example, to produce counterfeit “verde 
antique” oxide of copper is utilized. In 
like manner green, pink, black and other 
colorings ere obtained. Next, the chadk 
slices go into another bath, by which 
they are harcened and crystallized, com- 
ing out to all intents and purposes real 
marble.—London Science Siftings.

THE SIAM QUESTION. 


France to Uphold Her Interests and 
Preserve Her Dignity. 


THE ENGLISH SENTIMENT. 


Exciti:sg Discussion In the 
House of Commons. 


Paris, July 26.—A cabinet council was 
held yesterday at Marly-le-Roi, where 
President Carnot is temporarily sojourn- 
ing. M. Carnot presided over the delibera- 
tions, which were entirely devoted to the 
Siamese question. After the council rose 
a semi-oflicial statement of the proceedings 
was issued. This statement was that in 
conformity with the unanimous vote of 
the senate and the chamber of deputies the 
goveroment had taken such measires to 
safeguard the interests and dignity of 
France as were considered frem the 
Siamese reply to the French ultimatum 
to have been readered necessary. 

TIEN TstN, July 26.—The Chinese gov- 
ernment has received the news of France’s 
territorial demands upon Siam with 
amazement and indignation. That France 
should lay claim to country up to the 23rd 
parallel is regarded as an intrusion upon 
the rights of China, for at Pekin thecon- 
tention is that both banks of the Mekong, 
toa point well south of the 23rd parallel 
are Chinese possessions. The mandarin 
party, which is anti-French, is trying to 
force the government to interfere. 

SAtGon, July 26.—The division of the 
far east of the French fleet which is com- 
manded by Admiral Humann sailed yes- 
terday for the gulf of Siam. The merchant 
vessels lying off Bangkok probably will 
receive time before the blockade to leave 
the Menam river and put out to sea. 

BANGKOK, July 26.—M. Pavie, French 
minister resident, started down the river 
yesterday in the warship Inconstante, ac- 
companied by the warships Lutin and 
Comete. All is quiet in this city. 

English Sentiment on the Siam Question. 

LONDON, July 26.—In the house of com- 
mons yesterday John Long (Advanced 
Liberal), member for Dundee, asked if the 
government was aware that British sub 
jects possessed rights over 40 square miles 
of lands in theSiamese province‘{of Chanta- 
born, Krat and Batambang, for working 
ruby and sapphire mines, and whether in 
the event of France annexing those 
provinces, care would be taken to guard 
British interests, 

Sir Edward Grey, parliamentary secre- 
tary of the foreign office, stated in reply 
that the government was aware of the 
mining rights held in Siam by British 
subjects, but he pointed out that the 
provinces in which these rights are held 
lie tothe west of the Mekong river and 
were not, therefore, in the territorial de- 
mands made by France. 

Hon. George- N. Curzon, Conservative, 
member for the Southport division of 
Lancashire, asked whether 

France Had Notified Great Britain 
that she had established a blockade of the 
Siamese coasts; whether the establish- 
ment of such a blockade would be regard ded | 
asanactof belligerency between F 
and Siam; whether the blockade 
or would be recognized by Great Britain, 
and what measures the government pro- 

posed to take in regard to the matter. 
: Sir Edward Grey replied that Great 
Britain had received from France verbal 
notice of the intention of the French gov- 
ernment to blockade the Siamese coast. 
The blockade would certainly be an act of 
belligerency, The British government, 
Sir Edward added, proposed to continue its 
present protection of the lives of British 
subjects in Bangkok, and of the property 
of British subjects 

The government thought thet the value 
that attaches to a declaration of blockade 
must vary with the circumstances of each 
particular case. 

Mr. Curzon then asked: “Suppose any 
sritish vessel, even a ship carrying mails, 
should ascend the Menam river after 
Thursday, will it risk being captured or 
fired upon by the French? If so, what 
steps will the government take to mitigate 
such a state of affairs? And further, 
when may we expect notification of tha 
proceedings of our ambassador in Paris?’! 

Sir E lward stated that any further com. 
munications he might make to the house 
must depend upon the communications 
now passing between Great Britain and 
France. 


Railroad Eu:ployes to Hold a Conference. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 26 —The grievance 
committee of the Lehigh Valley employes 
will confer with Vice President Voorhees 
tomorrow, A member of the committee 
said that the employes recognize the finan- 
cial troubles of the Reading company and 
will most probably not insist upon an in- 
crease in waves, although their salaries 
are less than those on any railroad in the 
country, 


Sage Must Answer the Charge, 

New York, July 26.—‘*Motion denied,

LONDON, July 26.—A dispatch from 
Rome says it is reported that the late Au- 
gustine de Pretis, some time premier, and 
saveral times cabinet minister, received 
from Signor Tanlongo, the imprisoned ex- 
manager of the Hank of Reme, more 
than 300,000 franes for political and other 
purposes. 


National Cordage Stock Transfer, 

New Youk, July 26,—There was a con- 
tinued transfer of National Cordage pre- 
ferred and common stock at the United 
States Trust company’s office yesterday, 
and it was said that at least 65 per cent of 
the preferred and common stock bad been 
deposited. 


Terrific Explosion in China, 
SAN Francisco, July 26.—Advices from 
Hong Kong which arrived yesterday give 
details of a terrible explosion at the gov- 
ernment powder magazine at Canton, on 
June 24, which killed many persons, in- 
jare | over 300 people and syrecked 400 
houses.

THE KANSAS STRIKE. 
The Governor in Sympathy With the 
Strikers—All Quiet at the Mines. 

TOPEKA, Kan., July 26. — Lieutenant 
Governor Daniels has returned from the 
strike district and made a verbal report to 
the governor. The governor promptly 
turned the command of the state militia 
over to Daniels, and two regiments were 
at once ordered to be in readiness to move 
on three hours’ notice. 

The governor sent his private secretary, 
red J. Close, to Pittsburg, and yesterday 
he received a telegram announcing that 
800 negroes from Birmingham, Ala., had 
arrived there and were placed in the stock- 
rdes erected about the Keith and Perry 
mines. Mr. Close informed, ghe governor 
that the arrival of the negrits had created 
no visible excitement. A mass meeting 
of the strikers will be held at Pittsburg 
soon. 

In an interview with a correspondent 
the governor said thatif the negoes were 
put to work in the mines and were not in- 
terfered with, it would practically end the 
strike. He unhesitatingly declared him- 
self to bein sympathy with the strikers 
because he believed they had been dealt 
with unfairly, _ 


TRAIN WRECKED. 


Uiraculous Escape From Loss of Life on 
the Pittsburg and Western. 

Kent, O., July 26.—A sandy roadbed, 
rotten ties, a heavy loaded train and fast 
running over a sharp curve, are the causes 
which resulted in one of the most miracu- 
lous railroad wrecks that ever occurred in 
the history of the Pittsburg and Western 
road. The wreck occurred at what is 
known as the Devil’s Point, four miles 
west of Hook, at5 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. The ill-fated train was a through ex- 
cursion from Washington, D. C., te 
Chicago, carrying nearly 400 passengers. 
Three rear coaches left the track and were 
precipitated down a ten-foot embankment, 
seriously injuring 33 people. Fortunately 
no one was killed outright, but it is ex- 
pected that several will die. 


DESTITUTION IN DENVER, 


Thousands Out of Employment—Great

Dean Peck and Rev. Thomas Uzzell an- 
nounce that on account of the scarcity of 
relief funds they cannot continue to feed 
the hungry longer than today. Meetings 
are held nightly to provide means for ald, 
in which Denver’s most prominent people 
take part. It is estimated that 10,000 per- 
sons, men, women and children, are in 
need of immediate aid. Food is being dis- 
tributed at the various missions,

Greater Than France Could Rea- 
seuabiy Expect. 


ISLANDS IN GULF OF SIAM 


Will Soon Be In the Possession 
of the Enemy. 


BANGKOK, July 27.--M. Pavie, the 
French minister resident, prior to his de- 
parture had a final interview with 
Devawongsie, the Siamese foreign minis- 
ter, who said that his government was 
astonished that France considered their 
reply tothe French ultimatum as a re- 
fusal to comply with its terms. It was 
impossible, he said, toaccept definitely an 
Ane finite proposal. 

France had never derived her rights in 
Annum and Cambodia, but the king, earn- 
estly desiring peace and a speedy settle- 
ment of the whole case, had declared his 
readiness to abandon Annum and Cam- 
bodia, all the posts that had been attacked, 
as well as the territory near them, includ- 
ing Stungtreng and Khong, although 
these places were admitted to be Siamese. 

French Operations. 

SAGoN, July 27.—Captain Villers, who 
isincommand of the French forces at 
Khong, reports that the capture of Fort 
Donson by the French produced an excel- 
lent impression. The governor of the 
island of Khong was killed during the 
attack, and his death hastened the retreat 
of the Siamese. The French flag has been 
hoisted on the island of Rongsamlem, 
which will be made the basis of future 
operations. The French government ha 
also decided to take possession of other 
islands in the Gulf of Siam. 

The Fight on the Menam, 

Paris, July 27.—The Temps gives a de- 
tailed account of how the French gunboats 
forced a passage up the Menam river. 
The gunboats entered the channel about 
6p. m. and immediately both forts and 
the Siamese gunboats opened fire on the 
French warships. The French gunboats 
crossed the bar, notwithstanding the ex- 
plosion of a submarine torpedo directly 
ahead of the fleet. The Inconstante 
coum and sank a Siamese gunboat. 

bout 9 o’clock the forts at Paknam 
pit fire at a quarter of a mile range. 
The French gunboats all this time were 
making 10 knots an hour against the 
stream. At 9.30 o’clock the French fleet 
anchored in front of the French legation 
at Bangkok. The cannonade had little 
effect, owing to the darkness. 

No Love For England. 

BERLIN, July 24.—The Tageblat rejoices 
over the prospect that England, who 
scornfully holds aloof from the dreibund, 
may become embroiled with France 
over the Siamese affair. England, says 
The Tageblat, will be taught a lesson, 
and she need not expect to receive Ger- 
man support. Other newspaper express 
similar sentiments, although in milder 


Tonquin Again. 

Panis, July 27.—The Chinese charge 
d’affaires has stated to M. Develle that Siam 
had no territory east of the Mekong as 
far north as latitude 23, which parallel 
was claimed by the French as the northern 
limit of their influence. He regarded it as 
unlikely that the black flags would join 
the Siamese in the event of hostilities, but, 
he thought, that if they saw France and 
Siam embroiled, the black flags might re- 
sume the offensive in Tonquin. 

Proceedings Kept Secret. 

Lonpon, July 27.—A Paris dispatch to 
The Times says: A cabinet council was 
held last evening but the greatest secrecy 
was maintained as to what took place at 
the meeting. Another cabinet council 
will be held on Saturday next. 

England’s End of It. 

Lonvon, July 27.—The Standard’s Paris 
correspondent says he believes that the 
French cabinet is becoming more amena- 
ble in its negotiations with England, over 
the Siamese dispute.

POUNDED TO DEATH. 


Awful Treatment of Swedish Mis- 
sionaries by Chinese. 


THEIR HOUSE BATTERED IN 


And They Become Victims of 
the Heathens’ Passion. 


VANCOUVER. July 27.—Advices brought 
by the steamer Empress of India give full 
particulars of the barbarous massacre of 
Swedish missionaries which occurred July 
latSungpu. The two Swedish mission- 
aries, Rev. Mr. Wikolm and Rev. Mr. 
Johansen, arrived in Sungpu in April last 
and were the only missionaries in the 
town. Sungpu is an important market 
place and contains from 25,000 to 30,000 
inhabitants. When the two unfortunate 
missionaries went there they rented a 
Chinese house in the busy part of the 
town. 

They had their Christian servants living 
withthem. The efforts of the missionar- 
ies and their continued ‘presence in the 
town 

Inflamed the Passions of the People 
tothe highest pitch. Their lives were 
indanger almost from the moment of 
their coming. A couple of weeks ago the 
Chinese servants heard that their masters 
were to be murdered on the 18th of July. 
They told the foreigners to lose no time in 
getting out of the town, but apparently 
the poor fellows did not think the danger 
so very pressing, for the only precaution 
they took was to write a letter to the local 
officials, telling them what was threatened 
and asking protection, an appeal of which 
the mandarins took not the slighest notice. 

On the day named, the house where they 
lived was surrounded by a howling mob 
early in the morning, chiefly composed of 
the loafers of the town, but containing 
alsoa number of laborers, trades people 
and scholars. Lhe latter went about from 
man to man inciting them 

To Kill the Foreign Dogs. 

The missionaries came to the door, but 
were greeted with stone, and beat a hasty 
retreat inside the house and patiently 
awaited events. Stones continued to be 
thrown at most every point, so that by 2 
o’clock in the afternoon the windows 
were all battered in and the rooms inside 
no longer afforded safe shelter from the 
missiles that were rained in through all 
apertures. 

The unhappy men then made a desper- 
ate but futile attempt to escape. Clamber- 
ing outof one of the upper windows at 
the back of the house they reached the 
roof, but assoon asthey made their ap- 
pearance on the top of the house they be- 
came a mark for a perfect hailstorm of 
stones, some of which struck them, cut- 
ting them badiy. 


Finding they could not remain they ran | 


along the roof and over the roofs of a score 
or so of the adjoining houses, 
The Mob Pursued Them 

down the street, yelling, cursing and pelt- 
ing them till at last the missionaries could 
proceed no further. high house barred 
their further progress and despairing the 
poor men dropped down into the street 
into the midst of the raob. 

Happily their agony was not a long one. 
A huge man smashed in the skull of Mr. 
Wikolm with an axe and Mr. Johansen 
was speedily pounded out of human guise 
by the shower of stones and blocks with 
bamboo bars that were rained upon him. 
Tho bodies were then stripped naked, sub- 
jected to needless and revolting mutila- 
tion and left lying in the street, a prey to 
the dogs; while the mob went off.

Mayor Hodgkins of Somerville recom- 
mends the suspension of public work in his 
city because of the stringeacy of the money 
market. He explained that municipalities 
are prohibited by law from paying over 6 
per cent, interest, and that the law would 
have to be technically violated by some 
subterfuge if the money was obtained. He 
said he had spent some time, and notably 
the greater part of yesterday, in an attempt 
to borrow money at a reasonable rate, but 
had not been able to find any one who 
would accommodate the city of Somerville 
at anything less than 8 or 10 percent.

VISITING THE HUB. 


Rajah Rajagan of Kaparthalia and Suite 
Seeing the Sights. 

Boston, July 27.—Jajajit Singh, whose 
official title, among other things, is Rajah 
Rajagan of Kaparthalia, isin Boston. He 
left his home, far away in the Punjaub, 
for the purpose of visiting the great fair 
at Chicago. He is accompanied by his 
fourth wife, andin his party are Colonel 
Massey, the official escort provided by the 
British government, Dr. Sadik Ali, Major 
Nahal Singh, Captain Sundal Singh, Miam 
Azis Baksh, master of the revenue, and 
Dawlet Ram, private secretary. Today 
they arrived at the Vendome in this city. 

The prince is the first native Indian of 
high rank who has ever left home to travel 
extensively in the world. He is distin- 
guished in appearance and of graceful 
bearing, and as he will not be 21 years of 
age until next November, he is rather 
young for his position as ruler of 3,000,000 
people. During his travels he wears asuit 
of broadcloth, made in the English style; 
and on his head, as almost the only indica- 
tion of his nationality, a big yellowish 
turban. He takes a deep interest in every- 
thing, and hasapparently been enjoying 
his taste of American life. 

His wife is a quiet, girlish-looking little 
woman, slender, with her blue-black hair 
combed straight back from her forehead. 
She has the clear, dark complexion of her 
race, but cannot be called beautiful. She 
is the first woman of an Indian royal 
family to travel out of her native country. 

The stay of the prince and party in Bos- 
ton will be brief, for his time is limited, 
and he must be at home again by the 
middle of November. After leaving this 
city he will visit Saratoga, Niagara Falls, 
Chicago and the fair, Washington and 
Philadelphia. Then he will return to New 
York to sail for Europe. 

Colonel Massey, in speaking of te 
prince, gave the following outline of his 
trip: ‘He has yet to visit Berlin and 
Vienna. He has already visited Rome, 
Paris and London. In Romehe met the 
king and queen of Italy and his holiness 
the pope. He also had the honor of visit- 
ing Her Majesty Queen Victoria at Flor- 
ence, Italy, and also, later, of being enter- 
tained by her majesty at Windsor. He 
was present at the opening of the Imperial 
Institute in London, and also at the wed- 
ding of the Duke of York. His highness 
will, of course, call on the president at 
Washington.” 


A SUCCESSFUL TEST 


Of a Plan For Fighting Fire With Gases 
Instead of Water. 


SALEM, Mass., July 27.—An interesting 
experiment in fighting fires was tried 
here and it appeared to be successful. All 
the apparatus used in the experiment was 
a sheet iron cylinder about three inches in 
diameter and 16 inches in length. This 
cylinder was charged with gases and 
chemicals sufficient to throw a stream 
half the size of an ordinary lead pencil 
about 12 feet continuously for five or six 
minutes. 

After the cylinder had been charged, a 
box S8ft. long and 4ft. high by 4ft. wide was 
obtained and the inside smeared with tar, 
Then, to add to the inflammable quality of 
the material, a half-gallon of kerosene oil 
was sprinkled upon it and the whole thing 
set on fire. The heat created by the fire 
was intense, and those who were witness- 
ing the experiment had grave doubts as to 
the success. 

After the fire had burned the boards 
nearly half through, the contents of the 
little can were turned on, and in less than 
& minute the flames were extinguished. 
The test was certainly asevere one. The 
inventor of this extinguisher thinks that 
tventually gases will take the place of 
water entirely in the fire departments.

TIRED OF HIS LIFE. 


Cashier Francis Ended It With a 
Pistol Bullet. 


HAD LED A LIFE OF EASE. 


Left a Widow, Son and Daugh- 
ter to Mourn. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., July ¥8.#idward 
S. Francis, ex-cashier of the Pittsfield 
National bank, puta bullet through his 
brain yesterday morning and died almost 
instantly. The suicide took place in the 
room occupied by Mr. Francis in the 
Maplewood hotel, North street. <A crisis 
had been reached in his business troubles 
which he dared not face. Claims aggre- 
gating about $25,000 had been made against 
the Pittsfield National bank on account 
of the ex-cashier’s transactions. Exposure 
was inevitable. 

The bank had notified the American 
Trust company, Francis’s bondsmen, of 
these claims, and yesterday the company’s 
attorney, Lawyer Strong, called upon him. 
At the interview Mr. Francis was entirely 
calm and pleasant, though he seemed to re- 
alize the cravity of the situation. 

When Mr. Strong had gone Mr. Francis, 
who was recovering from a serious illness, 
Complained of Weariness 
to his daughter Nellie and sister-in law, 
Mrs. Pinkham, and asked them to retire 
for a little time that he might rest. A 
few minutes afterward the report of a re- 
volver rang out. Francis had paid his 
debt to the world in the only way left to ; 
him. Miss Nellie rushed into the roor: ; 
and found his father seated in an eas; 
chair facing thewindow, with the smoking ; 

revolver in his hand. 

He was unconscious and blood was 
streaming from his head. She gave the 
alarm, and soon the fashionable hotel, 
which is crowded with city people, was in 
a turmoil of excitement. 

Drs. Colt ond Paddock were sent for, 
and they found the wounded man still 
breathing, but sinking rapidly, and he 
died in a few minutes. 

An examination showed that the bullet 
had entered the right temple just in front 
of the ear, passed completely through the 
head, came out at the left temple and 
buried itself in a black walnut music 
stand. He was insensible from the moment 
he pressed the trigger. 

The dead man has not leftascrap of 
paper making iny final- statement, so far 
ascan be learned, and there is no way at 
present of 

Telling How Matters Stand. 
It was his habit to keep a personal ac- 
count book in his desk in which are re- 
corded dealings with personal friends, but 
the pages seem to be in much confusion 
and the bank men say they can’t gather 
much from the, figures. 

The opinion prevails that the dead 
cashier was cognizant of more than has 
yet been made public concerning the 
trouble in the bank which resulted in hig 
retirement from the institution. 

It is considered that his suicide indicates 
his knowledge of false dealing with his 
friends and his conclusion that he could 
not face them and take the consequences. 
It is now feared that more disclosures will 
come, and that affairs will prove even 
worse than was at first thought. 

His relatives claim, however, that he 
was on the verge of a second attack of 
apoplexy and was not responsible. 

Itis the tragical last act in an unhappy 
domestic drama, which began, so goes 
local gossip, six years ago, when Mr. 
Francis married for the second time, began 
to live beyond the limits of his 35000 
salary, speculated in stocks, and finally, 
two weeks ago, reached a business crisis 
and was deposed from: the position he had 
held for 28 years as cashier of the Pitts- 
field National bank. 

This action of the bank directors, the 
consequent public scandal, the fact that 
he had overdrawn his account at the bank 
$500, and the impending arrangements for 
legal separation from his wife, formed a 
burden of mental suffering which reacted 
on the physical man, and for overa week 
Mr. Francis had, beea_ prostrated by 
serious illness. Mr. Francis leaves a fam- 
ily consisting, besides his widow, of his 
daughter Nellie, who lived with him, and 
ason, who is a dentist in Texas. 


WATCHMAKERS ALARMED. 


The Waltham and 
nics te educe Their Forces. 

WALTHAM, Mass., July 28.-Consterna- 
tion reigned last night in consequence of 
the official announcement given out by 
Superintendent Fitch of the American 
Waltham Watch company, the biggest 
industry in the city andthe largest watch 
producing concern in the world. On July 
1 the company gave the hands a month’s 
vacation. Yesterday Superintendent 
Fitch announced that the vacation would 
be extended a week, the factory starting up 
on Aug. 7, and that only half tke em- 
ployes will be given work. The balanca 
of the June and July pay roll will be paid 
on Aug. 1. The foremen of the depart- 
ments wil at that time notify the hands 
who are selected to begin operations. 

Coupled with this announcement comes 
the statement from President Fitch that 
the Elgin National Watch company will 
iischarge half of its hands Aug, 1. Theis 
Waltham company at present has on its 
payroll a little less than 3000 employes 
and the Elgin company has a little more 
than that number. For a long time the 
watch trade journals have been predicting 
the closing indefinitely of most of the 
smaller watch factories, owing to the poor 
times, but the announcementsin regard to 
the Waltham and Elgin companies come 
without warning upon this city.

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


What Commissioner Roosevelt Has 
to Say About Changes. 


THE PARTIES BALANCED. 


Classified Officers Should Be 
Removed From Politics. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Civil Service 
Commissioner Roosevelt discussing yes- 
terday the current changes in depart- 
ments and the general comments which 
those changes had elicited from both po- 
litical parties said; ‘Well, I am not in 
sympathy with the outcry for wholesale 
dismissals from the clerical force in the 
departments in order to ‘even them up’ be- 
tween the two parties. The published 
statement that 90 per cent. of the clerical 
force in the departments in Washington is 
Republican is all nonsense. 

“There are in the departmental force 
about 8500 persons all told who are sub- 
ject to competitive examination. of 
these about 4000 now in office have been 
putin through the examinations of the civil 
service commission, wholly without re- 
gard to political consideration, and are 
about evenly divided beiween the two 
parties. The remaining 4500 represeut 
those still in offic: from among the 6000 
who were originally classified in 1883 by 
order of President Arthur 

And Are Mainly Republicans. 
They also represent 2000 who are included in 
the classification of 1888 by order of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, the great bulk of whom are 
Democrats. Probably about the same 
proportion of these two classes are now in 
office, or, in other words, of the 4500 
persons now in the departmental service 
about three-fourths are Republicans and 
one-quarter Democrats, 

“In addition to this, there are about 
1400 excepted places, such as chiefs of di- 
visions, private secreiaries and the like, 
and 2000laborers and others below the 
classified service, making 3400 in all. The 
great majority of them are changed with 
each administration. It is fair to assume 
that nearly all of these places either are 
or soon will be filled by Democrats. 
It is probably a fact that in the entire de- 
partmental service here in Washington 
the 
Parties Are Now Substantially Balanced. 

“In the railway mail service there are 
about 7000 places. Here also the parties 
are on a practical equality. 

“About 80 per cent of the Republica: ; 
were discharged between 1885 and 1889 and 
Democrats put in their places, 

“On the change of the administration in 
1889 and prior to the time the civil service 
law went into effect, nearly one-half of 
these Democrats were turned out and re- 
placed by Republicans, dividing the force 
about equally between the two parties.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said he protested as 
strongly as he could against the dismiss: | 
of this large number of {Democratic postal 
clerks at the time, although the reason 
given was that they were displaced in 
order to reinstate previous clerks who 
themselves had been 
Dismissed by the Previous Administration. 

“Nothing but harm,” he said, “can ever 
come from turning out one-half the peo- 
ple in office on the theory of equalizing 
the representation of the parties. The 
only honest way to act is when an office is 
classified to treat it as entirely removed 
from politics. The working of the civil 
service law itself if honestly enforced will 
speedily bring about a state of things 
where Democrats and Republicans alike 
will be treated wholly without regard to 
their politics.” 


GOLD TO BE IMPORTED. 


New York Banks Extending Aid to the 
Exchange Houses. 

New York, July 28.—Several of the 
banks here have decided to extend to the 
large exchange houses whatever aid may 
be necessary to facilitate the importation 
of gold. Owing to the low rates of ex- 
change, several large houses considered it 
advisable to purchase gold, and to this end 
they approached the banks to ascertain if 
the necessary accommodation would be 
extended. The banks replied that every 
facility would be afforded them, and on 
the strength of this nearly $3,000,000 of gold 
was ordered for tomorrow’s shipment 
from the other side. 


Trouble In the Camp. 

OMABA, Neb., July 28.—The trouble in 
the Order of Railroad Telegraphers, which 
culminated in the charter of the Omaha 
division being revoked, has led Grand 
Chief Ramsey to say that the whole 
trouble has been started by Carl Smith, a 
member of the order, who is a reporter on 
an Omaha paper, and who is disgruntled 
because he was not elected editor of the 
organ of the order. 


Hard on the Silk Workers. 

PATERSON, N. J., July 28.—The William 
Strange company announced last night 
that it will close its extensive silk mills for 
three weeks. Ail the hard silk workers in 
the Adams mills have also been suspended 
for ar indefinite period, and the looms in 
the sofi silk departments in many of the 
factories are idle. More than a thousand 
weavers will be thrown out of work next

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FRANCE GIVES WARNING. 


Her Flect Expected to Attack Bangkok 
Early In August. 


BANGKOK, July 28.—Notice was given 


A.M. and every half hour from 7 to 19 a.| Yesterday of the blockade by the French 


fleet. Outgoing vessels have been warned 
that they must clear from Bangkok and 
Koh-si-Chang by tomorrow or submit to 
detention. ‘che blockade will extend 
along the entire north coast of the Gulf of 
Siam. > 

The French fleet, with M. Pavie, French 
minister resident, has gone to Kob-si- 
Chang. 

The general expectation is that early in 
August the French fleet will attack Bang- 
kok and land some 5000 men. There is 
little doubt here that France’s purpose is 
to make Siam a French colony. The Sima- 
ese government is exceedingly anxious 
to avoid open warfare. 

When the gunboat Lutin was at the 
Menam bar, the foreign minister sent to 
M. Pavie a note to the effect that the king 
and his advisers were most anxious to 
maintain pe All such efforts, how- 
ever, are believed by the English residents 
to be vain. Unless England intervenes to 
assist in a settlement of the dispute, there 
tan be little expectation, or even hope, 
that France will refrain from extreme 
measures, 

The Bangkok correspondent of The 
Times telegraphs under yesterday’s date: 
Every steamer here cleared out Wednes- 
day, except the Hydra, which carries the 
mail. She sailed for Singapore today. 
The captain of the Forfait has given 
notice that the blockade began from 5 
o’clock on Wednesday afternoon. 


Pro- 
ceedings will be taken according to inter- 
national law and treaties against vessels 
trying to violate the blockade, It closes 
completely the Bay of Bangkok, in addi- 
tion tothe whole Siamese coast and the 
islands northward of the lines running be- 
tween the Malay and Indo-Chinese penin- 
sulas along the 13th parallel of latitude. 

Perfect calm prevailed here. The Swift 
(British warship) thas left to recruit the 
health of her crew at sea. Only three 
gunboats remain, representing England, 
Germany and Holland. 

The Standard’s Paris correspondent 
says: I gather that M. Develle and Lord 
Dufferin have agreed to compromise on 
the frontier question. The newspapers 
have no inkling of this and are as aggres- 
sive as ever. 


A FATAL WATERSPOUT. 
It Carries Death and Destruction Before 
It at Pueblo. 

PUEBLO, Col., July 28.—Pueblo was 
overtaken Wednesday night by the great- 
est disaster in the history of the city, re- 
sulting in the lossof at least seven lives 
and the total destruction of an immense 
amount of property, the aggregate loss 
being not far from a million dollars. 

The Arkansas river flowed bank full, 


and now and then a wave topping over the | 
top of the heavy levees, which are main- | 


tained by the city government to prevent 
floods. The fountain Qui-Bouille, 
principal local tributary to the Arkansas, 
had but in a couple hours from a peace- 
ul, babbling brook become a raging tor- 
rent, carrying death and destruction in 
its wake. 

A great water spout had emptied tons 
upon tons of water into the streams, filling 
their banks in an instant. The police and 
fire departments immediately dispatched 
mounted messengers to warn the dwellers 
in low lying portions of the city of the im- 
pending danger. 

In ashort time the streets were filled 
with men, women and children, clad in 
their night clothes, having been driven 
their beds by the encroaching waters. 
Many families were separated in the con- 
fusion andfrantic mothers ran about the 
streets bewailing the loss of children. 

Itis known that an emigrant, with his 
wife and five children, were encamped in 
the fountain bottoms, and that they were 
swallowed up by the resistless swell cf 
water. The corpses of two men floated 


down the Arkansas yesterday, but all 

efforts to stop the bodies were in vain. 
SUNDAY OPENINGS. 

Chief Justice Fuller Reverses the De- 


cision of the Lower Court. 


CuicaGco, July 28.—Chief Justice Fuller 
yesterday decided the case of the World’s 
Columbian exposition against the United 
States of America in the circuit court of 
appeals by reversing the decree of the 
lower court and remanding the cause for 
further proceedings. In the United States 
circuit court Judges Woods and Jenkius 
had granted a preliminary injunction clos- 
ing the fair on Sundays. 

Judge Grosscup, dissenting, delivered 
an opinion favoring the opening of the 
fair. The order leaves both sides free 
fromany legal ties. Application can now 
be made by the government to the circuit 
court fora permanent injunction and a 
final hearing had. From the decision, if 
then rendered, another appeal could be 
taken. These proceedings would occupy 
considerable time and more than probabie 
the fair would be closed long before the 
end would be reached. 


A BUNGLING JOB. 
Taylor's Terrible Death by Electrocution. 
A Second Current Necessary. 

AvBuURN, N. Y., July 28.—The electrocu- 
tion of murderer William E. Taylor yes- 
terday was not a success. The foot rest 
of the chair broke and thedynamo gave 
out; so that a second current could not be 
applied. He was not dead from the first 
contact and soon began breathing heavily. 
He was placed on a cot and conveyed back 
to his corridor where he continued breath- 
ing and groaning with pulse growing 
stronger. 

The physicians say he was unconscious 
after the first contact of over 1700 volts. 
His condition was analogous to that ofa 
man stricken with apoplexy. Morphine 
was administered. As soon as was possi- 
ble Taylor was again carried to the chair 
anda current from a city electric light 
dynamo was passed through his body. 
The second attempt proved successful.

A DISGRACEFUL ROW. 


Members of Parliament Engage In 
a Knock-Down Argument. 


ORDER FINALLY RESTORED. 


Date Fixed For the Passage 
of the Home Rule Bill. 


Lonpow, July 28.—On the government 
program 10 o’clock last evening was the 


hour set for the closure of the debate in 
committee on the home rule bill. The 
galleries were filled with persons ex- 
pectant of an exciting scene, and few mem- 
bers were absent from the benches on the 


floor of the house. John Clancy, Parnellite 


from North Dublin county, moved an 
amendment to the effect that the imperial 
government should guarantee to Ireland 
£500,000 during the provisional period of 
six years. 


Mr. Gladstone declined to accept this 


amendment. The financial scheme under 
discussion, he said, provided fully for 
equitable, cven liberal treatment of the 
new Irish government. If the estimates, 
which had been made with the greatest 
care, were realized, Ireland would have 
£512,000 annually assured her. Mr. 
Goschen, chancellor of the exchequer in 
the last Salisbury cabinet, also spoke 
against Mr. Clancy’s motion. 

Then Joseph Chamberlain rose to deliver 
the final broadside of the opposition. He 
was still smarting under the lash which 
Mr. Gladstone swung on Tuesday evening, 
and 

Spoke With Corresponding Bitterness. 
After a few scornful and biting words as 
to the conduct of the ministers, he began 
giving his opinion of the closure as ap- 
plied by the government. 

“The members,” he said, ‘‘were about to 

witness the last scene in a discreditable 
farce. ‘The debate on the financial clauses 
had been a mere sham. Still the debate 
was regarded as necessary, since, whatever 
was altered, the bill was always found 
perfect by the adherents of the prime 
minister.” 
{Jeers from the Irish, cheers from the 
unionists, and counter-cheers from the 
liberals interrupted Mr. Chamberlaia at 
this point. He waited two or three min- 
utes before the confusion abated suflici- 
ently for him to speak with effect. He 
then proceeded thus: ‘The prime min- 
ister calls ‘black’ and his adherents say 
it is good. The prime minister calls 
‘white’ and they say it is better. 

“Itis always the voice of God. Never 
since the time of Herod had there been—’’ 
Mr. Chamberlain got no further. Im- 
mediately on resuming his speech he had 
been warned that a storm was gathering. 
He could hardly have expected the sud- 
denness with which it broke, for, with his 
half-finished reference to Herod, there 
came from the Nationalists a roar of in- 
dignation as has not been heard in the 
house 

Since the Days of Parnell. 

Mr. Chamberlain was plainly startled, 
bué he tried to talk on. Llis voice was in- 
audible to the members on the next bench. 
He turned toward the Nationalists and 
shrill yells of execration rose above the 
uproar. Then T. P. O'Connor sprang to his 
feet and leaning toward Mr. Chamberlain, 
shouted “Judas” so loudly that the epi- 
thet could be heard throughout the house. 
The rest ofthe Irishmen took up the cry 
and for Lalf a minute shouted “Judas” in 
chorus. Chairman Mellor tried to put the 
closure, but his voice could not be heard 
amid the shouts of the Irish and Union- 
ists. 

Then came a scene 
parliamentary history. Mr. Mellor gave 
the customary directions to clear the 
house for adivision. Asthe order came, 
the Conservatives flatly refused to quit the 
house. Vicary Gibbs, Gibson Bowles and 
William Hanbury shouted to the chair- 
man that he must first call Mr. O’Connor 
to order for having called Mr. Chamber- 
lain names. Mr. Meller protested that he 
had not heard the epithets in question. 

Gibbs, Bowles and Hanbury got to- 
gether, and, to make themselves heard, 
shouted in chorus at Mr. Mellor: “Will 
you direct that their words be taken 
down?” Sir Randolph Churchill and Sir 
Edward Clarke got hold of Mr. Gibbs and 
started him for the front bench that he 
might elucidate the cause of the row to 
Mr. Mellor. Mr. Gibbs tried to go for- 
ward, but gave up his purpose, and Mr. 
Mellor remained uninformed. Meantime 
half of the Unionists had climbed to the 
benches and were shouting “Gag.” 

John Logan, Liberal, ran down to the 
first bench and began upbraiding Edward 
Carson,a Tory. George Wyndham and 
William Fisher jumped to the assistance 
of their party colleague, seized Mr. Logan 
by the neck, 

Threw Him to the Floor, 


head first, and then bundled him under a 
bench. 

A free fight then broke out ‘at the top of 
the gangway. The centre of it was Will- 
iam Redmond, Parnellite. who bad taken 
advantage of the general license to push 
over Colonel Saunderson, the champion of 
the men of Ulster. Blows were struck 
right and left. Eventually Mr. Gladstone 
begged Edward Marjoribanks, a sturdy 
Liberal, to do something to stop the ‘ight- 
ing. 

Mr. Balfour had been absent during the 
riot. Mr. Gladstone, sitting bolt upright, 
had watched the scene with inflamed face, 
and an expression of sorrow, indignation 
and astonishment. Chairman Mellorsent 
for Speaker Peel as soon as order was re 
stored. When the speaker entered several 
Conservatives rose and, pointing at Mr. 
Gladstone, exclaimed; ‘There sits the 
author of it all.” 

When business was finally resumed the 
new clause was adopted by a vote of 812 
to 201. When the committee rose and 
Chairman Mellor reported to Speaker 
Peel ths home rule bill as amended in 
committee, cheer after cheer was given 
and hats were waved for Mr. Gladstone by 
the Liberals and Irish, who were answered 
by the Unionists with counter cheers. The 
report stage was fixed for Aug. 7 and the 
house adjourned.

About Fast Bicycle Riding. 

The alarming increase of accidents to 
bicycle riders this season has been a sub- 
ject of considerable comment. Last 
year and the year before there were ac- 
cidenty to riders and to those with whom 
they happened to collide while riding at 
a rapid pace through the streets, but this 
season one can hardly glance over the col- 
umns of a newspaper without reading ac- 
counts of several of these mishaps. It al- 
most seems that the wheelmen had en- 
tered in a compact to injure themselves 
and others as often as an opportunity 
presented itself. The reasons for the in- 
crease in the bicycle accident list are in 
the first place that thereare more wheels 
than ever before, and in the second that 
the alleged improvements in construc- 
tion tend to accidents. The new style 
wheels, with their pneumatic tires, are 
without brakes, so that the rider cannot 
stop as readily as formerly when he sees 
that he is approaching danger. 

* The construction of the tire is such 
that were it supplied with a brake the 
sudden and determined use of that ar- 
ticle would burst the tire, allowing the 
hir to escape. The new style wheels run 
over the pavements so much more easily 
than the old style ones that when a vig- 
brous young man gets astride of one of 
them he is seized with a desire to go like 
a racehorse, and he does. The combina- 
tion of swift riding and no brakes is re- 
sponsible for probably 50 per cent of the 
accidents to the wheelmen and the mer- 
tals who happen to get in their way. It 
might not be a bad idea to regulate their 
speed by law, especially through the 
browded parts of the streets.—Boston 
ranscript. 


Johnnie’s Body Had Run Away. 

While fishing on the bank of Stony 
creek, Jonsnie Johnson, alad of 12 years, 
tumbled into the water and sank beneath 
the surface. Other boys saw him disap- 
pear, and they scampered away for aid. 
Johnnie struggled until he reached dry 
Jand and then took to his heels. 

Half an hour later he stood on the 
‘Main street bridge watching a crowd of 
men raking the waters of the creek with 
grappling hooks. He became interested 
in the strange occupation of the men, 

never dreaming they were looking for 
his own body. His clothes were wet, and 
it was nice and sunny on the bridge. He 
remained there an hour until thoroughly 
dry, and then descended to the creek 
bank, where the anxious crowd was 

vatching the dragging of the stream. 

“What you doin?’ inquired Johnnie of 
one who had just come out of the water. 

“Lookin fer Johnnie Johnson’s corpse,” 
replied the man. ‘He tumbled in there 
two hours ago.” 

“Why, I'm Johnnie Johnson,” said 
the astonished lad. Then he explained 
to the disgusted crowd of people who had 
‘been eager to seea limp body pulled 
from the creek.—Norristown Cor. Phila- 
delphia Record. 


Another Embassador. 

Germany has promptly followed the 
example of England and France by ap- 
pointing to the United States an embas- 
sador instead of a minister. 

It may be taken for granted that Pres- 
ident Cleveland will acknowledge the 
courtesy and return the compliment by 
advancing Minister Runyon to the rank 
of embassador. 

Now that the reform has set in it will 
doubtless move on until the leading 
powers of the world are represented by 
embassadors at Washington and the 
United States by diplomats of that grade 
at foreign courts. This will be a decided 
gain for the United States. Ex-Ministers 
Reid and Lincoln have forcibly pointed 
out the disadvantages under which our 
representatives abroad have labored, not 
merely on ceremonial occasions, but alsc 
in matters of state business, by reason 
of the fact that foreign embassadors 
have taken precedence of American min- 
isters.—-New York Herald.

ALUSE OF TRUSTS HINTED. 


Held a Prominent Position In 
Three Institutions. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., July 29.—The city 
is stirred as it seldom has been by the 
sensational developmeuts which have re- 


corded the disappearance of Charles F.. 


Morrill, cashier and treasurer of three of 
*he representative financial institutions of 
the city. 

A meeting of the directors of the Derry- 
field Savings bank, of which institution 
Mr. Morrill was the treasurer, was held 
yesterday afternoon, and it was voted to 
apply to the courc for the appointment of 
areceiver to wind up the affairs of the 
bank. The feeling at the meeting was 
that the entire capital stock of $100,000 
bad been wiped out by worthless paper. 

As is ordinarily the case, there are two 
claims set up as to Mr. Morrill’s destination 
on Wednesday. One party maintains that 
he went south and was seen that day in 
the Haymarket square depot, Boston, 
while the other is to theeffect that he 
went toward the Canadian line. The 
authority that he went north is absolutely 
invincible. Added to the fact that heis 
known to have passed Wednesday night 
in Concord, and there is not much left of 
the Boston story.

It turned out 
that the letter was not in leg | form to 
have the effect of a codicil and Mrs, 
Goodwin died before a proper codicil 
could be signed by her, leaving the 
original clause in the will in full force. 

Rev. Mr. Moxom has declined to aban- 
don his legal rights under the will, not- 
withstanding the undoubted intent of the 
testator, but has expressed himself as will- 
ing to pay the sum named, $25) per year, 
to the aunt, who, vy the way, is 83 years 
old.

England to Take a Hand In the 
Siamese Trouble. 


THE NOTICE OF BLOCKADE 


Was Not Officially Delivered to 
Great Britain. 


NEw YorE, July 29.—The Sun prints 
the following cablegram this morning: 

Lonpon, July 29.—It may be jumping 
at conclusions to say that England has 
begun preparations for war with France, 
but aseries of events points strongly in 
that direction. 

News came from Bangkok that France 
had begun the blockade of the whole Siam- 
ese coast without giving Great Britain 
official notice. The terms of the blockade 
included the cutting off of all commerce 
in ships of whatever nationality. 

Lord Rosebery, on receipt of the news, 
sent a high official of the foreign office to 
Paris with dispatches, which he was in- 
structed to place personally in Lord Duf- 
ferin’s haads. ‘The secretary of the 
Chinese legation was summoned to the 
foreign office anda 

Long Conference Followed. 
Lord Roberts, minister of war, was in 
Glasgow. He was summoned at once to 
London, his special train arriving last 
night. Mr. Gladstone had accepted an in 
vitation to spend three daysin the country. 
He abandoned the trip andisin consultation 
with his colleagues of the cabinet. Lord 
Kimberly of the cabinet and others of the 
privy council were sent by special train to 
Osborne for consultation with her majesty. 
The Duke of Cambridge, the veteran com- 
mander-in-chief of the army, was hard at 
work all the afternoon andevening. There

closing. 

Rumors were rife among members of 
parliament that Lord Dufferin would 
within afew hours demand his passports 
from the French government. It is no 
longer doubted at Westminster that diplo- 
matic relations between the two countries 
are at great tension and that gravest events 
portend.

It was also rumored 
that orders had been issued to army ofli- 
cers on leave to return to their posts. 


TORIES ARE BLAMED 
For the Free-For-All Riot Indulged In 
by ‘Gentlemen of England.” 


Lonponx, July 20.--Mr. Chamberlain 
ought now to be satisfied when his con- 
duct in the home rule debate brought 
about the most discreditable scene ever 
witnessed in the British parliament since 
the days of the Stuarts, a scene so disgrace- 
ful that the occupants of the public gal- 
leries rose spontaneously and hissed the 
conduct of their representatives. It was 
this unexpected rebuke that prevented 
the fierce passions of the chief actors from 
rising still higher. 

Worst of all, the leading offenders be- 
longed to the party arrogating to itself the 
title of “gentlemen of England.” Mr. 
Chamberlain’s comparison of Mr. Glad- 
stone to Herod was the spark that fired 
the train, while W. H. Fisher, who at one 
time was secretary to Mr. Balfour, was 
the first to violate the sanctity of the 
house by attacking G. W. Logan. One 
evidence of the furious scene was furnished 
by the rack for papers behind the benches, 
which was smashed and had to be re- 
moved.

ADVANCE ORDERS SLACK. 


A Falling Off In the Number of 
Failures Reported. 


New Yorks, July 20.—The hardest week 
yet has left the business world still able 
to rejoice in the soundness and strength 
disclosed. Prices of stocks were greatly 
fepressed Tuesday and Wednesday, clos- 
ing lower than any other day since Janu- 
ary, 1879, and the fall on Wednesday 
averaged over $2 per share and yet only 
two failures resulted and those of brokers 
—not especially important. A sharp rally 
followed on Thursday, with buying from 
London and by shorts, and especially 
significant buying by small investors. 
No banks here or at other eastern cities 
and no eastern firms of large importance 
have gone down, but numerous banks 
failed at the west, including some of high 
repute and large business. 

Might Be Worse. 

Many woolen factories are closing fora 
month or more indefinitely because orders 
are slack, for while jobbers’ orders are 
about as usual, clothiers still hold off. 
Fall trade is said to be not more than a 
third of the usual size, and many dealers 
expect todo no more than half the usual 
spring business. Dress goods are better 
in tone, but an unusually large propor- 
tion of carpet works are closed. Fall cot- 
tons, though 1-2 cent lower than last year 
in price and exceptionally attractive, meet 
but moderate demands. Orders for boots 
and shoes are restricted, many shops run- 
ning on short time. 

Reports From Business Centers. 

Boston reports wholesale and jobbing 
trade very conservative, but retail trade 
as large as usual. Cottons have sold well 
until lately, and there «:+ no accumula- 
tions, but some mills are closing to pre- 
vent overproduction. Woolens are quict, 
lightweights being slow at prices 5 per 
cent below: last year, and wool is weak, 
with small sales. Orders for boots and 
shoes are small, leather and hides are dull 
and the lumber trade quiet. 

Philadelphia reports better feeling, 
though very little commercial paper is 
sold at 7 per cent and banks are hoarding 
money, though caring for depositors. 

Trade is quiet at Baltimore; banks are 
strong, but close. No gain is seen at 
Pittsburg, where the demand for iron is 
small and the majority of mills are closed. 
Chicago reports smaller receipts of most 
products, decrease of 22 per cent in clear- 
ings, 34 per cent in real estate sales and 2¢ 
per centin eastbound shipments; jobbing 
trade fair and retail very satisfactory. 

Failures During the Week 
number 386 in the United States, against 
171 last year, and 23 in Canada, against 22 
last year. Only three failures were of 
capital above $200,000 each, and only 99 of 
capital over $5000 each. 

Over 50 banks stopped during the week, 
but nearly all were at the west. 

Last week the failures in the United 
States numbered 457 and the previous 
week 374.

On the gallows he 
said: “I bid you all goodby, hoping we will 
meet in heaven. If anybody has anything 
against me, please say so, and I will drop 
on my knees and beg his pardon.”’ 


Murderess Hanged. 

CHARLESTON, July 29.—Ada Hiers, a 
negro, was hanged at Waiterboro for the 
murder of her half-brother last June. She 
confessed on the scaffold that her aged 
father, whowas also convicted, but re- 
spited by Governor Tillman, had nothing 
to do with the crime.

Braintree Electrics. 

On Thursday a joint meeting was held 
in Boston of the Braintree Street Railway 
Company, and the Randolph Street Rail- 
way Company, and it was voted to consoli- 
date the two Companies, and another meet- 
ing is called for Monday next, to elect a per- 
manent board of officers. These will prob- 
ably consist of four of the present Direc- 
tors of the Braintree Company, one from 
the American Railroad Improvement Com- 
pany, one from Randolph and one from 
Holbrook.

HAVE CHARITY. 


A Correspondent’s Version of “‘ Six Days 
Shalt Thou Labor and Do Thy Work.” 


Editors of the Daily Ledger. 

‘The law was given by Moses but grace 
and truth come by Jesus Christ.” 

‘Remember the Sabbath day and keep 
it holy.” Ido not believe that this was 
ever meant to be interpreted in as sordid a 
manner as a great many seem to think. 
Far be it from my intention that I believe 
in desecration of the day, I do not, neither 
do I believe that the meaning here is meant 
to be interpreted thusly—to sit in church, 
hall or house all day long, and never enjoy 
the beauties of the outside world. 

I believe in the ten commandments, but 
Jesus modified these codes of law when he 
condensed them all into the two given in 
the twenty-second chapter of Matthew, 37- 
39 verses. ‘* Thou shalt Jove the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and witb all thy 
soul and with all thy mind.” 

This is the first and great commandment 
and the second is like unto it, ** Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself.’? On these 
two commandments hang all the law and 
the prophets, 

The ten commandments have been 
always holden up to us from the time we 
were children at Sunday School, to be true 
Christians they should be lived up to, 
obeyed. But Christ gave us a law, the 
heading of my subject, and through all his 
teachings, in all the lovliness of his perfect 
character we can see ‘‘charity.’’ Charity 
is the greatest of all standards, ‘ Faith, 
hope and charity abideth all three,’’ (he 
tells us) ‘“‘but the greatest of these is 
** Charity.” 

In all the beauties of nature we behold 
God’s handiwork. In the beautiful flowers 
that blossom around us, in the foliage of 
the trees, in the sea, whether it be calm or 
in the disturbance of the elements, and the 
waves are tossed high as we beheld them in 
the storm. In all this how can we forget 
God? How can we help but realize and ap- 
preciate his great beneficence, whether we 
be in the house, out of the house, in church 
or out of church, among the beauties of 
nature; and did he intend that we should 
have such narrow views as to never notice 
all this, or can we enjoy all the beauties of 
the outside world every day, save Sunday, 
and then we must stayin church or the 
house all day? ‘Six days shalt thou labor 
and do thy work.”’ 

Sometimes a change is ‘trest” and God 
doubtless meant the menial work of the 
week when he made that law. I do not 
believe that God ever intended (is the blue 
law in the bible?) that Sunday should be a 
day as some would like to makeit. I can 
not see why it is any more wrong to ride a 
bicycle on Sunday than it isto ride in a 
carriage; any worse to go where one can en- 
joy the refreshing sea breezes of Nantasket 
beach; than the invigorating air of the 
Blue hills of Milton. God is here—there— 
everywhere! and we recognizing his pre- 
sence in all around us. 

Let me present a common picture of Sun- 
day—Here is a party of three going by my 
house,—a man on a bicycle, his little child 
in front of him, his wife following behind 
also on a bicycle. They stop at the foun- 
tain for a drink of water perhaps, but this 
is asin—the fountain should be moved— 
it is too near the Unitarian Church—still I 
could sit Sunday after Sunday and if my 
mind was intent on the sermon, never 
notice what was going on outside. 

This man works all the week. He has 
purchased his bicycle. The only time he 
can enjoy his rides with his little family 
perchance is on Sundays. It does not cost 
him much to keep this inanimate source of 
conveyance, as it does the rich man to keep 
his horse. Therich man rides by in his 
carriage and says: ‘ These bicyclists area 
nuisance and ought not to be permitted to 
ride Sundays !” 

Perchance both men have been to church 
in the morning, perhaps each gives their 
portion to the contribution box. With this 
difference the poor man gives in his 
“*mite,’? but all he can, the rich man 
throws in his check for a large amount, 
(easily gotten perhaps in some speculation) 
and all it has cost him is the trouble of 
writing his name. Has God any preference 
for either ? 

Have charity. Why cannot one go to 
church part of the day and enjoy the rest 
of the day in the manner that so many do, 
and still be Christians? To be sure my 
opinion is only one and I may be all 
wrong, but I don’t believe God ‘* made” 
the Sabbath day any more for the rich man 
than for the poor man, and I don’t believe 
he would lay down the law in such a rigid 
way as some of the people whose ideas are 
so narrow they think they can improve 
even on Him, and envy all people the small 
privilege of enjoying a bicycle ride on Sun- 
day. ‘Try and conform His laws to suit 
their own convictions, are bigotted, un- 
charitable. 

Be charitable. Instead of seeking to de- 
prive people of innocent pleasure, let us 
aid each other. ‘‘ Lend a hand.” B.

Training For the Sickroom, 

The Massachusetts Emergency and 
Hygienic association has just prepared a 
class of young women for a new occupa- 
tion—that of trained attendants for con- 
valescents, chronic invalids, elderly per- 
sons and little children. It often happens 
that members of a family are either un- 
fitted, unwilling or unable through busi- 
ness engagerrents to care for their own 
sick or feeble. The trained nurse is too 
expensive a luxury to be kept through 
weeks, perhaps months, of weary con- 
valescence, and the patient, who perhaps 
was doing well at her departure, begins 
to suffer for proper care. The trained 
attendant, who has been instructed by 
competent trained nurses, is then pre- 
pared to take her place. 

She has-been taught how to ventilate 
the rooms, make beds, bathe the patient, 
serve and prepare attractive food and do 
the many other things necessary to make 
life as pleasant as possible for the sick. 
The young women admitted to the Bos- 
ton classes must be at least 20 years of 
age and be possessed of good antecedents. 
The course of 30 lessons, for which $3 is 
paid, is followed by an examination, 
which if creditably passed entitles the 
pupil to a diploma.—New York Post.

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A CHANGE OF RATIO 


Would In No Wise Help to Solve 
the Silver Question. 


AN UNCONDITIONAL REPEAL 


Will Be Insisted Upon by the 
Administration. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—In anticipation 
of the meeting of congress the secretary 
of the treasury and the Democratic 
leaders who are here are discussing the 
different phases of the silver question 
and the propositions which are likely to 
be presented in the ways of compromises. 
The administration, it is ascertained, has 
ho other proposition to make than the un- 
gonditional repeal of the silver purchasing 
provisions of the Sherman act. 

“The assumption of the free coinage 
men that the repeal of that act will de- 
monetize silver,” the secretary says, ‘‘is 
absurd, There are 460,000,000 of coined silver 
dollars, and also the millions of ounces 2f 
silver bullion, purchased unudg> the Sher- 
man act, in the treasury. Wicu this large 
quantity of coined and bullion silver in 
the treasury, the latter 

Liable to Coinage 
whenever required by congress, the asser- 
tions of the silver men in this respect are 
ridiculous.” 

The president and Secretary Carlisle 
fully understand that there will be many 
schemes proposed as substitutes for the 
Sherman uct. Many of these have already 
been talked over with the secretary of the 
treasury. The proposition suggested by 
Senator Vest and other Democrats inter- 
ested in the silver question to increase the 
ratio from 16 to 20 or 22, as a compromise, 
is not regarded as feasible or practicable. 

Inthe words of the secretary: “Under 
such legislation every silver coin, stand- 
ard or subsidiary, would have to be re- 
coined, ‘This fact alone 

Precludes the Possibility 

of that form of compromise. Then again,” 
said the secretary, “the incessant fluctua- 
tions in the value of silver bullion might 
render constant changes necessary, and in 
the end would upset the whole monetary 
stability of the metallic circulation of the 
country. Therefore the proposition to 
change the ratio is not likely to receive 
serious consideration.” 

There are other schemes 
discussed by congress as compromises, 
any of which, If adopted by the two 
houses, would probably be sanctioned by 
the president if it is a reversal of the 
statutory provisions now in force. The 
restoration of the Bland act, which is 
being agitated, is not regarded in ad- 
ministration circles as any improvement 
onthe Sherman act, and therefore would 

Receive Prompt Disapproval 

by the president. In administration cir- 
cles there is a confident fecling of the un- 
conditional repeal of the Sherman act by 
the house, but they do not entertain the 
same confidence in the senate. A pro- 
tracted struggle is regarded as likely to 
follow there. It is Lelieved that if a di- 
rect vote could be had on the question of 
repeal it would carry, although the vote 
would be very close. 

The secretary, adverting again to the de- 
monetization, remarked, ‘The repeal of 
the Sherman act would undoubtedly 

Have an Important Influence 
in an international adjustment of the 
Silver question, as it would show to the 
foreign governments that the United 
States is not wedded to a free coinage 
policy. 

“The great commercial nations like Eng- 
land, France and Germany, have been and 
are still fearful that this government pro- 
poses ultimately to adopt a silver basis. 
When they are assured that this is not the 
fact, I think the silver problem will have 
become of easy solution.”

AGRICULTURAL SHOW. 


An Interesting Exhibit at the 
World's Fair. 


POPCORN LOSING ITS POPULARITY 


But Other Articles Are Appearing to Take 
Its Place—That—Agricultural America 
Leads All the World Is Demonstrated at 
the Exposition— Display of the Large 
Packing Houses—Cotton Seed Oil. 
Wortp’s Farr, July 26. — [Special.] — 

Ina former letter I pointed out some of 

the interesting features of the great agri- 

cultural exhibit of the exposition, and 
said it would be necessary to recur to the 
subject again. The exhibit is so vast, 
covers so much that is interesting and 
valuable, that it is with reluctance one 
leaves the doors of the splendid palace 
and goes to view other departments of the 
fair. One of the distinguishing features 
of the agricultural show is the popcorn 
display. Perhaps you will remember that 
the man who made the most money at the 

*hiladelphia exposition was the owner of 
the popcorn right. His profits, I have 
heard, amounted to the snug sum of $125,- 
000 for the summer, a pretty fortune to 
make in six months with a capital of two 
or three thousand dollars. I regret to say 
that though popcorn sells tolerably well 
here the owner of the right is not likely to 
make a fortune. He sells more in this 
building than any other, but even here, 
where the popcorn lovers most do congre- 
gate, he is not disposing of half as much 
of his wares as he had aright to expect. 
All day long the popping of corn over the 
flames of gas goes on in two or three dif- 
ferent places in the building, and a cer- 
tain percentage of the visitors buy and 
eat, with all that abandon and delight 
with which popcorn usually is accom- 
panied, but the aggregate sales are disap- 
pointing. 

It seems that popcorn is losing its popu- 
larity among the masses of the people. 
One explanation of this fact is that we are 
getting farther away from the farm. 
Twenty years ago only one-sixth of th 
population lived in cities, and not on-- 


tenth of it was born within the border- | 
Now one-third of all our popula- | 


thereof. 
tion lives in large towns or cities. As we 
drift away from the farm we escape from 
its good influences. Welose our love, or 
partly lose—for I do not think we can 
wholly do so—for the things which on the 
farm were our greatest delights. Besides, 
we are growing proud. Many of usthink it 
would be beneath our dignity to be seen 
eating popcorn in the corridors of the 
cultural building, or any other build- 
ing here. Why, I can’t explain, for cer- 
tainly popcorn isa great delicacy, one of 
the finest of confections, and there is no 
more reason why we should leave off its 
consumption than there is why we should 
stop smoking if we care to smoke, 

The decadence of popcorn in America 
has also been brought about in part by the 
popularity of other confections, Years 
agoit was the universal delicacy. Now 
there are scores of other sweetmeats, 
cheap and wholesome. Many readers of 
this letter will be able to remember when 
about all the confectionery we had in this 
country was either the home-made variety 
known as ‘molasses candy,’’ or imported 
French goods. Now we beat the French 
and all other peoples in the fabrication of 
sweetmeats. 

If popcorn is gradually stepping to the 
rear at great expositions many other arti- 
cles are appearing to take its place. Here 
in the Agricultural building one may take 
his choice of a great variety of articles of

food and delicacy without price. For ine 
stance, a foreign firm gives away samples 
of savory extract of beef soups in the Ar 
gentine Republic exhibit, choosing that 
exhibit, probably, because it is from the 
Argentine states that it derives most of 
itsraw materials. Many visitors to the 
fair take a plate of this soup every time 
they find themselves in the Agricultural 
building. 

A number of chocolate and cocoa firms 
have booths at which they give away sam- 
ples of their wares. Oneof these firms has 
erected here a pavilion of solid chocolate. 
It is thirty feet high, and contains 30,00 
pounds of the sweet stuff, fillingall the air 
about with itsaroma. Thepavilion is sur- 
mounted by a statue of Germania hewn 
from a big block of chocolate and contain- 
ing 2,960 pounds. Another firm erects a 
castle of chocolate. An American baker 
gives away samples of his crackers, and 
there are people who manage to makea 
lunch on crackers, cRocolate, cocoa, and 
extract of beef soups. If this does nct 
satisfy them they can go up into the gal- 

lery and look for the booth in which a 
| trim old colored woman, named ‘‘Aunt 
| Jerusha,” bakes little batter cakes and 
| hands them around as an advertisement 
| for a baking powder firm. 

Quite sigfificant of the wonderful pro- 
| gress made during the last ten or fifteen 
| years by Americans in the art of preparing 
; foods is the number and variety of the ex- 
hibits of this sort to be found in the build- 
| ing, principally in the broad galleries. 
One, more significant than the others, is 8 
pavilion at which the attendants are con- 
stantly baking nice little cakes as an illus

tratioh ot what may be accomplisiied by 
the useof cotten seed oil instead of lard. 
The makers of these oil goods claim they 
are in every way equal to leaf lard, thu 
cotton seed oil is, in short, a cleanly, 
wholesome and cheap article of food. Ii 
you taste one of their cakes you will read: 
ily see that the facts appear to be on their 
side. The importance, especially to the 
south, of development of the food-value of 
the seed of the cotton crop is very great. 
It adds millions of dollars a year to the 
agricultural arnings of that section of the 
country; and ifitisas good an article as 
lard, and cheaper, the remainder of us 
have no right to complain. 

We see here that the Americans arecorn. 
ing to the frcut as makers of vermicellt 
and shacaroni. The manufacturers, of 
whom there are now quite a number in 
this country, claim that the finest wares 
of this sort are mace right here in this 
country, by American workmen and of 
American wheat. If this is true it isa 
welcome addition to our prepzsed foods, a 
science which is revolutionizing the culin- 
ary art and the household economies of 
ty land, 

the fact that America feeds the world, 
or helps to do it, is wcll exemplified in this 
building. As wewancer through its long 
corridors and wide galleries it is easy to 
see that in soil, fertility, diversity of prod- 
uct, vastness of output, agricultural 
America leads all creation. There is no 
better proof of this than thedisplays made 
by the great packing houses of Chicago, 
Kansas City, Omaha and other western 
cities. There areno more interesting ex- 
hibits than these, either. Here is one 
firm which builds a beautiful refrigerator 
car and runs it into the Agricultural 
building. It is just like any othercarsave 
that it is of finer workmanship and its

sides andends are of the best plate glass, 


efdouble walls. Within are shown the 
carcasses of beeves, dressed for market; of 
sheep, hogs, lambs, calves, and all the 
products of these animals. The variety of 
these products is simply amazing. This 
freight car, some forty feet long, is filled 
from one end to the other with them, and 
there are few duplications. Very tempt- 
ing some of them are, too, to the hungry 
visitor who has wandered about all day 
looking at the wonders of the fair. 

The car is constantly iced and a big ther- 
mometer hanging within the plate glass 
tells you that the temperature there is 48 
degrees Fahrenheit. Several thousand 
cars of this description are running con- 
stantly from the packing houses of the 
west to New York. They make up many 
trains a day, express freight trains which 
go through to the seaboard with but one 
icing en route. At New York their con- 
tents are taken aboard refrigerator vessels 
and sent on to Europe and other countries. 

A single firm engaged in this trade 
killed last year nearly 1,200,000 cattle, more 
than 1,100,000 hogs, more than 1,000,000 
sheep. Its plant in Chicago alone covers 
40 acres of land, 60 acres of floor, and has 
29 acresofr ‘fs. Its total sales last year 
were $90,000,000, Thisis but one of many 
similar firms deing business on a similar 
scale in this world-feeding west of ours. 

An interesting display here is the great 
Canada cheese, said to be the largest 


cheese ever made. It scents an acre or 
more of the Agricultural building. To see 


the top of this monster cheese you have to 
climb a staircase, and there the scent is 
almost stron_ enough to befatal. The ex- 
hibitor ingeniously puts over his cheese a 
placard which reads: 

“This Cheese Weighs 22,000 (Ibs, not) 
Tons.” 

At first glance one reads it tons and fails 
to notice the “‘Ibs. not” after the figures. 
Tience many visitors go home declaring to 
their friends there that at the World’s 
fair they saw acheese which weighed 22,- 
000 tons. Further information given by the 
exhibitor about his cheese is that the mass 
required the milk of 14,000 cows which 
were milked by 1,666 pretty dairy maids, 
though he neglects tosay how many days 
the 14,000 cows and 1,666 pretty dairy 
maids were thus employed. In the ab- 
sence of more precise information on this 
point the visitor will do well to assume 
that the 14,000 cows were milked once, or 
1,000 cows fourteen times, or 200 cows sev- 
enty times, by a correspondingly smaller 
number of pretty dairy maids, 

Some of the advertising methods em- 
ployed here make very interesting exhibits 
of themselves, One firm builds a model 
of the great flouring mills in Minneapolis. 
Another erects with sacks of flour a 
mediawval castle. Athird shows us that 
always interesting process, weaving silk 
from the cocoon to the finished handker- 
chief which may be bought on the spot 
with your name embroidered in the cor- 
ner. An old-fashioned log house, with its 
well sweep, its oaken bucket, its spring 
and spring house for the milk, attracts 
much attention. French-made English 
plum pudding is shown ina huge pyramid 
of which the topcone weighs four and a 
helf pounds and the bottom one 387 

sounds, the weight of the whole pudding 
fae upward of a thousand pounds. 

It is in agricultural machinery that 
America completely outstrips the remain- 
iler of the world, and inthis section some of 
the most enterprising and skillful of ad- 
vertisers have been at work. Their amaz- 
ing displays of machines and implements 
arein motion. They have costly pavilions 
over them, luxurious rugs on the floor, 
electric lights in profusion, statues and 
figures, expensive printing matter which 
is gobbled up by the ton. Nothing could 
be more effective than the advertising de- 
rice of a reaper and mower manufacturer. 
He has employedartistsand model makers 
to paint and set up a perfect maodel of his 
immense factory, with the: surrounding 
azevery.

A BOLD OPERATION. 


Bogus Certificates Used to Swin- 
die New England Banks. 


WORKED BY WESTERN MEN 


Losses In Boston Are Believed 
to Be Small. 


Boston, Jaly 31.—Boston and New Eng- 
and cenerelly have again been victimized 
by the ra-cally officials of a western cor- 
poration, but the ca-c is not as bad as has 
The case in brief is as fol- 
lows: Officiais of the Northern Pacifie 
Grain Elevator eompany of Minnesota 
issued a ljarge number of duplicate ele- 
vator certificates, which were deposited in 
banks as collateral. Unfortunately the 
100 elevato:s controlled by this concern 
were not terminal elevators, over which 
the closest supervision is kept by Minne- 
sota law. 

Instead, no state vigilance was exerec'sed 
in the case of these way station elevators, 
and it was wholly in this fact that the 
opportunity of the swindlers lay. The 
grain hid been ebtained on the original 
certificates, and the banks had absolutely 

Nothing to Show For Their Money. 

It was not until the colt was stolen and 
had been spirited out of sight that the 
granary doors were secured. Of course 
the frauds of the employes of the company 
swept it out of existence, and the North- 
ern Pacific Elevator company is today in 
the hands of a receiver, for it was in no 
way connected with the Northern Pacifie 
railroad, merely having its elevators 
scattcred along that line at points con- 
venient for farmers. 

The new concern that succeded to the 
business of the Northern Pacific Elevator 
company was called the Lake Superior 
Elevator company, and many of the stock- 
holders in the old became stockholders in 
the new corporation. Moreover, a large 
share of them are eastern men, and they 
had acted us indorsers, so terms of com- 
promise were speedily offered, which 

Have Yet to Be Accepted. 

What these terms are cannot be stated 
with absoluté definiteness, bat it is sup- 
posed that they provided for a large cash 
payment of nut less than half the total 
value of the certificates, the balance to be 
cleared up by a series of annual payments. 

Still, nothing was suspected and eleva- 
tor receipts were in active demand, for they 
bronght good rates of interest, and what 
better collateral could be asked for than 
receipts of grain in store? 

The news of the big swindle fell like a 
thunderbolt on banks and stockholders in 
the concern, but great secresy prevailed in 
the matter, more especially because of the 
stringency in the money market. 

A Meeting of the Mourners 

was held in th’s city to see what could be 
donein the matter, and a committee was 
appointed to act for the institutions repre- 
sented. This committee consists of George 
Ripley, president of the Hyde and Leather 
bank; Theophilus King, vice president of 
the Rank of Redemption, and George 
Litth field, president of the First National 
bank of Providenc?, which institutions are 
supposed to hold a considerable slice of the 
bogus certificates, 

A Post reporter called on Edwin A. 
Presbrey, cashier of the Bank of Redemp- 
tion, and found him unwilling to talk 
much about the case, except in a general 
way. He said, however, that he personally 
would be willing to hazard a guess that 
the amount at stake would not reach half 
the sum reported, running from $500,000 
to $1,090,000, 

He stated that a circular had been 
issued looking forward to a settlement, 
but that no understanding had yet been 
reached and that another circular might 
very possibly be turthecoming. As for the 
number of banks affected and the actual 
amount of the steal, Mr. Presbrey said no 
one knew definitely, except the expert ac- 
countants at work on the elevator com- 
pany’s books, although the members of 
the committee migh@ have a good idea 
of it. 

He did state, however, that in his 
opinion the number of Boston banks in- 
volved 


been reported. 


Was Not Large, 


nor nearly so great as has been given. As 
tothe number of New England banks 
holding certificates, he had no idea be- 


yond thinking it very likely many might 
have got hold of them, besides those men- 
tioned at Providence and Boston. 

George Cooksey of the firm of David 
Dows & Co. of New York has been chosen 
president of the reorganized concern, the 
Lake Superior Elevator company, and un- 
hesitatingly acknowledges the swindle. 
Moses Williams, president of the Third 


Naitonal bank and the State Street Safe | 


Deposit and Trust company, said that 
while he had heard words dropped about 
the swindle, he had not received any 
intin.ation that a meeting had been held. 
He said that neither of the institutions he 
is connected with has a dollar in the 
Northern Pacific Elevator company’s cer- 
tificates. Evidently the gathering was 
held with great secresy.

Some of the Booths Closed Through 
Fear of Prosecution, 


THREATENED BY MR. TABER. 


There Were Many Exceptions, However, 
and Fun May Follow, 


Judging from the crowds which visited 
the beach Sunday, the closing movement 
interested them very much. Sunday was a 
day of rest literally speaking for Mr. Taber 
and most of his help. The casino and 
amusement pavilion were closed and those 
clerks who bave cbarge of these buildings 
wandered aimlessly about the crowded 
thoroughfares of Manet beach. The places 
below Taber’s held open house to all ap- 
pearances. The crowds patronized the 
soda fountains, candy cases, and cream

Deviled Clams. 


Table Talk for August gives the follow- 
‘deviled clams.’? The 
LEDGER representatives will be pleased to 


sample any and all dishes made therefrom: 

DrEVILED CLAms. Drain twenty-five 
clams free from their liquor, which will be 
more easily done by pouring a cup of cold 
water over them. Chop very fine, Seald 
one cup of cream or milk. Rub together 
one tablespoonful of butter and two of 
flour until smooth, add to the scalded cream 
and stir ituntilit thickens. Then add two 
tablespconsful cf dry bread crumbs, the yolk 
of two raw eggs, and one tablespoonful of 
chopped parsley, Take from the fire, mix 
well together, stir in the clams, then add 
salt and pepper to taste. Do not add the 
salt until after the clams are well mixed in, 
for they being salty may flavor the mixture 
sufficiently. Fill clam, scallop, or silver 
shells, brush over with the beaten yolk of 
an egg, sprinkled with bread crumbs and 
brown in a hot oven, Serye on beds of 
watercress.

SETTLED AT LAST. 


Siam Accepts France’s Ultimatum 
Without Reservation. 


FRENCHMEN ARE SATISFIED 


Controversy Has Caused Trou- 
ble In the French Cabinet. 


Paris, July 31.—A cabinet meeting, 
with President Carnot presiding, was held 
at the Elysee yesterday. The decision was 
that Siam’s offer to concede the demands 
of France’s ultimatum should be accepted. 

How Siam Stands. 

BANGKOK, July 31.—While the govern- 
ment of Siam accepted without reserva- 
tions France’s ultimatum, it received 
previously the assurance that the king- 
dom would rot be dismembered until 
after the consideration by all powers con- 
cerned of France’s demand for the terri- 
tory between the 18th and 23d parallels. 

It issomewhat remarkable that before 
Prince Vadhana, Siamese minister in 
Paris, could have received his instruc- 
tions to accept -the ultimatum Great 
Britain’s refusal to recognize the blockade 
had become known in this city. The 
blockade is still maintained by the For. 
fait, Lutin, Inconstante, Comete and 
Lion. The British warships Pallas and 
Swift remain at the Menam bar, inside 
the blockade. The British warship Lin- 
net and the German warship Wolf are at 
anchor in the river off Bangkok. 

The British government mail has been 
allowed to but mercantile corre- 
spondence with Siamese firms has been cut 
off. An ¢ffort is making, therefore, to 
render eflicient an overland postal ser- 
vice via Tavoy and Rangoon. 

Rear Admiral Hamann has arrived at 
Koh-si-chang. M. Pavie remains at the 
same port. the French have seized the 
Siamese mail steamer Chantaboon and the 
Hong Kong steamer Phra-Chula with 100 
Chinese aboard. 

Of the British steamers rendered vy the 
blockade 12 are in the trade with Hong 
Kong,eight in the trade with Singapore 
and one in the trade with Bombay. 

A Cabinet Crisis, 

BERLIN, July 31.—Despite official de- 
nials, reports of cabinet dissensions mul- 
tiply. The latest story concerns the cab 
inet council held on last Wednesday. It 
is substantially as follows: 

M. Declasse, under secretary of state 
for colonies, proposed a treaty with Siam 
on the linesof France’s policy toward Mad 
agascar. A protectorate should be estab- 
lished, he said, and all of Siam’s relations 
vith other states should be arrauged 
hrough the French government. 

M. Develle, minister of foreign affairs, 
eplied hotly that such a proposal could 
not be considered by the present ministry

publicly to respect Siam’s independence, 
and rather than violate his pledge by 
accepting M. Delcasse’s project he would 
resign his office. After along discussion 
M. Delcasse proposed as an alternative 
that France occupy Angkor and Battam- 
bang. 

M. Develle refused also to agree to this. 
He would consent only to a pacific block- 
ade, he said. On the following day M. 
Delcasse informed Premier Dupuy by 
letter of his intention to resign because he 
Was convinced that a pacific blockade was 
an inadequate measure. 

Onthe same day M. Develle, after a 
long interview with the Marquis of Duf- 
terin, British ambassador, declared him- 
self to be more determined than ever to 
confine the government’s action to the 
blockade. The difference between him 
and M. Delcasse were adjusted at the cab- 
inet council on Thursday afternoon. 
Nevertheless M. Delcasse is known to be 
dissatisfied and is believed to be on the 
point of resigning. 


Seeking Satisfaction. 

New York, July 31.—The Presbyterian 
Board of Foreign Missions has sent a 
letter to Secretary of State Gresham re- 
questing that immediate and decisive ac- 
tion be taken by the government in regard 
to the outrage on Miss Melton, the mis- 
sionary of the board who was assaulted by 
unknown persons while staying in a Nes: 
torian village in the heart of the Koordish 
mountains in Asiatic Turkey. 

All on Account of a Pension. 

PortsMouTH, O., July 31.—Secretary 
Hoke Smith was hanged in effigy by an en- 
raged citizen mob of Rome Saturday 
night because the pension of J. L. Reed, a 
veteran, aged 83 years, was dropped. Mr. 
Reed’s pension was his sole support. It 
was intended to burn the president in 
effigy also, but wiser counsels prevailed. 
Several speeches were made. 

A Curious Case. 

TACOMA, July 31.—Dr. J.S. Wintermute, 
complainant in a $41,000 damage suit 
against James Stinson, a Chicago stock 
man, was accused in the United States 
court of hypnotizing a witness who was 
onthe stand. Stinson says Wintermute 
hypnotized persons in his house at Chicago 
and is positive he had the witness under 
his influence.

CRISP 1S ON HAND. 


Members of Congress Are Flocking 
Into Washington. 


SHERMAN BILL SUBSTITUTE 


Will Be the Administration’s 
Chief Stumbling Block. 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—Speaker Crisp 
has arrived here in readiness for the open- 
ing of the extra session of congress. Al- 
ready members are advancing upon Wash- 
ington by every train, so that they may 
have an early opportunity of expressing to 
him their desires as to committee assign- 
fients. There is quitea respectable con- 
gressional contingent already here, and 
this week will be a busy one, There is 
still a good deal of uncertainty as to how 
long the session will last after it once as- 
sembles. 

President Cleveland is expected to be at 
the White House by Wednesday or Thurs- 
day, and Vice President Stevenson is to be 
at his hotel by the middle of the week. 
All the members of the cabinet are ex- 
pected to be here in time for the regular 
cabinet meeting next Friday. 

While the president’s message is under- 
stood to be practically completed, and 
while Mr. Crisp’s committees are under- 
stood to be practically outlined, it is un- 
derstood that both will 

Be Considered In Conferences 
this week between the president, his cab- 
inet, Mr. Crisp and other leaders. 

It is expected that the president’s mes- 
sage will be confined to a terse and trench- 
ant presentation of the facts of the finan- 
cial situation, together with a vigorous 
demand for the unconditional repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman act. 

It is expected that Mr. Crisp’s commit- 
tees will be in harmony with the purposes 
of the administration. It is recognized, 
however, that the make-up of the com- 
mittees is becoming less and less import- 
ant as regards the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act, as the pressure 
for that repeal becomes stronger and 
stronger. 

It is the belief that the country has been 
brought to feel that the repeal must be 
made and made promptly, which induces 
members of the administration, and 
some of the senators and representatives 
already here, to expect that it will be 
carried early in the session, without 
filibusteriny on the part ofthe silver men 
and, therefore, without necessity for any 
form of cloture in either house. 

It is stated that Vice President Steven- 
son is as strongly in favor of the repeal as 
Mr. Crisp, and as ready, if necessary, to 

Cut Off by a Sharp Decision 
filibustering against the vote. He feels, 
-inst as Mr. Crisp does, that the countrv_is 
with the aaministration in its peremptory 
demands, and that it is a duty to do all he 
can to secure the action the people desire. 

But the fact that most of the men over 
whose deliberations Mr. Crisp and Mr. 
Stevenson are to preside share their views 
about the country’s wishes will probably 
make it unnecessary for either of them to 
take any heroic measures in the chair to 
secure the unconditional repeal of the 
purchasiug clause of the Sherman act. 

The troubles of the party in power will 
come after the repealing act has been 
signed by the president, when the subject 
of the substitute for the Sherman act 
comes to be considered. 

Predictions as to the Outcome 
of this consideration are idle, for already a 
score of substitute propositions have been 
offered, and others will be forthcoming, 
while there has been no meaus of ascertain- 
ing which is most likely to command the 
support of a majority in either house. 

Most public men of either party, in dis- 
cussing this, usually wind up with the ob- 
servation that it does not so much matter 
what congress may do, since Cleveland 
will have the final decision, so that, if th2 
proposed legislation is good, he will sign 
it, and if itis not, he will veto it. 

No one expects any action on the tariff 
question until the financial matter1s out 
of the way, although William L. Wilson 
of West Virginia, who is almost certain to 
be chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee, with the other members of the ma- 
jority of that committee, are expected to 
mature a tariff bill while the financial dis- 
cussion is going on.

two sides of the works there are miniature 
railroads with trains of passenger and 
freight cars constantly passing to and fro. 
On the other side, where the river is, there 
tug-boats, steamers, sailing vessels move 
upanddown. The whole is cleverly de- 
signed and executed and attracts much 
attention. 

The only things inthe machinery exhibit 
which struck me as being positively new 
were a corn-planter which uses wire ropes 
stretched from one simle of the field to the 
other to enable the driver to mark straight 
lines, and projections om the wires auto-
